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PREFACE TO SECOND EDITION. 



The manuscript which fanned the basis of the following 
Biography was written by my father-in-law^ Oeoi^ Harrison^ 
within a few years of Mr Clowes's decease. He read portions 
of it to me in 1838, at the same time stating his wish that some 
one with more turn for biography than he had, would take the 
work in hand, and make a picture from his sketch. 

His own Preface to the manuscript is as follows : — '' Having 
repeatedly requested the friends of the late Mr Clowes to com- 
mit to writing all they could recollect of him, and finding one 
after another following him to an eternal world without having 

left any such recollections behind, I felt it the more incumbent

upon me to set down what came under my own observation re- 
specting this most interesting character during his latter years ; 
as well as what I had gathered from himself and his personal 
acquaintances from an earUer period. Since I began to write, 
however, I have been favored with several valuable collections 
of letters, and notes of his conversations. I have also included 
the substance of the short Memoir already published, having 
heard it from Mr Clowes's own mouth/' 

More than forty years passed without any further progress 
being made towards a complete Life of this exeellent man. 
Meanwhile the manuscript came into my possession, as well as

Mr Clowes^s original letters to Mr Tulk^ Mr Harrison^ and 
others. Thougli I never had the advantage of seeing Mr 
Clowes^ his writings have been^ under Divine Providence^ the 
principal means of my own happiness, and I esteem it a high 
privilege indeed to be enabled to take a humble part in bringing 
their pious and enlightened author before a younger generation. 

The original matter collected by Mr Harrison forms but a 
small part of the present volume. His personal recollections 
are now placed in a separate chapter, and I have endeavored 
to improve the arrangement of the whole materials, including 
some corrections, and a good deal of new matter elicited by the 
former edition.

As the biiihfl of liTing ereatnrM at fin t an ill ihapeii, lo are dl iimoTatioin, whiob 
B the births of time : yet, notwithstanding, as thote that first bring honor into their 
fiunilj are oommonlj more worthy than most^ that suooeed, so the first precedent (if it 
be good) is seldom attained bj imitation; for ill, to man's nature as it stands perrerted, 
hatn a natural motion, stronfi^t in continuance ; but ffood, as a forced motion, strongest 
at first. Surely erery medicine is an innovation, ana he that will not apply new reme- 
dies must expect new erils: for time is the ereatest innovator; andiftim^ of eomr§« 
tUUr thingt to [for] the worw, andwiedom anacfmnsel tkall not alter tiem to the better, 
what ehatl he the end? It is true that what is settled by custom, though it be not good, 
yet at least it is fit. And those things which have long gone together, are, as it were, 
confederate with themselves; whereas new things piece not so well; but, tiiough they 
help by their utility, yet they trouble by their inconformitv ; besides, they are like 
strangers, more admired [wondered at], and less favored. All this is true, if time stood 
still ; which, contrariwise, moveth so round [rapidly], that a frowsrd retention of custom is 
as turbulent a thing^as an innovation ; and they that reverence too much old times, are but 
a scorn to the new. It were good, therefore, that men fai their innovations, would follow 
tiie example of time itself, wmch indeed innovateth greatly, but quietly and by degrees 
scarce to be perceived; for otherwise, whatsoever is new is unlooked for; and ever it 
mends some, and impairs others ; and he that is holpen takes it for a fortune, and thanks 
the time ; and he ^t is hurt, for a wrong, and imputeth it to the author. It is good 
also not to try experiments in States, except the necessity be argent, or the utility evi* 
dent ; and well to beware, that it be the leformation that dittweth on tlM change, and 
not the desire of change that pretendeth the reformation : and lastly, that the novelty, 
though it be not rejected, yet be held for a suspeet; and, as the Scripture saith, "That 
we make a stand upon the ancient way. and then look about us, and mscover what is the 
straight and right way, and so to walk in it."— Baeon^e Betake. « Cf Iwnovatione:' 



The italicised sentence in the above qjto- 
tation justifies an attempt to amend English 
spelling, which is the worst m the world. 
Lord Bacon elsewhere says " that writing 
should be consonant to speaking is a branch 
of unprofitable subtlety." But this cen- 
sure must be considered as leveled against 
those crude attempts to reform our ortho- 
graphy which had been made in his day. 

In the following pages the reader is 
introduced to a reformed spelling by succes- 
sive stages. The first five Chapters are 
printed in the received orthography.

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mother died when her youngest son was but seven years old. 
The father, however, was also a devout character, not only 
attending church regularly, but assembling his family in the 
evening to join in family devotion. To this practice John 
Clowes afterwards referred with gratitude as the means of im- 
planting in his youthful mind " a lively sense of the Being, the 
Kingdom, the Providence, the Love, and the Omnipotence of 
the Father of the Universe/' 

The piety of the parents seems to have been free from asce- 
ticism ; and that of the child, while it led him to pray for his 
Heavenly Father^s help, night and morning, and in all times of 
need, did not prevent his enjoying the healthy amusements of 
childhood. Those who knew Mr Clowes in his old age and 
were charmed with the innocent playfulness which remained 
with him to the last, could well believe that he was a lively 
child. He would speak with rapture, in his latter years, of the 
merry days of his childhood, and how he enjoyed playing in the 
meadows — ^long since covered with houses — helping his elder 
brother to draw their little sister in a child's chaise ; gathering 
flowers, and throwing them into her lap. 

The father was a man of methodical habits, and firm in re- 
quiring order and obedience in his children Mr Clowes used 
to relate with much animation how he and his brother, having 
arranged with a schoolfellow to spend a half holiday in a country 
ramble, were seated at the dinner-table meditating on their 
anticipated pleasure, when their father broke silence with, 
" Now, my boys, I have some employment for you after dinner.^' 
'^ At this,'' said Mr Clowes, " our countenances, all sunshine 
before, instantly sank, and when he added, ^ I want you to weed 
the asparagus beds,' we were in despair, for we knew this would 
take up the whole afternoon ; so farewell to our ramble. How- 
ever, there was no help for it : obedience was the order of my 
father's house ; we had nothing to do but betake ourselves to 
the garden in what plight we could. We had not been long at 
work, when oh I the delight of doing my father's commands was 
not to be told ! From that time I knew what the joy of 
obedience was. Ah ! " he continued, raising his head and fine 
countenance towards heaven, "from practising that lesson I 
learned, too, the infinitely greater happiness of endeavoring to 
do the will of my Heavenly Father." John appears to have 
gone to school at Salford, to the Academy of the Rev. John 
Clayton, where his elder brother Richard was also prepared for 
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the University. In his eighteenth year he was admitted a pen- 
sioner of Trinity college, Cambridge. Previously to his leaving 
home^ his father's old friend Byrom, a member of the same col- 
lege, called to give him his blessing. They never met again. 

Accusto^ied both at home and at school to religious instruc- 
tion, he feelingly lamented the want in the University of suitable 
means for keeping alive the wholesome impressions thus made ; 
which were in great danger of being effaced by the engrossing 
pursuit of academical studies and distinction. He always kept 
up his habits of temperance and regularity, as essential to his 
advancement in the world, which at that time obtained a greater 
hold on his affections than at any other part of his life. He 
made a rule never to drink more than two glasses of wine in 
the day, and was always punctual in the attendances enjoined by 
the college. 

His most intimate college friend was Mr Graham, afterwards 
a Judge in the Court of Exchequer, and both being distinguished 
for length and suppleness of limb, they became noted for their 
feats of activity. Many years afterwards, Mr Clowes, on re- 
visiting Cambridge, pointed out an extraordinary leap of his in 
the great court of Trinity College. 

John Law, Bishop of Elphin, and AUott, Dean of Raphoe, 
then undergraduates of the same standing, were also among 
his friends. After Mr Clowes had become noted among his 
clerical brethren for his sentimepts on the subject of the Trinity, 
he renewed his intercourse with Law, then a bishop, and sus- 
pected of scepticism. The bishop said to him, "Clowes, I 
would give all I possess to believe in the divinity of Christ, 
as you do.'' 

Always a steady character, Mr Clowes, when grown old, 
amused his friends by the description he gave of his college life. 
" I was a gay young man," he said, " and thought there would be 
no heaven for me without skating and running." But neither 
these amusements, nor the charms of society, nor even the 
struggle for University honors, ever extinguished religious feel- 
ing, or made his ear deaf to the voice of that inward monitor 
whose guidance it was the glory of his life to acknowledge. 
There were moments, he said, " when he was made sensible that 
the love of science prevailed in his mind over the love of fame, 
and that the delights of friendship were far sweeter than the 
credit of great connections. At these moments he had the sense 
to reflect that both the affection for science and the genuine 
2* 
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delights of firiendship are imparted from above ; and one day in 
particular he was so powerfully struck with this sentiment, 
that he was compelled to fall down on his knees before the 
Father of Mercies in devout adoration of His divine bounty ; 
first, in having communicated to His children the love of know- 
ledge, and in opening to their view that new world of wonders 
which knowledge discovers; and secondly, in having inspired 
the delights of disinterested friendship, which appeared to him 
at that time the purest and highest joys which the human mind 
is capable of tasting. He could never forget the impression 
made on this occasion, when he was acknowledging with grati- 
tude the effects of the love of knowledge, and contemplating 
that new world of scientific wonders which seemed to him so 
glorious and enchanting. ^ Thou doest well,^ said an internal 
dictate, 'to wonder and adore; but wait patiently, and thou 
shalt see greater things than these/ What these greater things 
were was not made known to him tUl he began, several years 
afterwards, to apply his mind more earnestly to the contem- 
plation and pursuit of religious knowledge ; at which time the 
dictate was brought forcibly to his recollection/^ 

While Clowes was an undergraduate at Cambridge, the Uni- 
versity was visited by a Minister of State who, though a man of 
notorious profligacy, was invited to dine with the Master and 
Fellows in the Hall of Trinity College. To do honor to a no- 
bleman who, in spite of his character, was a royal favorite, the 
undergraduates were required, by notification in Hall the pre- 
vious day, to be present at the dinner, without exception. After 
leaving hall, Graham, Clowes, and one or two others, met and 
discussed the notification just given, and were unanimous in 
reprobating it as an insult put upon the College. They at once 
wrote anonymous notes to the undergraduates : " Do not appear 
in Hall to-morrow, if you regard your own character.^^ •' As you 
are a man of spirit, absent yourself from Hall to-morrow.^ ^ Be- 
fore morning one of these notes was thrust under the door or 
into the letter-box of every undergraduate in the College. So 
completely did the sentiment accord with the prevailing opinion, 
that at the dinner hour not a single undergraduate was seen in 
Hall. An act of insubordination so marked could not but rouse 
the indignation of the authorities. Threats of expulsion flew in 
all directions ; intimidation was practised on the weaker minds ; 
Watson, then tutor, afterwards Bishop of LlandaflP, was out- 
rageous : all in vain. At last a summons came to Clowes and 
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Graham^ requiring their attendance on the tutor. Now, 
thought they, we are discovered. But instead of expelling 
them, as they expected, the tutor told them that he had sent 
for the two most orderly men in the College, to compose the 
diflference between the undergraduates and the Master and Fel- 
lows. Some apology must be made, and he requested them 
to prepare what was proper. A formal submission for the 
mutineers was then patched up, and the Master and Fellows, 
rather than prolong a dispute not likely to yield them either 
victory or credit, were therewith content. Years afterwards, 
when the Bishop resided at Calgarth Park, on the banks of 
Windermere, Mr. Clowes, then advanced in years, paid him a 
visit, and was reminded of the occurrence. '^ Did you ever 
hear,'^ said he, " who were the authors of the plot V* ^^ No,^' 
said the Bishop, '^I could never find them out/' "Then, I 
will tell you. They were Sir Robert Graham and myself.'* 
" Who,'' said the Bishop, " were the very last men I should 
have suspected." 

Having kept the stated number of terms, Mr. Clowes took 
his degree of Bachelor of Arts in January 1766, being eighth 
wrangler on the tripos of that year ; a proof of his mathematical 
attainments, while his classical scholarship was recognized by 
his subsequent election to a fellowship of Trinity College. F'rom 
this period he commenced a new career, as private tutor or 
" coach" to undergraduates, and determined to devote himself to 
the labors of his fresh occupation. He had also advantageous 
and flattering offers from another College, which appeared to 
open a way to the highest dignities in the University and the 
Church. " But how fallacious," he observes, " are all human 
prospects, and in many cases, how contrary to Divine purposes. 
The Providence of the Almighty had other designs in view, and 
the time had now arrived when these designs were to be de- 
veloped and accomplished. Little, however, did I conceive, or 
perhaps at that period was capable of conceiving in what manner 
my own will was to be bent in conformity to the Divine will, 
and what a process of bitter suffering was necessary for this end. 
I thought, indeed, that I was then serving God acceptably, and, 
comparing myself with others, I fancied that I. stood rather high 
in the scale of the Divine favor. But I was soon to be con- 
vinced of the error of my own calculations, by the views which 
were to be opened in my mind, both of the imperfection, or 
rather defilement, of my chief motives of conduct, and also of 
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the purity of the law of life which is to lead man to the regions 
of bliss/^ 

He had passed about three years as a tutor, gaining during 
that time two prizes for Latin essays, offered by the members 
of Parliament for the University, when he was seized with an 
illness so alarming as to stop ^^ the career of his worldly pur- 
poses, ove!rtum all his projects of human greatness, lay him low 
in the dust of contrition and self-abasement, and thus prepare 
his mind to receive those lessons of heavenly wisdom and life, 
which the Almighty is ever desirous to impart to all His crea- 
tures, but which He cannot impart safely and to advantage, 
until His creatures are taught the want of them by a feeling 
sense of their own natural blindness and corruption/^ 

Prostrate in mind and body, he asked himself what he had 
gained by his pursuit of science and distinction ? — the ruin of 
health and capacity for this world^s enjoyments; and what 
capacity for fixture bliss ? In this state of distress, he was one 
evening invited to a supper party, and arriving at his friend^s 
room before the rest of the company, he took up a book, and 
glancing over its pages, his eye was attracted by the word Eter- 
nity. " It is impossible,^^ he says, '^ to describe, or for anyone 
else to conceive, the effect produced by this single word. In a 
moment it called all his former sins to remembrance, passed 
sentence upon them, rent the veil of separation between him 
and the eternal world, and. seemed to place him in the imme- 
diate presence, and under the scrutinizing inspection of the 
Father of the universe/^ He had often read that word before, 
without being moved by it; "but,^^ he continues, "it was the 
Divine power and Spirit of the Most High, which operated at 
that time in and by that word/* And he recorded the circum- 
stance " as a convincing proof, among many others, that man 
is the continual subject of such Divine operation, and that 
though by his thoughtlessness and impenitence he may frustrate 
its blessed purposes and be hardened against its salutary reproofs, 
yet, whensoever his heart is in a due state of preparation, he is 
then made sensible that he is not left alone, but that all the 
host of heaven, under the influence and direction of their God, 
are his ministering spirits, to convince him of his sins, to soften 
and subdue his obduracy, to excite repentance, and thus to open 
the gates of everlasting life and salvation/* 

Too much affected to remain in company, he made an excuse 
for leaving it early, and passed the night in a state of great 
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mental agitation^ " between the dread of eternal death, and the 
bright prospect presented of endless bliss, through repentance 
and sincere conversion to the Father of Mercies.^^ 

Gradually his mind was settled and established in ^^ a full 
conviction of the comparative vanity of all earthly gain and 
glory, and at the same time of the substantial reality of those 
invisible and eternal goods announced in the Gospel. He was 
struck with astonishment at the reflection that this conviction 
had not met him sooner, and that he had so long acted under 
the delusion of contrary persuasions. Yet he felt thankful to 
the Almighty, that though called to work in His vineyard at so 
late an hour, it was not yet too late to work efifectually.^' 

The life of the aspiring student was now laid down, and that 
of the religious disciple taken up. He had been already ordained 
to holy orders by Dr. Terrick, the Bishop of London, and he 
now determined to dedicate the few, as he believed, remaining 
years of his life to the work of his sacred calling. 
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CHAPTER 2. 

Entrance on the Ministry, Introduction to the Writings of 

Swedenborg. 

The Church of St John's in Deansgate, now in one of 
the least attractive parts of Manchester, was, when built in 
1768, in a fashionable suburb. A private Diary of the times 
contains the following entries 4 — 

'' 1768, April 28, Thursday. Went to the Quay to Cousin 
Byrom's to see the first stone laid of a church that he is build- 
ing in the field behind his house, called Camp-field : The church 
is to be called St John's Church.'' 

^^ 1769, January 21st, Saturday. Went to drink tea at Aunt 

' Byrom's, and Lawyer Clowes was there. Cousin Byrom, before 

he went to London, offered cousin John Clowes, the lawyer's 

son, the Rectory of St John's ; the lawyer had a letter to-day 

saying that he would be glad to accept of it." 

"August 13th. St John's Church opened. We all went 
there in the forenoon. The Rector, Mr John Clowes, (Lawyer 
Clowes's youngest son,) preached from the words, " He loveth 
our nation, and hath built us a synagogue." 

Mr Clowes in his autobiography speaks of his having at first 
refused the offer of St. John's, as quite inadequate to his expec- 
tations. Contrary to all probability, on the completion of the 
church, it was tendered again to his acceptance. " It was ten- 
dered, too," says the autobiography, " at a time when affliction 
had broken his heart, and laid him low in the dust of humiliation 
and repentance before his God ; and when the kingdom of sin 
and foUy having been thus weakened, he saw things with new 
eyes, and made his calculations accprdingly. He was now, there- 
fore, led to accept what he had before in haughtiness refused, 
and to accept it with thankfulness, as a boon of Providence 
intended for the improvement and security of his eternal good. 
How unsearchable are the counsels of the Almighty, and His 
ways past finding out !" 

At the ceremony of induction to the living, as soon as the 
new rector had locked the church-door on the inside, instead of 
proceeding immediately to toll himself in, he walked to the 
altar, there threw himself on his knees, and fervently implored 
the Divine aid to render his future labors blest to the flock 
committed to his charge. Having risen from his knees, he 
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completed the remainder of the ceremony ; and, upon unlocking 
the door, was congratulated by his firiends in waiting on the 
length of time he was to be their pastor. Inquiring what they 
meant, he was informed that he had tolled the bell fifty times, 
which was a sign that he was to hold the living fifty years. " Ha 
said he, "fifty weeks will be more likely, with my present health ! 
His anticipation was wonderftilly falsified, and their test proved 
unequal to the truth. He remained rector of St. John^s for 
nearly sixty-two years. His fitness, or unfitness, in his own 
estimation, for the situation he was thus called to occupy, will 
be best stated in the words of his autobiography : — 

" Perhaps no Christian minister ever entered upon the sacred 
duties of his calling under circumstances more singular, and, in 
some respects, more apparently unpropitious, than the author, 
when he took leave of the University, and commenced his min- 
isterial labors at his church in Manchester. His theological 
researches had been very limited, and his religious views were 
accordingly very imperfect. He had, indeed, read the Thirty- 
nine Articles, which form the code of doctrine peculiar to the 
Established Church, and he had perused some of the more dis- 
tinguished authors who endeavor to explain and confirm that 
code of doctrine. But this was all : he had no clear and distinct 
views of the eternal truth in his own mind, and his ideas on the 
subject were rather those of others than his own. He believed, 
indeed, in the Sacred Scriptures ; at least he fancied he believed 
in them, because, from childhood, he had been taught to ac- 
knowledge their Divine authority, as inspired of God ; but he 
discerned nothing of their own internal evidence, and still less 
of that deep and instructive wisdom which he afterwards dis- 
covered to be concealed as a hidden treasure in the sacred volume. 
Thus, in beginning to teach others, he found that he wanted a 
teacher himself; and he has since been exceedingly shocked to 
think that he should ever have had the presumption under such 
disqualifications to ascend the pulpit.^^ 

Conscious of his want of knowledge as a doctrinal expositor, 
but deeply impressed with " the tremendous efiects of sin ^^ on 
the one hand, and " the peaceable fruits of righteousness ^' on 
the other, his discourses from the pulpit were addressed to " the 
wills and aflections of his congregation " rather than to their 
intellectual powers ; " because he felt more anxious to convert 
them to God, and make them sensible of His love, than to build 
them up in any particular form of speculative doctrine and opi- 
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nion. If his congregation, then, were not enlightened by his 
preaching with the bright light of the eternal truth, they were 
at least warned against sin, and encouraged to depart out of the 
land of spiritual Egypt and the house of bondage, to seek an 
asylum of peace, of innocence, and of protection in the heavenly 
Canaan of the love of God and the kingdom of his righteousness/' 

He preached, 20 August, 1769, on the text, John 10. 14; 
/ know my sheep, and am known of mine, and commenced thus : 

^^May the humble, inexperienced disciple, without ofifence, 
make use of his Divine Master's words ? If so, how can I 
better open my sacred commission, so freely and generously, 
and without any asking of mine, committed to my charge, 
than by the affecting topics which this important Scripture 
plainly recommends to our consideration ? We are here assem- 
bled before God in the church of whose dedication you have 
been so lately witnesses : a church magnificently built and pro- 
perly adorned with a decency an4 propriety every way suited to 
the majesty of Him who hath graciously promised to dwell 
therein. We cannot but take pleasure in beholding a congre- 
gation of Christian people met together — many of whom have 
long been in some measure destitute of the great privileges of 
Christian communion, and too sadly deprived of the many ad- 
vantages of assembling themselves together, to render thanks for 
the great benefits they have received at God's hand, &c." 

He then assures his flock of his eiamest desire to do his duty 
diligently, and exhorts them to do theirs. " You are to con- 
sider that the good fruits and success of my attendance here 
will depend upon yourselves ; and that I must be indebted to 
you for the most important advantages which I can expect from 
it. Your minister cannot hope to acquaint himself with you, 
unless you are equally disposed to know him, and embrace every 
opportunity of meeting him in this house." 

In the afternoon he preached again on the same text, and 
gave a remarkable earnest of the faithfulness which thus, from 
the very beginning, characterized his ministry. " Remember," 
he said, ^^ that it is the business of a minister (and a noble one it 
is, if God should bless him with success) to teach you the know- 
ledge of yourselves, to lay open to your view the corruptions of 
your own hearts, and those iniquities of life which are possibly 
concealed even from yourselves. The more a minister does thi* 
with the modesty and meekness of the Gospel, the more he 
merits your esteem, the greater proof he gives of his sincerity 
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in the service of his Master^ and of his real friendship and love 
for you. Remember, too, that those instructions may be some- 
times the most unpopular, and give the least pleasure to the 
♦ hearers, which, however, are the most useful and the most profit- 
able for their instruction. St Paul, it appears, had made himself 
unpopular among the Christians at Oalatia because he had given 
them a faithful representation of the Gospel. ' Am I, therefore,^ 
says he, ' become your enemy because I tell you the truth ? ' '^ 

He then speaks of the duty of the minister to practise what 
he preaches, and to instruct and influence his flock by a holy 
life and conversation. " This is the character by which, above 
all, your minister wishes to be known unto you, and that you 
may be known unto him. Without this, though your minister 
preach with the tongues of men and of angels, he is become but 
as sounding brass or a tinkling cymbal, — without this, too^ 
though ye attend constantly the instructions of the Gospel, 
though your whole time should be spent in one continued revo- 
lution of repeated prayers and preaching, ye are nothing. If 
you do not apply the doctrines you hear to the purposes of true 
holiness and a good life — if your practice is not improved by 
your knowledge, and your works do not keep pace with your 
faith — if, in fine, ye do not grow better Christians, better citi- 
zens, better parents and chUdren, by your attendance on the 
public worship in this place, ye make the word of God of none 
efiect — it profiteth you nothing.^' 

Such was the practical nature of the young rector^s preaching, 
" But,^^ says the autobiography, '' the time was fast approaching 
when the author^s understanding was to be better informed.^' 
He was one morning arranging the books in his father's library 
when his eye caught the title of a book, Law^s " Christian Per- 
fection.^' (^) So great was his desire to read this book, that he 
found the diflSculty of reading, which had troubled him for a 
whole year, had passed away, and in a few days he had read 
every page of the '^Christian Perfection.'' He was deeply 
impressed with the piety and enlightened views of the writer, 
and particularly with his insisting on the necessity of a purifi-

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cation of heart as a necessary preparation for the reception of 
Divine blessings. " Hitherto he had regarded Christianity not 
80 much as a life^ but as a law ; not so much as tending to 
communicate to man Divine power from above for his inward 
purification and regeneration, but only as supplying him with a 
new creed, and bringing him acquainted with new precepts. 
But he was now enlightened to see clearly that the grand design 
of the Gospel is to make man a new creature, by supplying him 
with a renovating spirit from above ; by opening a continual 
intercourse of communication between him and heaven; by 
teaching him the necessity of the great duties of repentance and 
self-denial, in order to become a subject of that intercourse : 
and, finally, by making him a child of GroA, through a gradual 
process of regeneration, or a new birth of the divine spirit and 
life of the Most High/' 

The writings of Law led to the perusal of other mystical 
authors, including Fenelon, Madame Guion, Peter Poiret, John 
Engelbrecht, Hiel, Thomas h Kempis, Jacob Behmen, Rusbro- 
chius, Taulerus, Dr Henry More, Bishop Patrick, Bishop Hall, 
Dr Cudworth, Peter Sterry, Norris Smith, Bromley, Jane Lead, 
and others. In all these writers he found much to admire and 
love, especially in their insisting on humility, self-renunciation, 
and holiness of life ; and he always considered that their 
writings had, at least in his own case, served, like the preaching 
of John the Baptist, to prepare the way for a clearer unfolding 
of Divine Truth. Enlightened afterwards by that clearer truth, 
he saw the errors of the mystics, and especially in their view o{ 
the Trinity as consisting of fire, light, and spirit, apart from the 
Divine manhood of Jesus Christ, in whom alone the Trinity 
of love, wisdom, and power exists. He also rejected Law's prefer- 
ence for a contemplative and single life over an active and 
married one, and considered his ideas of Christian duties gave 
religion ^^ a frightful and forbidding aspect, and rendered her 
wisdom impracticable by the generality of Christians.'' Mr 
Clowes used afterwards to say that the mystic writers had been 
useful to him in exciting holy aspirations, but " they never told 
him what to do with his hands and feet,*' 

In the spring of 1773, he was introduced to Mr Houghton, 
of Liverpool ; a man of learning and piety, whose theology, he 
says, " was not that dry and barren science of mere speculation, 
which reaches no further than the intellect : it was the theology 
of the hearty deeply afiected with the things of God, thoroughly 
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sensible of its own wants and weaknesses^ and studious only to 
gain the victory over sin, that it might be restored to the order 
of heaven, and regain a lively conjunction with its GoA," Mr 
Houghton had for a few years past been " an affectionate reader 
of the theological writings of Swedenborg, in the original 
Latin, having been introduced to the knowledge of them by the 
translation of the ' Treatise on Influx,' which he first met with 
at Bath. He was also in the habit of corresponding with the 
Rev. T. Hartley, Rector of Winwick, in Northamptonshire, the 
venerable translator of the treatise.^' 

Clowes was so much impressed with Mr Houghton's piety 
and earnestness that he readily accepted his recommenda- 
tion to read Swedenborg's Vera Christiana Religio. The book 
was ordered from London ; but on its arrival, about ten days 
afterwards, all inclination to read it was gone. It proved to be 
a large work, treating principally of points of doctrine, requiring 
a patient exercise of the powers of intellect to comprehend them. 
" I am satisfied,'' said he, " with my present spiritual attain- 
ments, and with the heaven of innocence, purity, and peace with 
God to which they have introduced me ; what need have I then 
to trouble or concern myself about speculative investigations, 
which cannot add either to my sanctity or bliss ?" 

The Vera Christiana Religio, therefore, lay on the shelf all 
the summer, neglected and almost forgotten. How it came to 
be read shall be related in the words of the Autobiography. 

'^ In the month of October, immediately succeeding the spring 
when the " True Christian Religion " was recommended to him 
by his friend at Liverpool, the author went, according to annual 
custom, to visit an old college pupil of his, the Right Honor- 
able John Smyth, of Heath, in the county of York. On the 
evening before he set out he opened the long-neglected volume, 
not with a view to read it, but merely to get a better idea of the 
general nature of its contents, when, in turning over the pages, 
he happened to cast his eye upon the term Divinum Humanum. 
The term appeared new and strange, but still it did not affect 
his mind in a manner to produce any lasting impression, and 
accordingly on shutting up the book it seemed to be forgotten 
and gone. Probably, too, it would never again have been 
recalled to his remembrance, had it not been for the following 
memorable circumstance : — 

" On awaking early one morning, not many days after his 
arrival at his friend's house, his mind was suddenly and power-^ 
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fiilly drawn into a state of inward recollection, attended with 
an inexpressible calm and composuro^ into which was instilled 
a tranquillity of peace and heavenly joy^ such as he had never 
before experienced. Whilst he lay musing' on this strange, and 
to him most delightful harmony in the interioo of his mind, 
suddenly there was made manifest, in the same recesses of his 
spirit, what he can call by no other name than a dhrime glory, 
surpassing all description, and exciting the most profouna ado- 
ration. But what seemed to him the most singular circumsttoM 
on this occasion was, that he was strongly impressed at the 
time by a kind of internal dictate that the glory was in close 
connection with the Divinum Humanum, or Divine Humanity, 
and proceeded from it as from its proper divine source. 

*^ The glory continued during a full hour, allowing the author 
suflBicient time both to view and analyze it. Sometimes he 
closed his bodily eyes, and then opened them again, but the 
glory remained the same. It is well, however, to be understood, 
that there was no appearance presented of any visible form, but 
only a strong persuasion that the glory proceeded from a visible 
form, and that this form was no other than the Divine Human^ 
ity of Jesus Christ. When the glory disappeared, as it did by 
degrees, the author quitted his bed; but the recollection of what 
had happened attended him during the whole of the day, 
whether he was in company or alone ; and what is still more 
remarkable, the next morning, on his first awaking, the glory 
was again manifested, but, if possible, with increased splendor. 
Now, too, a singular effect was produced by it on the author^s 
mind, convincing him of the spiritual and providential origin 
of what he had seen, by the important end to which it pointed, 
and was designed to conduct him. The effect was no other 
than the excitement of a strong aud almost irresistible desire to 
return home immediately, in order to enter upon a serious and 
attentive perusal of the neglected volume, which he had left 
behind him. And such was the powerful in^)ulse of this desire, 
that although he had intended to remain with his friend a week 
or a fortnight longer, yet he made some excuse for quitting his 
house the next day, and hastened back to Manchester, rather 
with the impetuosity of a lover, than with the sedateness of a 
man, who had no object of pursuit but to consult the pages of 
an unknown, and heretofore slighted book. 

" The first object which fixed his attention, on alighting at 
his father's house (for his father was then living), was the long- 
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neglected^ but now much-requested volume, which he pressed to 
his bosom with an ardor of piety not to be accounted for, but 
from the recollection of the glory which he had seen, and es- 
pecially the change wrought by it in the state of his affections/' 
He dedicated every morning to the attentive study of the won- 
derful book, and could find no words to express the effect 
wrought in his mind by its perusal. It opened his understand- 
ing '^to the contemplation of the most sublime mysteries of 
wisdom, convincing it of the being of a God, of the existence of 
an eternal world, of the interior sanctities of the Holy Scriptures, 
of the true nature of creation, redemption and regeneration, in 
a manner and degree, and with a force of satisfactory evidence, in 
which those interesting subjects had never been viewed before/' 
No one who knew the writer would hesitate to aflSrm, that if 
ever humble human being was incapable of stating as a fact 
within his own knowledge that which was not so, John Clowes 
was that man. To attribute the fact to the imagination, or to 
say he was dreaming, and unable to distinguish betwixt the 
instant of sleep and waking, is but shifting the diflSculty without 
removing it ; the question remains — ^what caused the represen- 
tation in his imagination or dream, if dream it were ? '^ From 
the time of his leaving home to the second morning when the 
glory appeared, he had never once thought about the neglected 
book. But now on a sudden, without any apparent reason or 
motive, the book is forced on his attention, and forced in a 
manner which rendered it even more interesting than any other 
book.'' What had been before a matter of indifference is now, 
in an instant, and without any previous consideration, rendered 
an object of moment exceeding every other. If the glorious 
appearance can be accounted for as imaginary, how does that 
explain the changed state of the affections ? Could fancy do 
that ? The Autobiography thus ai^es : " The affections, it is 
possible, may operate to excite what is both fanciful and imagin- 
ary, but the converse of the proposition accords with neither 
sound reason nor common experience, especially where the 
affections excited are supposed to be spiritual, heavenly, and 
conducive to eternal life. As well might it be asserted that 
fiincy or imagination can change the will of man from evil to 
good, so as to render him suddenly a lover of God and of his 
neighbor, when he had before been only a lover of himself and 
the world, as that it can change instantaneously the affection of 
a man so as to infuse into him suddenly an ardent desire to 
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peruse a book which he had before regarded with the utmost 
indiflference. Until the author, then, can be convinced that 
there is a fallacy in this reasoning, which renders it unsafe to 
be depended on, he will continue to believe, as he has done 
since the memorable period of the extraordinary event, that the 
transcendent glory, which was here manifested, together with its 
eflfect in enkindling an ardent desire to peruse Vera Christiana 
Religio, were the blessed results, not of fancy or imagination, 
but rather of the divine presence and operation of the Lord God, 
the Saviour Jesus Christ, in His Divine Humanity, inclining 
and preparing him to read diligently, and receive affectionately, 
the heavenly doctrines of the New Jerusalem, and thus to bear 
his glad testimony to the second glorious advent of his God/' 

The Vera Christiana Religio was the last of Swedenborg's 
works, and contains " the universal Theology of the New Church 
foretold by the Lord in Daniel and in the Apocalypse/' It was 
published in 1771. A full account of its contents would be 
impossible here : suflBice it to give a brief statement of the pri- 
mary doctrines of Swedenborg, viz. : That the Lord Jesus Christ 
is the one God and King of Heaven, in whom the Divine 
Trinity is Aade manifest to finite comprehension ^ that the Holy 
Scriptures — the Pentateuch, Joshua, Judges, Samuel, Kings, 
the Psalms, the Prophets, the Gospels, and the Apocalypse — 
are divinely inspired, and contain a connected spiritual meaning 
distinct from the literal and historical sense ; that faith in the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and charity, or a life consistent with the 
divine commandments, are necessary to salvation, which cannot 
be secured by faith or belief alone. The spiritual sense of the 
Books of Genesis and Exodus is expounded in the Arcana Cce- 
lestia, Swedenborg's principal work. 

The perusal of the " True Christian Religion^' was speedily 
followed by that of his treatise on Heaven and Hell, Arcana 
Coelestia, the Apocalypsis Revelata, and the treatises on the 
Divine Love and Wisdom, Divine Providence, and Con- 
jugial Love. These voluminous works, with other minor 
tracts by the same author, were successively read, '' or rather 
devoured," says the autobiographer, " and as constantly excited 
wonder, delight, and edification.^' They naturally influenced 
the young preacher's discourses from the pulpit of St John's. 
An admirer of the writings of William Law, one Samuel Daw- 
son, who, on Clowes's presentation to the new church, had 
become a regular attender, describes his mtoistry as then entirely 
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in the spirit of the mystics ; but after a while he ^' perceived a 
gradual change taking place in the sentiments of the preacher, 
for which he was unable to account^ as the discourses wanted 
neither interest nor spirituality/^ (0. 

About the same time another mystical friend recommended 
Mr Dawson to discontinue attending any place of worship^ and 
to seek communion with God by reading the Bible at home. 
On this subject he consulted Mr Clowes ] who urged the im- 
portance of orderly public worship, and among other arguments 
observed that even the angels in heaven had their constituted 
times for that purpose. Dawson, somewhat startled, asked his 
reverend friend, how he knew that ? He was answered, *' that 
the Lord had not entirely ceased to communicate to his servants 
the knowledge of his kingdom and the wonders thereof; and 
this for the.purpose of preparing them for a more perfect dis- 

Ensation/^ " Is it possible, then,'' said Dawson, " for our 
eavenly Father to communicate a more perfect knowledge of 
the Divine economy than that made by His Holy Spirit to such 
men as Law?'' *^I will endeavor to explain myself," said 
Clowes, '^ by a familiar comparison. Suppose a traveler has lost 
his way in the night-time, and finds himself in much embarrass* 
ment to pursue his journey homeward on account of the darkness 
with which he is surrounded. In the midst of his perplexity the 
clouds begin to disperse, and the stars make their appearance ; 
and this circumstance gives him some faint hope of being 
enabled finally to reach his home. After some time, however, he 
is cheered by the light of the moon^ and he now travels with still 
more confidence of reaching the place of his destination. With 
alacrity in his steps, and home in his eye, he pursues his journey 
with gratitude and delight. But how are all these pleasing sen- 
sations enhanced, when he beholds the sun majestically rising ; 
while the moon and the stars, by which his hope had been 
cherished, in their turn disappear. Such was exactly the case 
as to what had been vouchsafed of God in His mercy, and would 
shortly be displayed to His creatures in the Christian world." 
''And may I ask," said Dawson, " who is so highly favored au 
instrument in the hands of the Lord ? " He then first heard 
from Clowes the name of Emanuel Swedenborg. 

The Writings had not then been published in English : 
"when they are," thought Dawson, "I will part with the stars 
and tnoon^ to be cheered with the light of the *ww."

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CHAPTER 3. 

Avowal of Theological Views, and Citation before the Bishop. 

Clowes was not a man to confine any good to himself. 
Freely ye have received, freely give, was an injunction that gain- 
ed early hold of his affections. His discourses from the pidpit, 
as we have seen, became imbued with the truths to which his 
conviction had yielded, and they soon drew increased attention 
to his ministry. The pulpit, however, was not suflScient to 
satisfy his ardent desire to make known the heavenly intel- 
ligence he had to communicate. He knew that there were 
many minds fainting for want of more substantial nourishment 
than the popular theology could furnish, and they were mostly 
beyond the reach of his voice. To bring the Latin writings of 
Swedenborg within the reach of the English public they must 
be translated. With this view he opened a communication with 
the Rev. Thomas Hartley, and proposed that they should jointly 
translate Vera Christiana Religio ; a third translator being after- 
wards added. Clowes, however, who was the first to begin, soon 
found that the English version would be a disjointed affair 
unless some one hand corrected the whole. As he had made 
progress before the others began, it was finally arranged that 
he should undertake the whole work ; which, in spite of his 
clerical occupations, he completed in two years. On its com- 
pletion. Hartley wrote an elaborate account of the author 
and his divine mission, concludiug with the following letter to 
Clowes : — 

*^ Dear Sir, — I have given my most serious thoughts on the 
writings and character of the great Swedenborg, and if you 
approve of this performance, so far as to think it may be pre- 
fixed to your translation with any degree of usefulness, I freely 
offer it to your service. ... It is matter of great satisfac- 
tion to find that the small part of his works which have already 
been translated into English, has met with more success than 
might be expected in so short a time ; (^) and by the accounts 
received of the favorable reception of them in foreign countries,

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ve have good reason to hope that his highly-gifted ministry 
will in due time more fiilly appear as a light shining in a dark 
world, to check the progress of infidelity, to difiuse the right 
understanding of the Sacred Scriptures, and to turn many to 
the knowledge of the Lord. I am sure that you join with me 
and many more in this good wish, and remain — 

'' Dear Sir, 
^^ Your affectionate and humble servant, 

Clowes saw Hartley but once. They met in London ; and 
amongst a variety of topics in furtherance of what they both 
had at heart, Clowes proposed to his more experienced friend 
the puzzling question^ how far he could conscientiously remain 
a beneficed clergyman of an Establishment with whose avowed 
tenets the new doctrines were apparently at variance. Hartley 
warmly urged upon him the duty of remaining in the line of 
occupation which Providence had marked for him ; showing 
clearly that by meekly enduring the cross that woiJd be laid 
upon his inclinations and opinions in the course of his clerical 
career, his own purification and consequent usefulness as a 
pastor would be more certainly promoted, than by the excite- 
ment of a self-sought martyrdom, with its insidious sense of 
merit. Happily for mankind, he accepted this temperate 
advice ; and in his turn failed not to give it to those who after- 
wards came to consult him in similar difficulties. 

Preaching, both by sermon and life, the Word of God, accord- 
ing to the best light given him, a preacher might be satisfied to 
expound and apply his text to the best of his ability, for the 
edification of his hearers, whether his illumination came direct 
from the Spirit of Truth, or through the medium of enlightened 
commentators, old or new. Clowes, however, noticing the in- 
creasing congregation attracted by his ministry, was unwilling 
to haiie it supposed that the new and interesting expositions of 
Scripture he was enabled to give, were due to any ability of his 
own. He therefore publicly acknowledged that his spiritual 
expositions and enlightened doctrines were drawn from the 
writings of Swedenborg. He afterwards wrote, in the Intro- 
duction to his Sermons on the Fall and Deliverance of the 
Children of Israel out of Egypt, " The visionary, the enthu- 
siastic, the nonsensical Swedenborg, as the world hath been 
pleased to call him, ought rather to have been surnamed the 
sound Theologian, the able and luminous Expositor of the 
3* 
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Word of Gk)d, the cool and sober Investigator of Holy Truth, 

the strenuous Assertor of that fundamental 
ajrtide of the Christian Faith, the Incarnation of the Son 
of God and his oneness with the Eternal Father; the loud 
Preacher of Repentance and Regeneration, and thus finally the 
Restorer of the only True Christian Religion, viz., a belief in 
Jesus Christ as the only God of heaven and earth, and a life 
according to His holy commandments of love and charity/' 

Of the sermons preached in the early years of his ministry we 
have the volume on the Lord^s Prayer and the Ten Command- 
ments, in which also he says that ^^his sentiments have been 
derived, in a great measure, from the heavenly doctrines of the 
New Jerusalem, which are now revealed to mankind through 
the instrumentality of that enlightened servant of the Lord, 
the Honorable Emanuel Swedenborg. At the period when 
these discourses were first written (the year 1777), the author 
was indeed but a novitiate in these doctrines, and this circum-* 
stance will account for several imperfections, which a more 
intimate and extended acquaintance with the truth might have 
obviated/' 

The open approval of Swedenborg's writings, though it caused 
some stir among the neighboring clergy, by no means lessened 
the congregation at St. John's. On the contrary, the simple- 
hearted poor began to flock to a minister whose discourses gave 
them happy thoughts and feelings, enlightened their eyes, and 
warmed their hearts with the love of God and their neighbors. 
Applications were also made to him privately for further infor- 
mation, and so numerous did these become that he could no 
otherwise satisfy them than by opening his own house, two 
evenings in the week, and giving an extempore lecture on 
some theological subject ; generally suggested by a passage in 
the Psalms or Gospels. Societies also began to be formed in 
the neighboring towns and villages, for mutual edification in the 
heavenly doctrines, and the rector was asked to attend their 
meetings. He says that '^ what was at first a duty, presently 
became a delight, and some of the happiest hours of his life were . 
passed on these occasions. Edification, as well as happiness, 
was the result of those heavenly assemblies, consisting of simple 
and sincere minds, anxious at once to know the measure of their 
duty, and to practise it ; all looking up to the same Incarnate 
God ; all venerating the revealed Word of that God, by acknow- 
ledging its internal spiritual meaning ; and thus all possessing 
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both the qualifications and the privileges announced in those 
words of Jesus Christ : ^^ Where two or three are gathered to^ 
gether in my name, there am I in the midst of them" 

A zeal for the propagation of what he held to he the truths so 
far exceeding the practice in vogue at that day among the ortho- 
dox clergy^ no less than the novelty of his views of the Divine 
Person and mediation of the Saviour^ soon brought upon him 
serious opposition. Three clergymen in particular took up the 
subject and held weekly meetings for the purpose of crushing 
'^ the growing heresy/* as they called it, in its infancy. As 
usual in such cases, misrepresentation aud abuse were freely 
used in place of argument; pamphlets were issued, one of 
which professed to deny the possibility of a man of Mr Clowes^s 
acknowledged piety and learning favoring the sentiments of 
Swedenborg, which, they said, were in direct opposition to 
religion and common-sense. Q) This pamphlet was at once 
replied to. The opposition soon took a more serious form of 
persecution, in a direct appeal to the bishop of the diocese, 
the celebrated Beilby Porteus, afterwards Bishop of London. 

Some of Clowes^s friends, not having the same moral courage 
as himself, became anxious ; one of them, his cousin. Colonel 
Clowes, came to him in alarm to ask what the hubbub meant, 
and whether the fires of Smithfield were to be rekindled ? 
" Not at all," replied the rector, '^ It is only a simple question 
between me and some of my reverend brethren, whether Jesus 
Christ be the only Grod.*' ''And does anyone,** said the Colonel, 
''assert that there is another Ood ?" 

The complaint to the bishop was accompanied by a hint that 
he had neglected his duty in having passed no censure on 
the accused at a recent Visitation. It consisted of four dis- 
tinct charges : first, that Mr Clowes denied the THnity ; 
secondly, that he denied the Atonement ; thirdly, that he went 
about the country endeavoring to propagate the New Doctrines ; 
and fourthly, that he held private Meetings in his own house 
for the same purpose. The bishop wrote at once to Mr Clowes 
requesting an interview, and the latter immediately repaired to 
the palace at Chester. " I am sorry. Sir,** began the bishop, 
" to be under the disagreeable necessity of sending for you to 
appear before me as a judge, when it would have afforded me 
much greater satisfaction to have received you as a friend. But

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I must be free to tell you that you have enemies ; and by this 
letter it will appear they are not likely to prove very placable 
ones. They have urged against you, as you will observe, very 
heavy charges, which, if well supported, may lead to serious 
inconvenience to yourself. I trust, however, you will be able to 
vindicate yourself, and satisfy me in regard to your innocence, 
in which case you will have nothing to fear. But it is necessary 
I should hear your vindication. Will you allow me to ask what 
you have to say for yourself in answer to the first charge — a 
denial of the Trinity V^ 

" My lord," replied Mr Clowes, ^^ I feel much obliged to you 
for the very candid and friendly manner in which you have 
opened this business, and I shall think it my duty to answer 
any questions you may propose which are likely to make you 
acquainted with my sentiments. I wish to conceal nothing 
from you. In regard to the sacred doctrine of the Trinity, 
which I am accused of denjdng, I do not hesitate to say, on the 
word of a Christian, that the accusation is altogether groundless. 
I ever did, and I trust I ever shall, maintain that important 
doctrine, in agreement with what the Sacred Scriptures so 
abundantly teach on the interesting subject. But while I am 
bold to make this declaration, I am free at the same time to 
acknowledge that the usual manner of stating that doctrine is 
by no means in agreement with my ideas. The general belief, 
as your lordship well knows, is, that the Father is one person, 
the Son another, and the Holy Ghost another, each person 
having a distinct ofGice and character ; the Father being called 
the Creator, the Son the Redeemer, and the Holy Ghost the 
Sanctifier. Now it appears to me that such a doctrine has a 
tendency to introduce into the Christian world a dangerous tri- 
theism, and to involve the minds of Christian worshipers in 
the most intricate perplexity respecting the Object of their 
worship. My idea is that the whole Trinity of Father, Son, 
and Holy Ghost is contained in the one divine and glorious 
Person of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, who, as to His 
inmost hidden essence or soul, is Jehovah, the Eternal Father ; 
as to His outward existence or body, is the Son of God ; and as 
to His divine operation, is the Holy Spirit. Thus there is only 
one God in the Church, and Jesus Christ is that one God, in 
whom is a Divine Trinity ; being Creator from eternity. Re- 
deemer in time, and Sanctifier or Regei^erator to eternity. All 
Christiai^^ therefore^ as it appears to me, are bound to approach 
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and worship this visible^ manifested^ redeeming, and regene- 
rating God, as He hath taught them^ and to worship no other 
God but Him. Pardon me, my Lord, for being thus free in 
deUvering my sentiments/' 

^' I cannot possibly be oflFended/' rejoined the bishop, " at 
your taking a liberty that I requested you to take ; neither can 
I be offended at the sentiments you express, which are in a great 
degree congenial with my own. (*) . For I never could bring 
myself to imagine the Deity existing in a tripersonality accord- 
ing to the common notion of a Trinity of Persons in the Divine 
Unity. Will you proceed to the second charge, the denial of 
the Atonement, and let me know how far it is well-founded or 
not? Prom what T have heard of your sentiments on the 
Trinity I begin to suspect that your ideas on this subject also 
have been much misunderstood and misinterpreted." 

'^ My lord," said Mr Clowes, " be assured nothing can be 
more unjust and groundless than the charge. God forbid that 
I should ever deny the atonement made by our Great Saviour. 
Pardon me, however, if I again acknowledge in this instance, 
as in that of the Trinity, that my ideas differ essentially from 
those which occupy the minds of Christians in general on this 
subject. The common sentiment is, that the Atonement con- 
sists in the reconciliation effected between God and man by the 
shedding of Christ's blood upon the cross, and that the offended 
justice of God was thus satisfied, and sinful man received again 
into a covenant of mercy. Now to this explanation of the doc- 
trine of Atonement I must beg leave strenuously and altogether 
to object. In the first place, because it supposes the merciful 
God to require such satisfaction ; and in the second, because it 
takes no notice of the satisfaction which God really did require, 
and of the reconciliation between God and man which was ac- 
cordingly effected. The reconciliation which God really did 
require was that man should repent of his sins, be converted to 
God, and be saved from destruction. To accomplish these 
purposes, the possibility of repentance, of conversion, and of 
consequent salvation was to be provided. This possibility was 

1. Dr. Hincholiffe, Bishop of Peterborougli, held a similar opinion. In a Visita- 
tion Charge he used these words : ** Our adversaries say we helieve three are one 
and one are three ; hut then understand what we mean. We maintain One Person 
or charaeteTf the Creator of all things. In the character of the Son we maintain 
the same Qod as the Redeemer of man ; for Ood was in Christ reconeiling the world 
unto Bimself; for the Father and Son are one. Under the character of the H0I7 
Ghost we maintain the Diyine Influence." 
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provided by all tbat Jesus Christ did and suffered in the flesh. 
For by his deeds and sufferings he combated and overcame the 
powers of darkness^ and removed them from man ; and by the 
same acts he glorified his human nature^ or made it divine^ 
through eternal union with the Divinity in Himself. Thus he 
diminished the powers of infernal evil, which bef(»:e withheld 
man from drawing nigh to his God, and at the same time He 
increased and brought near the powers of heavenly good in his 
Pivine Humanity ; which had now become necessary to enable 
man to combat and overcome his natural corruptions, and 
recover his lost life by conjunction with his heavenly Father. 
Such are my sentiments, my lord, on the very interesting sub- 
ject of the Atonement. If they are at variance with your own, 
I must again request you will pardon the freedom with which I 
have delivered them.'* 

'^ I see no particular objection,^' answered the bishop, '^ to the 
ideas which you have stated, and which come recommended to 
my mind by the consideration that they were the ideas of an 
intimate and learned friend of mine, for whose opinion and 
sound judgment I must ever entertain the highest respect. You 
will now proceed, if you please, to answer the remaining charges, 
of going about the country, and' of holding private meetings for 
disseminating heretical opinions.^^ 

'^ These, my lord, are charges,'* replied Mr Clowes, " which 
appear to take for granted what I trust has never yet beeii 
proved, that my opinions are heretical. And yet, if it be heresy 
to worship Jesus Christ as the great and only God, and to show 
my love to Him by endeavoring to keep His commandments, I 
confess myself to be a very great heretic. The single question 
here appears to me to be this — ^Whether it be criminal in ^ 
minister of the gospel to endeavor to disseminate in his parish 
the knowledge and love of Jesus Christ, and with this view to 
open the doors of his own house to admit converts ? I trust, 
my lord, I shall not be thought presumptuous in answering the 
question in the negative; and at the same time in declaring 
that I conceive it to be the duty of every clergyman, both in his 
own house and in other parts of his parish, to take every op- 
portunity of impressing on the souls committed to his care the 
strong conviction he feels in his own mind of the vast impor- 
tance of that religious knowledge and obligation which is to 
determine whether they are to live for ever happy hereafter in 
the kingdom of God, or for ever miserable in the kingdom of 
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darknesB. In this yiew^ my lord, I think it is to be sincerely 
lamented that the ecclesiastical laws of the kingdom do not 
allow to the rector of an extensive parish that liberty of prayer 
and preaching which the common law of the land allows to every 
dissenting minister^ be his designs ever so mischievous and his 
opinions ever so erroneous. And whilst I am on the subject of 
ministerial liberty, may I be permitted to notice an allegation 
in the letter to your lordship, where I am reproached with read- 
ing and circukting the writings of Swedenborg. For this, too, 
seems to me an infringement of the freedom with which a cler- 
gyman, in common with every other member of society, is vested 
both by the laws of nature and of Providence, of reading and 
circulating any writings calculated in his opinion to instil re- 
ligious and virtuous principles of life and conversation. And I 
trust your lordship will give me credit when I most solemnly 
declare that I conceive this to be the tendency of the writings 
in question, and that this consideration alone has influenced my. 
whole conduct respecting them. I am not sure whether your 
lordship be acquainted or not with the important subjects dis- 
eujssed in those writings, but I am well persuaded that if you would 
only take the trouble to read them, you would soon be convinced 
that what I say is true ; because you would soon discover, from 
the manner in which every subject is there discussed, that their 
grand object is to restore the true Christian religion by leading 
mankind to forsake their sins, to love Jesus Christ and one an- 
other, and to lead new lives in agreement with that love, and 
according to the precepts of the Gospel.^' 

As Mr Clowes spoke these words he thought he perceived in 
the bishop an inclination to close the conversation, and there- 
fore begged pardon for having occupied so much of his time and 
patience ; but the bishop declared himself perfectly well satis- 
fied with the explanation he had received, and added how much 
he felt himself obliged by the open and ingenuous way in which 
it had been given. He then dismissed Mr Clowes, cautioning 
him to be prudent and circumspect in his conduct, as it was 
plain he had enemies on the watch to find any cause of com. 
plaint j and concluded with the expression of his great concern 
that a business of so delicate and disagreeable a nature had 
brought him before him. 

Clowes was fortunate in having for his diocesan one of the 
most liberal-minded bishops that ever adorned the bench. Dr 
Beilby Porteus^ as early as the year 1773^ had tried *^ to induce 
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the bishops to promote a review of the Liturgy and Articles, in 
order to amend in both, but particularly the latter, those parts 
which reasonable persons agreed stood in need of amendment ; 
to improve true Christian piety amongst those of our own 
communion, and to diminish schism and separation by bringing 
over all the moderate of other persuasions/' He was told by 
the archbishop that the bench were of opinion that nothing 
could judiciously be attempted ; an opinion which the lapse of 
a century appears to have done but little to change. 

Finding their accusation had failed, the accusers surmised that 
the bishop himself favored the new heresy. (*) However that 
might be, they gave no further trouble. In a few months the 
three clergymen who had taken the leading part in the business 
were all removed — two by death, the third by leaving the neigh- 
borhood. Clowes says in his Autobiography, that " during the 
persecution he was made sensible of Divine protection, by the 
tranquillity and composure in which his mind was preserved, 
and he experienced a degree of the blessing announced in those 
words of the Eternal Truth : ^ Blessed are ye when men shall 
revile you and persecute you and say all manner of evil against 
you falsely for my sake J ^^ 

One of the bitterest of the persecutors was the rector's own 
curate, whose hatred of the new doctrines was probably increased 
by a debt of a hundred pounds, which the rector, among many 
other kindnesses, had lent him, on his note of hand. The mo- 
mentary gratitude for such a favor is too often reversed when 
the loan becomes due. Whether in this case the lender had 
pressed for repayment does not appear ; but we are informed 
that soon after the curate had failed in his attempt to bring his 
rector imder ecclesiastical censure, the latter sent for him, and 
producing his note of hand informed him that he was deter- 
mined the transaction should be settled that dav. The curate 
became alarmed, and began to make excuses ; but the rector 
with a determined manner produced the note, showed him the 
signature, and immediately tore it in pieces. ^^ Now," said he, 
as he threw the pieces into the fire, " our affairs are settled.'' 

1. Hindmarsh says the Bishop's chaplain came to him for New Church books, 
and that the Bishop was neither i^orant of their contents, nor unfEiyorabie to them. 
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CHAPTER 4. 
Sunday Schools, — Spread of Light. 

A man so earnest for the spread of truth ; so full of faith and 
charity, and hope for the revival of true Christianity in coming 
generations, would naturally be interested in the system of 
Sunday-school teaching. Manchester was not behind-hand in 
adopting it. A public meeting was held in August, 1784, when 
it was resolved to collect subscriptions for the establishment of 
Sunday Schools, and to invite the different ministers of religion 
to preach in aid thereof. Many, if not all, responded to the 
invitation ; the Rector of St. John's preached on their behalf on 
the 9th October, 1785. His sermon does not appear to have 
been printed, but was thus noticed in the Mercurp newspaper 
of the time : — '^ The arguments throughout the discourse (to 
say the least) were extremely pertinent and suitable to the 
occasion ; and the good effects thereof were evinced by a most 
liberal contribution.^' The text of the Sermon was from Job 
29. 18, " The blessing of him that was ready to perish came 
upon me.'' After pointing out the infinitely greater urgency of 
spiritual over bodily need, and the importance of Sunday-schools 
in supplying the means of sustenance for the multitudes " ready 
to perish" everlastingly, the preacher concludes as follows : — 

" A time is expressly foretold in the Sacred Records of the 
Counsels of God — an4 by computation of all good and wise 
men it is not far off — when a blessed intercourse of heavenly 
commimication in the way of righteousness and peace will be 
opened afresh between God and his people — ^when the New 
Jerusalem will descend from God out of heaven — when the Ta- 
bernacle of God will be with men, and the earth shall be filled 
with the knowledge of the Lord, as the waters cover the sea. 
Veyy excellent things are spoken in the Holy Oracles concerning 
this time, enough to excite in every devout heart the most 
earnest longings after it, and to bring a solemn awe upon every 
Christian mind under the joyful expectation of it. I do not 
mean here to ascertain precisely how near or how far off this 
blessed period may be ; I only wish to suggest this consider- 
ation—May not an institution, such as that we are now met to 
support, so provider tial in its rise, and so beneficial in its con- 
sequences, be considered as a happy prelude from heaven to 
such a tune ? May not the Almighty hereby be preparing a 
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way for His coming, by making ready a people for His reception, 
by checking in our youth that spirit erf profligacy and profane- 
ness which was about to deluge the earth as a flood, and by 
introducing in its place a spirit of holiness, wisdom, and the fear 
of God, which shall enable them to acknowledge and receive the 
blessings of Heaven ? " 

Clowes took an active part in the Sunday-schools and was 
himself a diligent Sunday-school teacher. From one of his 
letters it would appear that he took the principal part of the 
teaching in his own school at St. John's. He says, 

'' In regard to my mode of instructing children, it is very sim- 
pie, in the way of question and answer ; this appearing to me to be 
the best mode for fixing the attention, and exciting the spirit of 
inquiry after truth. I begin about the end of October with the 
Church Catechism, every Sunday evening ; and when the Cate- 
chism is finished, proceed to our Lord's Parables, concluding 
the course of lectures about the end of April, so that in the 
space of about six months the children may learn every Christian 
doctrine necessary to salvation/' 

The substance of this Sunday evening instruction was after- 
wards embodied and printed in the little volumes on The 
Parables, and an Explanation of the Church Catechism, &c. 
The latter is thus inscribed, ^' To the children of the Sunday 
Schools in the district of St. John's : — 

^^ Dear Children : — ^I here present you with an Explanation 
of the Church Catechism, which you have so often heard me 
repeat to you at the Sunday Evening Lecture in the Church. 
It will be my most devout prayer to the Father of Mercies, that 
He will be pleased to bless it to your instruction and edification ; 
and I have no doubt of His so blessing it, provided that you 
also join your sincere prayers to mine for this happy purpose." 

The Pastor's watchful care of his flock is seen, also, in the 
following unpublished documents in his own handwriting : — ^An 
Address to tiie Children of the Sunday Schools and other young 
Persons, ^^ during the present season of Lent" (apparently 
1788) ; Advice to the Poor Inhabitants in the neighborhood of 
St. John's Church, respecting the care of their children; An 
earnest and affectionate Ad^ess to the Young People in the 
neighborhood of St. John's, who have been confirmed by the 
Bishop, and have not yet been partakers of the Lord's Supper. 
Dated Feb. 8, 1788. 
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Wkile tlius faithfully fulfilling his duties as a parish priest, 
Mr Clowes continued lus visits to the Societies formed in the 
villages round Manchester for the study of the doctrines of the 
New Jerusalem. 

Scattered among the Societies round Manchester, (says Mr 
Harrison in his MS.) were found individuals gifted with an 
activity of the spiritual organs of sense, similar to that enjoyed 
by Mr Clowes. '^ TTiere is a natvral body, and there is a epi- 
fiiiial body/^ as the Apostle tells us. I have myself conversed 
with one of these individuals, an old man, whose singleness of 
heart, and calm, unenthusiastic, matter-of-fact narrative left no 
doubt in my own mind of the truth of what he said he had wit- 
nessed } capable as it was of bearing the test of philosophical 
examination. Another, a young girl, who went daily to work 
in Manchester, is stated to have frequently seen in her early 
morning walk a company of angels, apparently in the direction 
of St. John's Church, which was visible from her parents' dwel- 
ling. She said that on her return from work one afternoon in 
the early part of the year, she was overtaken, while crossing the 
fields, by a female dressed in white, who inquired what pro- 
gress the New Doctrines were malung in Manchester. The 
girl answered that they were much opposed by Mr Clowes's 
curate. Her companion replied, ^^His opposition will cease 
when the apple-blossom comes,'' and, to the girl's amazement, 
immediately disappeared. The curate was then in health, but 
towards the end of May was unexpectedly taken ill, and in a 
few days died ; having just had time to send for Mr Clowes, to 
cast on him an imploring look, and utter, *^ Ah I Mr Clowes 1" 
— ^but he could do no more. 

The girl never mentioned her experiences to anyone but her 
mother, who alone, she said, was at liberty to say anything 
about them. When Mr Duch^, the well-known and estimable 
chaplain of the Orphan Asylum, was at Manchester, and preach- 
ed at St. John's Church, he was very desirous of investigating 
the matter, and went to the girl's home with the view of sifting 
her, but she could not speak, though she told her mother after- 
wards she had wished to do so. Some ladies also visited her on 
the same errand, but the moment the subject was broached, she 
burst into tears, and left the room. (^) 

There was also a gentleman of lauded property in Cheshire, 

1. This incident is recorded in a MS. book in Mr Oiowes's handwriting. See 
AppmdiXs 
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who^ in the middle of the nighty distinctly heard a voice saying 
three times^ " Gro to Mr Clowes/' He paid no attention to it 
till it was repeated in exactly the same way on a subseqaent 
night. He then thought it time to inquire into the matter. 
Mr Clowes, when applied to, said he did not know what part he 
had to perform, unless it was to communicate the glad tidings 
of the heavenly doctrines of the New Jerusalem. On becoming 
acquainted with them, the gentleman received them thankfully, 
and so did his sisters. 

The same intimation having taken place in precisely the same 
manner and with a similar result in another instance, Mr Clowes 
said he was convinced that the spiritual world was at that time 
particularly urgent in pressing the knowledge of the heavenly 
doctrines. These occurrences gradually ceased, as the under- 
standings of men became opened to a rational reception of the 
Truth, when the necessity for more external manifestations no 
longer existed. 

Mr Clowes had now begun his great work of translating the 
Arcana Ccelestia, the Latin original of which fills eight thick 
quarto volumes. The undertaking seemed so vast and likely to 
occupy so much time, that he began seriously to consider whe- 
ther, in order to devote himself to it, he should not resign his 
cure of souls ; the additional labor of composing sermons being, 
he feared, more than he could bear. While pondering this 
subject one morning he was made sensible of the presence of 
an angelic company, from whom there seemed to be an internal 
communication, " Do not do it ; we will help you.'' From that 
time his sermons gave him no trouble. The discourse for the 
Sunday was often not begun on the Friday ; he would awake in 
the night; a text would be suggested; he would fall asleep 
again, come down in the morning, commit the text to paper, and 
the matter would flow as fast as the pen could move. 

^' I remember, (says Mr Harrison) expressing to him my ad- 
miration of his two printed discourses on the text. So teach us 
to number our days that we may apply our hearts unto wisdom. 
' Ah ! ' said he, ^ they published those sermons in my name, 
but they were no more mine than yours.' He then gave me 
the foregoing particulars, which did not surprise me, recollecting 
the influence I had experienced in reading the sermons." 

But if such is the effect upon a mere reader, that of the actual 
delivery of his discourses from the pulpit may be imagined by 
those who know what force is added by the impressive preaching 
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of a man who feels every word he utters^ and who is gifted^ 
moreover^ with a fiiU^ sweet and musical voice. Though he 
began in a tone so subdued as to be almost a whisper^ his utter- 
ance was so distinct and so pathetic, and his hearers were so 
attentive, that not a word was lost. He was even more impres- 
sive at his domestic meeting, where, it is said, if a reporter 
could have been placed out of sight, to have taken down what 
then fell from his lips spontaneously, the matter would be found 
to surpass any of his choicest written sermons. 

At those meetings, the company were wont to sit in his par- 
lor, where benches were closely placed for their accommodation. 
Brfore seven o'clock the room was ftdl. As the hour struck 
he entered the room, apparently abstracted, walked with a 
solemn air to his seat at the farther end, and, after a short 
pause, opened his subject, expatiating on it spiritually without 
interruption, yet deliberately, for a fall hour. At the end of 
that time he went to the door of the room ; the company rose 
to depart, and as they passed he took the hand of each and 
wished them severally good-night. 

Even these interesting meetings were outdone by the periodical 
visits paid to the country societies round Manchester. He used 
to ride in the morning to some manufacturing village where 
such a society had been formed, and as soon as his arrival was 
known at the factory, where most of the members worked, the 
bell was rung ; the people left work, and collected in a large 
room allowed for the purpose by the proprietors, glad as they 
were to welcome a minister whose hearers were the most orderly 
people in their employment. There, in the presence of young 
men and maidens, old men and children, as well as those in the 
vigor of life, their hard features softened and their cheeks wet 
with tears of tenderness and joy, all anxious to know the mea- 
sure of their duty and to practise it, Mr Clowes would hold 
forth in such animated strains, that his own fine countenance 
seemed, at last, radiant even to glistering, with the light of 
heaven beaming from it. Great as was the happiness of all 
parties at the time, I have heard him declare that his own was 
at its height after he had returned home, and, while sitting 
quietly in his chair at the close of the day, felt those simple- 
minded poor gathering round him in spirit, and clasping him to 
their honest hearts. 

Some notes of one of these extempore discourses were 
taken by Samuel Dawson, whose name has been already men- 
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tioned^ and are printed at len^h in Mr Robinson's interesting 
volume. (0 The discourse is much longer than most of Clowes^s 
sermons^ which rarely extended beyond twenty minutes in their 
delivery. It is on the subject of Regeneration, from the third 
chapter of St. John, and especially as to the five senses. Tlie 
conclusion is as follows : — 

^' Man^s spiritual body is formed as to every orffan and sense 
from the Ghrand Man, or Heaven, and the Orand Man, or Hea- 
ven, is formed from the Divine Humanity of Jesus Christ. Each 
part and sense is quickened (as in natural birth) from its cor- 
responding part in the Grand Man, by reception of influx from 
those societies of angels; for man is a centre of all influxes 
from the Grand Man. 

" We may, therefore, ask ourselves these useful questions : — 
Has the new man in us got a heart ? Has he got eyes to see 
the Lord, and the beautifrd scenery of His kingdom ? Has he 
got hands to do the will of Him that sent us ? Has he got 
feet to walk in His precepts at all times ? 

^' In short, are there vessels formed for the flux and reflux of 
heaven ? Axe we thus gaining the Good of Conquest, by bring- 
ing our lost sheep home, and by leaving the ninety and nine in 
the wilderness of temptation ? for the Good of Conquest is given 
from the Lord to us in this wilderness state, when we feel no 
delight in doing good, yet persevere in doing the things which 
are good. 

" For all justice and right judgment depend upon the flux and 
reflux of heaven in man ; or in doing justice with judgment to 
the Lord Jesus Christ, and to the neighbor, untU we feel, by 
our touchy that it is even more blessed to give than to receive. 

'^ And if we are wise enough to render unto Caesar the things 
which are Caesar's, and unto God the things which are God's, 
we shall find to our everlasting comfort what the Apostle de- 
clares, where he says, ' All things are yours, and ye are Christ's 
and Christ is God's,' whose high and holy name is Divine Hu- 
manity, the infinite God-man in whom all the families of the 
earth are blessed. '' 

The fear of trespassing on the spiritual freedom of others had 
great influence with Clowes. " We are all,'' said he, '^ in greajl 

1. TMs report, being a mere summary written from memory, is probably not 
very close to the words used, and can give but a poor notion of the discourse. Mr 
Clowes, howeyer, neyer exhausted his subject. He preferred leaving off with an 
appetite for. more. It was a maidm with him, that you may have too much of a 
good thing. 
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danger of being led by man^ instead of being led by the Lord ; 
but we only enjoy perfect liberty when we are led by Him. 
Nor must we attempt to lead man. The angels preserve all in 
internal liberty : they never force. Those who care most about 
IVuth will be forcing and condemning those who are most con- 
cerned about Good, But let not him who is on the house-top 
come down into the house. Let him not descend &om Good to 
Truth.'' 

He doubted the propriety of studying oratory to gain an 
ascendancy over the minds of others. He thought it might 
impair their freedom^ and had too much in it of the love of do- 
minion. He rather took for his pattern the Great Teacher, 
who, he said, " were He to appear now, would be thought a 
very poor preacher. Perhaps few would attend His ministry : 
there would be no popular harangues ; but everything would be 
most wise and simple.'' 

The visits to the village societies were made twice in each 
quarter. From this circumstance the people who met were called 
by the neighbors ^' six weeks folk." They sometimes suffered 
rough treatment from the ignorant spirit of intolerance, and 
many of themselves were of the " rough diamond " class ; lacking 
the polish which can only be got by long and patient endurance 
of friction, under the combined influence of love and wisdom, 
or charity and faith in conjunction ; as the acrid zeal of the new 
convert ripens into the sweetness of a meek and lowly spirit. 
But something happened at a village near Manchester, which 
changed the feeling of the neighborhood towards the *^ six weeks 
folk." A poor man in the vills^e having through adverse cir- 
cumstances fallen behind in his rent was threatened by his 
landlord with a distraint. The ^^ six weeks folk" sympathizing 
with him and his family, applied to Mr Clowes for advice and 
help, and with his assistance, not only paid the poor man's 
arrears of rent, but procured a piece of calico for everyone of 
his neighbors. This act of kindness laid the foundation of a 
lasting friendship and respect for the " six weeks folk" and their 
good pastor. 

Though earnest in seeking religious improvement, the mem- 
bers of the New Jerusalem Societies were subject to the weak- 
nesses of other mortals, and those in Lancashire, composed as 
they were very much of mill-hands, were more distinguished for 
honesty than for courteous manners. At one of Mr Clowes's 
visits^ a rough character interrupted his discourse by suddenly

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saying, — " And there's t' communion of saints ; what do you 
make of that ?'' The minister paused, and, after a short silence, 
said " It is a great point of wisdom to know when to speak, and 
when to be silent,^' and then returned to his discourse as if it 
had not been interrupted. 

An active member of one of the societies appears to have 
fallen into the common snare of energetic people, over-esteeming 
himself, and interfering more than was agreeable. Meeting 
with a rebuflf, he brought his grievance to Mr Clowes, who heard 
him patiently to the end of his story, and then, rising from his 
seat and suiting the action to the word, said, ^^AU you have 
to do is to stoop, and stoop, and stoop, and it will all blow over 
your head." 

It was a favorite maxim with John Clowes that '' the All of 
wisdom is humility, and the All of humility is wisdom.^' He 
never presumed on his clerical oflSce, or allowed himself to be 
elated by his influence and the attention and respect shown to 
him. Nor did he esteem himself for his active exertions. ^^ A 
life of useftdness,'' said he, '^seems to be much misunderstood ; 
as if it consisted of outward activity, whereas it lies in the in- 
ward disposition ; and in that point a chimney-sweeper may lead 
a life of usefulness, as much as or more than a clergyman.'^ 

In the midst of his other engagements, he went on steadily 
with his great work of translating the Arcana Calestia, down to 
its completion at the end of eighteen years. If the result of 
his labor is not equal to what might now be expected from a 
man of his abilities, it must be remembered that, besides his load 
of other business, he had peculiar diflSculties to contend with ; 
diflSculties which have not been entirely overcome by any sub- 
sequent translator. In order to impart heavenly things in 
himian language as nearly resembling their own nature as might 
be, and to show how infinitely more general their application 
is than all that is of this world, Swedenborg very often uses 
adjectives in the sense of substantives, as where he speaks of 
bona et vera, mala et falsa. These, in the Latin, convey distinct 
ideas, having something of the same advantage in language 
which algebra has over arithmetic in calculation; but when 
turned into literally corresponding phrases with an English 
sound, they strike an imaccustomed reader as cant terms, with- 
out distinct meaning. If truths and evils may pass current, 
such words as falses and mental goods can hardly be taken for 
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current coin. (*) The sense of the author, originally expressed in 
the most appropriate language, is obscured in the English version 
by technicalities. In his zeal also for a faithful rendering, and to 
avoid risk of mistaken interpretation, the translator has some^ 
times overlooked the diflference betwixt the idioms of the two 
languages, and increased the obscurity by adhering rigidly to 
the plural or singular number, as used by the author, when he 
might have occasionally varied them without at all weakening 
the sense of the text. 

Yet when the nature of the undertaking, the state of the 
man's health when it was begun, and the ceaseless drain upon 
his time and strength during the eighteen years, are considered, 
the wonder is, not that the work is imperfect, but that it was 
ever accomplished at all.

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CHAPTER 5. 
A New Denomination. 

As the number of readers increased^ a desire not unnaturally 
arose to establish distinct places of worship, with forms of 
prayer and preaching in closer agreement with the new doctrines 
than those in the Established Church and the various Dissent- 
ing chapels. The first proposal to this effect was made, April 
19, 1787, in the Society which met in the Middle Temple, 
London ; but it was ^' negatived on the ground that the pro- 
per time for separating from the old Establishment had not 
yet arrived/' {^) A few individuals of the Society, however, 
thought otherwise, and resolved to form a distinct body, " as 
an External Church, in agreement with the Internal Church 
which, it was humbly presumed, had already begun to be formed 
in the hearts and lives of many/' Mr Clowes, foreseeing the 
consequences of this ill-conceived and premature step, came to 
London for the express purpose of dissuading the zealots firom 
their attempt; but, unhappily, without success. They heard 
his observations with the deference due to his character ; but, 
say they, " in a cause of so much importance as that of the pro- 
mulgation of the heavenly doctrines of the New Jerusalem, we 
did not think ourselves justified in deviating from our avowed 
purpose, but were determined, through Divine assistance, to 
proceed in the course which our own consciences dictated as the 
wisest, the best, and the most expedient that could be adopted 
at the time.'' Arguments at great length were drawn up on 
both sides, each convincing to one party, but to one only. 

The following letter on the subject is copied from the original 
draft in Clowes's handwriting :— 

" I received your circular letter respecting the establishment 
of the New Church, and, agreeably to your request, communi- 
cated its contents to the Society with which I am connected ; 
and now have the honor to transmit to you our unanimous sen- 
timents on the subject. In the first place, we wish to express 
our concern at feeling ourselves again compelled to give an 
opinion on a point which has been the subject of former discus- 
sion, and on which we have already declared our unreserved 
judgment. It is not an agreeable thing to us to differ with our

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bretliren on any occasion^ and therefore we would willingly 
have been excused entering again into a debate in which there 
appears so little probability that those concerned will come to 
agreement. Since^ however^ we are again called upon to speak 
for ourselves^ we feel it our duty to say that our former senti- 
ments^ so far from being changed^ are but the more confirmed 
by the experience which we have had, and that the events of 
every day serve to convince ns more and more that the time is 
not yet come to make any stir in the externals of the establish- 
m^it of the New Church. The attempt has been made^ and 
with what success let the congregations in London, Birmingham, 
Liverpool, Bristol, and this place declare. Whilst the heavenly 
doctrines of the New Church circulated free from the fetters of 
forms of worship we had the happiness of observing th^ rapid 
extension, since every well-disposed person was delighted to see 
that the proof of church membership was simple, being grounded 
in repentance and faith in the Incarnate God, and that the 
Church herself was tolerant, unbigoted and universal. We had 
the happiness to perceive also, what was of still higher impor- 
tance, that the life of love and charity was cherished in the 
members, and made the distinguishing characteristic of a New 
Chturchman. But since another language has been adopted, 
and it has been insisted that to become the children of the New 
Jerusalem Dispensation it is necessary to quit every other 
society of Christian worshipers in the use of their forms, and to 
bend the knee in no other place, and to no other form, than 
what is sanctioned by some particular names and expressions, 
we lament to observe that the circulation of the heavenly doc- 
trines has by this language been both impeded in its progress 
and defiled in its purity. For who can love what has thus the 
semblance of bigotry and intolerance ? And what mischief is 
not to be apprehended from thus converting the Church into a 
sect, by insisting on the necessity of one form of worship in 
preference to every other? 

** You will tell us, perhaps, that you only mean to act con- 
sistently with your own sentiments by adopting forms of worship 
which are in agreement with them, and that as it is a wrong 
thing to do otherwise, so it is a right thing thus to accommodate 
your words to your thoughts. We agree with you entirely in 
the observation, and are, moreover, so far as merely affects 
3^urselve8, willing to believe that you are actuated in your sep- 
aration from the old forms of w(»ship by tiie purest motives. 
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But permit us to observe, that on the present occasion the 
question is, not what is most agreeable to yourselves, nor yet 
what is most consistent merely with your own sentiments, but 
what is agreeable to and consistent with the sentiments of 
others, and best calculated to secure the circulation and recep- 
tion of the heavenly doctrines. Our blessed Lord (it is plain 
from His own example, as well as from the testimony of Eman- 
uel Swedenborg concerning Him) acts not always in agreement 
with His own sentiments, but accommodates His operation to 
the sentiments and even the prejudices of mankind, by bending 
and not breaking their religious persuasions. This, then, it 
appears to us, ought to be the rule for the regulation of our 
conduct, to tolerate even what is imperfect in the present forms 
of worship, whilst we do so from motives of accommodation to 
others, lest by doing violence to their prejudices we should 
hinder their reception [of the heavenly doctrines] . 

^^ In making these observations we wish not to be understood 
as disputing your Hght, according to the laws of the land, to 
form a separate church establishment ; for you certainly have 
it ; but we conceive that a higher law than that of the land 
ought to be consulted on the present occasion, and that the 
question therefore is, not what the law gives you a right to do, 
but what is right, and expedient, and prudent to be done, 
according to the more perfect law of charity. Is it right, for 
instance, acording to this latter law, to clog the New Docteines 
with obstacles and hindrances to their reception, from which 
the doctrines themselves are perfectly free ? Is it right to ex- 
cite in the public mind an alarm respecting the tendency of 
these doctrines, when yet the doctrines themselves are not cal- 
culated to excite any such alarm ? Is it right, in short, to give 
the appearance of deformity to what in itself is altogether beau- 
tiful, and to render that disgusting and hateftd, which in its own 
proper aspect is attractive, alluring, and lovely ? 

^' It is our humble hope that you will take in good part this 
remonstrance, which your letter has extorted from us, and that, 
following the example of your meek and lowly Master, who 
never insisted upon particular modes of worship, nor called any 
from the religious observances in which they had been educated, 
you wiU endeavour to recommend the doctrines of the New 
Church to public notice and regard by proving to the world that 
there is nothing in them either of bigotry, sectarianism, or in- 
tolerance; because they oppose nothing but sin and unbelief. 
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and are firiendly to everytliing which promotes unity^ forbear- 
ance^ and mutual love/^ 

Whether the building of the New Jerusalem of the Apocalypse 
has been helped^ or hindered^ by the setting up of a new Re- 
ligious Denomination under that sacred name^ is a question^ 
which^ after nearly a hundred years' experience^ remains unan- 
swered. The history of the movement is a humiliating picture 
of human imperfection ; but the same may be said of Chris- 
tianity itself. Possibly the course taken might be the only one 
feasible in the existing state of society. Be that as it may^ 
what has been done cannot be undone. Mr. Clowes^ while he 
claimed the liberty of acting according to his own sense of what 
was right, was ready to allow equal liberty to those who diflfered 
from him. In this spirit he wrote in 1803 to an inquirer in 
Baltimore : — 

^' If I have judged it right to continue in the ministry of the 
Old Churchj I trust it has been solely &om a conviction in my 
own mind that a sudden separation &om and violent opposition 
to the externals of that Church would have tended to excite 
unnecessary prejudice in the minds of many against the new 
doctrines; and that therefore the wisdom of heavenly love 
required a temporary toleration of some abuses and corruptions, 
rather than such a hasty rejection as might have given birth to 
an idea that the New Church was more intent on outward than 
inward reformation ; and that she was besides sectarian in her 
practices, and intolerant in her principles. On the other hand, 
if you, sir, have thought it right to pursue a diflferent line of 
conduct, I am ready and willing to indulge the same hope, that 
you also have acted in agreement with the conviction of your 
own mind, and &om the best intention of promoting the pros- 
perity of those doctrines which your understanding approved. 
It is possible therefore (and I humbly hope probable) that we 
may both have acted right, and in a manner the best calculated, 
in our respective stations, to recommend aud disseminate the 
truths which we each of us most ardently love. The divine 
Providence of the Lord, we know, has in aU ages permitted the 
children of wisdom to be influenced by a variety and even di- 
versity of sentiments, and has even rendered that variety and 
diversity subservient to His own blessed purposes of making 
known to mankind the counsels of its mercy. And who can 
say but that^some procedure of this kind has been in operation 
under the new dispensation, and that the descent of the New 
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Jentsalem has been accomplished by those very means which 
(to judge only from human experience) seemed likely to retard 
it ? At all events, I am persuaded you will agree with me in 
the opinion that the surest and most effectual method of recom- 
mending and establishing the truths of the Lord^s new kingdom 
is, first to form them well into our own lives, so that we may 
be enabled to press them upon others, not so much from inteh 
kctual light, as from voluntary life, and thus convince mankind 
that, in making converts to the New Jerusalem verities, we are 
not eager to change their persuasions only, but their principles, 
by calhng them out of all disorderly love to become happy and 
undefiled in the love of God and their neighbor. Is not this 
what is meant by casting the net on the bight side of the 
ship ? " 

Mr Clowes's forebodings were but too soon frdfilled in the 
experiences of the Great Eastcheap body ; but its disorders did 
not prevent similar organizations in different parts of the country. 
At Manchester, though the doctrines of the New Jerusalem 
were taught, as ftdly as people were prepared to receive them, 
both in the existing Societies of Readers, and fit)m the pulpit of 
St. John's, even here a separate congregation was formed for 
the worship of the Lord Jesus Christ, free from the trithcistic 
phrases of the common Liturgy. By this association Clowes's 
own curate was engaged as its minister. His conduct, however, 
soon necessitated his discharge ; when he, with a few of his 
friends, set up another congregation, and built a chapel. Here 
he remained till his death in 1816. At his own request his 
tombstone was inscribed : — 

All feared, none loved, few understood. (*) 

To check the growing desire for an external Church in the 
shape of a religious sect, with separate ministry and chapels, 
Clowes in 1792 issued " An Address from the Translator to 
the Readers of the Theological Writings of Baron Swedenborg; 
intended to point out the general design and tendency of thbse 
Writings, and particularly to show that they do not authorize 
the Readers in a separation, at this time, from external com- 
munion with other professing Christians.^' He begins thus :

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^Having taken a* principal part in the translation and circu* 
lation of the writings of Baron Swedenboi^, and haying lately 
received several letters in which the sense of those writings 
seems to me to be misunderstood^ in regard to the expediency 
of the readers thereof separating themselves from all other com- 
munities of professing Christians^ and adopting new forms and 
ceremonies of worship peculiar to themselves^ I feel myself 
called upon at this time to declare to you my free sentiments 
concerning the end and design of those writings. 

'^ Convinced^ as I am^ of the brightness and importance of 
those principles of heavenly Truth, in which we rejoice, and for 
which we have so much cause to be thankfrd, I am equally per- 
suaded that their sole end and object is to purify, perfect and 
exalt the corrupted principles of human nature, b^ leading man 
to conjunction with the great Author of his being, and thereby 
to an ordinate reception of heavenly life from Him. 

*' I firmly believe, that under the present manifestation of 
the pure doctrine of Truth, with which the world is favored, 
every spiritual, rational and natural power and principle of the 
human mind will be highly purified, perfected and exalted, 
through the heavenly influences of a holy love and wisdom from 
the manifested Jbhovah, producing its corresponding image and 
likeness of righteousness, truth and peace in the earth ; to the 
perfect frdfilment of that figurative prophecy where it is written, 
' For brass I will bring gold, and for iron I will bring silver, 
and for wood brass, and for stones iron j I will also make thine 
officers peace, and thine exactors righteousness. Violence shall 
no more be heard in thy land, wasting nor destruction within 
thy borders, but thou shalt call thy walls salvation, and thy 
gates praise.' (Isaiah 60. 17, 18.) And this blessed and hea- 
venly state of Ufe amongst men, arising from a vital obedient 
reception of holy and pure doctrine, 1 conceive to constitute 
that glorious New Church spoken of by our enlightened author, 
as prefigured under the character of the Bride, the Lamb's Wife, 
and predicted by our blessed Lord as about to be established 
under His Second Advent, of which it is declared that ' the 
tabernacle of God is with men, and he will dwell with them, 
and they shall be his people, and God himself shall be with them 
their God;' (Rev. 21. 8) — a church not to be limited by any 
external forms or ceremonies of worship ; neither to be pointed 
out by a I/O Aare, or Lo there, but universal as the reception of 
heavenly Truth and obedience to its dictates j consisting of the 
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upright and sincere in heart among all people^ nations and lan- 
guages, and forming one grand body or kingdom here on earth, 
whereof the Lord Jesus Christ is the soul or head, and of 
which all are living members who worship Him in spirit and 
in truth /^ 

He then contends, that separating from old religious aaso- 
ciations was inexpedient and premature, calculated to create 
prejudice and to impair the means of spreading the doctrines ; 
and he refers to Swedenborg^s commentary on the Apocalypse, 
where he says the New Church in its early stage is signified by 
the Woman who fled into the wilderness, where she hath a place 
prepared of God. On a passage which he quotes, Mr Clowes 
says, " It is here asserted in the plainest and most express 
terms that the New Church, called the Holy Jerusalem, is to 
tarry or abide for a while with the Old Church whilst it grows 
to the full, until provision is made for its establishment among 
greater numbers ; and the solid and weighty reasons assi^ed 
for this non-separation are, -that the New Church may hereby 
be helped, and also be increased, or grow, from the members of 
the Old Church, who are in good of life, although in false prin- 
ciples of doctrine 

" Now I would here ask this one single question, — Can it 
with any degree of truth or propriety be said, that the New 
Church is as yet grown to the full, and that provision hath been 
m^de for its establishment among greater numbers ? Is it not 
rather at present quite in its iiiJant state, coAfined compara- 
tively to a few, and therefore requiring both ?ielp and increase ? 

"There is but one kind of separation,^' he continues, " and 
but one kind of change, which I would at present recommend 
to you, and that is a separation from all evil and false principles 
of heart and life, and a consequent change of nature ; that so, 
by true regeneration, you may be led into that heavenly spirit 
of solid wisdom, grounded in a universal love and charity, and 
operative in all Christian meekness, moderation, goodness, and 
useful works, which is the only spirit in which you can ever 
hope to find heaven yourselves, or to lead others thither. Con- 
vince the world thus, that the temper and spirit of the New 
Church, or New Jerusalem, is not a partial, sectarian, or bigoted 
temper and spirit, which excites horror, and from which all wise 
men flee away, but that it is universal, not limited to a sect, not 
servilely attached to forms and ceremonies, consequently con- 
ciliating and amiable^ and such as, like its Divine Giver, unll 
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draw all men unto it. Let mankind see by the order^ harmony, 
sobriety, purity, and peace of your lives, that ye yourselves have 
found the Truth, and you may thus have a good hope to lead 
them to seek it, and to enable them to find it where you have 
sought and found it, and will thus take a more probable method 
of recommending the writings of Emanuel Swedenborg^ and 
making converts to his doctrines, than if you should build a 
hundred places of worship, and establish therein new forms and 
ceremonies in every town in the kingdom. 

" If I know my own heart, its continual prayer for you is, that 
you may become perfect even as your Father who is in heaven 
is perfect. But with the love which I bear unto you, I con- 
fess I cannot forget or be indiflferent about those who have not 
attained unto your knowledge, and yet are in a desire thereof. 
For them also my heart feels tenderly, accounting them my 
brethren, to whatsoever community of professing Christians they 
may belong, and whatsoever may be their present doctrines and 
opinions, believing them to be the true sheep of the heavenly 
fold, and that sooner or later, by virtue of the good which they 
love, and of the truth which they are panting after, though as 
yet they have not found it, they are right dear in the eyes of 
their God and Redeemer, and may finally be brought into the 
bright light of the New Jerusalem. 

^' May such also be dear and precious in our sight ! and may 
it become our joint labor to extend the blessings of the eternal 
truth unto all such^ by submitting as yet to the use of their im- 
perfect forms of external worship ; by accommodating ourselves 
to their weaknesses, and tolerating their prejudices ; by remov- 
ing thus every offence which may be likely to hinder their 
reception of the truth ; and especiaUy by forming our own lives 
according to the spirit of heavenly order, in all love, mercy, 
charity, humility, and moderation, that so seeing our good works 
they may be the more disposed to believe in and receive our 
doctrine, and may thereby finally with us, glor\fy our common 
Father which is in Heaven.'^ 

In the like catholic spirit of charity were written the ^^ Dia- 
logues of Sophron and Philadelphus,^^ (*) in which the true 
nature pf the New Church is explained, and the question of 
separation is discussed. Mr Clowes argues that the established 
forms of worship, however imperfect, may be better suited to 
those who have been used to them, than &esh and experimental

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forms Miglit prove^ until the bulk of the worshipers are pre- 
pared for the change. " We know/' he continues, " that the 
letter of the Holy Scripture itself is thus accommodated to 
man^s natural and gross apprehensions ; for we read that the 
Lord taught his Word to his disciples, " as they were able to^ 
hear it '" and He had *' many things to say unto them, but,*' 
said He, '^ ye cannot bear them now /' and may not this be the 
case with the present established forms of public worship ? 
Might there not therefore be a danger in malong any change, 
till the people were in a better state to bear and profit by it ? 
And would it not be wiser and more expedient, and consequently 
more becoming the duty of every sincere and humble Christian, 
at present, instead of separating from his weak and ignorant 
brethren in the use (^ their imperfect forms, rather to accom. 
modate hiniself herein to their infirmities ; to set them thus an 
example of orderly life and submission to the ordinances of man 
for the IjorePs sake ; to acquire thereby such an influence over 
them, as might lead them by degrees to receive more solid and 
perfect principles of doctrine and life ? The truth being thus 
recommended, it appears to me there might be better hope of a 
more general reception, and au the reception became more gene- 
ral, there might be hope also, in process of time, of its effecting 
an alteration and improvement in every Litui^ of every church 
in Christendom. But to attempt a change in any other way, is 
as contrary, I am persuaded, to the whole tenor and spirit of 
the writings of Baron Swedenboi^, as it would be contradictory 
to the example and precepts of our Lord and his apostles, who 
never rejected or even spake against the externals of the Jewish 
worship, but continued in the constant use and tc^eration of 
those very formalities, which they well knew were, in process of 
time, to be done away by the doctrines which they preached.'' 

He then goes on to answer the difficult question, whether a 
clergyman of the Church of England can conscientiously con- 
tinue in the exercise of his ministry after receiving the doctrines 
of Swedenboi^ ? on which he says, " I not only think that he 
may continue conscientumsly in the exercise of his ministry, but 
that he would follow the dictates of a very ill-informed con» 
science if he did not continue therein. . . . 

'^ All the disagreement which such a minister will find be- 
tween his own ideas and the Liturgy of the Church in which 
he ministers, may be referred to two points, the doctrine of the 
Trinity, and the doctrine concerning the Christian Lord and 
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Redeemer. In respect to the first of these points^ a THnity is 
allowed both in the writings of Swedenborg and in the Liturgy 
of the Church of England, and that this Trinity consists of 
Futher, Son, and Holy Ghost, who all three make one only God; 
and the only difference is in the manner of conceiving and expres- 
sLDg this Trmity. So in regard to the second pointy the Divinity 
of the Christian Lord and Redeemer is acknowledged also on 
both sides and that he is a. proper object of worslup; and the 
only difference here^ again^ is in the manner of conceiving and 
expressing it. 

" The advice therefore which I should wish to give every cler- 
gyman^ on such an occasion, is this : Let him rather learn to 
bear with the reluctance of his own private judgment in the use 
of particular expressions not precisely in agreement with such 
as he himself would have adopted^ than violate the great law of 
charity, by provoking and offending his flock, and thus putting 
it out of his power to do them any service : and let him be as- 
sured, that if, for the good of those committed to his care, he 
submits to the imperfections of human establishments, and would 
rather privately suffer a restraint on his own mind &om those 
imperfections, than disturb public order, and offend a weak 
brother, he is so far from being a prevaricator, a hypocrite, or 
a dissembler, that he deserves rather to be called a martyr for 
the truth^s sake, inasmuch as he makes a continual sacrifice of 
his own self-will to the welfare and edification of others." 

In 1793 appeared the first volume of ^' Sermons preached at 
the Parish Church of St. John, Manchester." It begins with 
six Sermons on Mark 16. 17, 18, showing that the signs there 
said to follow them that believe, are, when spiritually under- 
stood^ the certain and necessary marks of true faith, and were 
never intended by our Saviour to be limited to the lives of the 
apostles. This volume was followed in 1796 by a second, con- 
taining a similar exposition of the spiritual meaning of the Par- 
able of the Householder who planted a Vineyard. 

Though these small volumes (only one of which has been 
reprinted) are the first of Clowes^s Sermons published, (*) they 
were delivered subsequently to those on the Lord's Prayer, and 
The Ten Commandments ; which were written as early as 1777. 

1. The Sermon on the Occasion of the General Fast on the 11th March, 17S1> 
was published separately. It is included in the volume of Miscellaneous Sermoiis> 
as preached on a similar occasion 12th March, 1801. 
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There is a simplicity, and at the same time a depth of meanings 
pervaded by fervent piety and an entire absence of any eflfort to 
show the preacher's own gifts, that combine to give a value to 
Clowes's sermons seldom found in an equal degree elsewhere. 
They supply abundant matter for reflection and self-examina- 
tion, and never weary the reader or exhaust the subject. 

The manifest danger of knowing the Truth, without loving 
and doing the Good which the truth teaches, led to the publica- 
tion, in 1798, of ^^ A Letter of Exhortation and Admonition to 
all such as cordially receive the Testimony of E. Swedenborg.** 
In this Epistle, the writer exhorts his readers to ^' take heed 
lest the prejudices and contradictions of unbelievers should be- 
tray you into uncharitableness towards them, or the spirit of 
perverse disputing, which engendereth strife/' " Rest not satis- 
fied with bare notional and speculative knowledges in your 
heads, which may only serve to pufl^ you up with vain conceits 
of your own spiritual advancement ; but apply that knowledge 
to the real reformation and regeneration of your hearts, through 
the divine grace and holy love, putting down and removing all 
ungodly, selfish, vain and worldly love/' '' Let me admonish 
you," he continues, " in the spirit of brotherly charity, to take 
heed how ye give in to a sectarian spirit, either by despising for- 
mer dispensations of heavenly truth, or by thinking lightly of 
those who are serving God under such dispensations, and have 
not been called to see by the samelight with which ye have been 
favored. Learn therefore to love and reverence every dispen- 
sation that tendeth to godliness, and all orders and professions 
of men that live godly lives. Think more humbly of yourselves 
as ye have received more at the hands of the Lord ; remember- 
ing that the meek and humble soul is that where the Lord alone 
can dwell, and that if your superior light doth not lead you to 
deeper humiliation of heart, you will have no reason to thank 
the Lord for having opened your eyes to receive it ; because it 
is an everlasting truth which never can be cancelled, that bles- 
sed are the poor in spirit, for theirs is the Kingdom of Heaven.** 

A year or more earlier, he seems to have commenced the 
series of "Letters to a Member of Parliament;" intending to 
address them to William Wilberforce as a man of well-known 
piety as well as philanthropy, and with whom he was slightly 
acquainted : the primary motive being to make these Letters a 
means of more publicly avowing and defending the writer's 
religious views. Wilberforce, however, declined to have his 
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Bame published in connection with Swedenboi^. The intended 
' publication seems to have raised expectations in the minds of 
those who wished to see the author withdrawn from his parish 
and " old church *' associations. On this subject the Rev. Wil- 
liam Hill wrote to Mr Meredith, on the 16th January, 1797, 
'^ I apprehend I must have made some mistake in expressing 
the opinion of some of the friends in London, respecting our 
friend Mr Clowes^s letters: the information intended to be 
conveyed was this, ' that looking at the consequences likely to 
result from the intended public avowal of his sentiments, they 
supposed the angels might be thereby disposing things for his 
foithdrawment from the Old Church.' But herein I do not see 
exactly with them, believing that our friend in question is in 
reality already more withdrawn from the Old Church than any 
other person I am acquainted with. It seems, however, that 
this publication with its supposed consequences is at present 
suspended : in a letter I have lately received from him, he says, 
' Mr Wilberforce has reftised being addressed upon the subject 
of the doctrines of E. S., lest such address should involve a sus- 
picion of his being favorable to them ; ' and that he regards this 
refrisal as being under the control of the Divine Providence, and 
shall accordingly wait till some more favorable opportunity pre- 
sents itself of declaring his sentiments to the public.^' 

The desired opportunity was afforded two years later, by an 
attack made upon Swedenborg and his followers by the Abbe 
Barruel in his "History of Jacobinism.^' The "Letters to a 
Member of Parliament " were then continued in reply to this 
attack, and published in 1799. The Preface states that the first 
five letters " were written some time ago, and would probably 
have still remained in their manuscript state, had not the Ahh6 
BarruePs late unprovoked and unwarrantable attack on the hon- 
orable character who is the subject of them, made it appear to 
the author necessary to attempt to repel the calumnies brought 
forward in that attack.'' The " Letters" were dedicated to the 
writer's old friend John Smyth, M.P.. one of the Commission- 
ers of the Treasury. 

The Abb6 Barruel appears to have met with certain Theoso- 
phic Illuminis who professed to believe in the truth of Sweden- 
berg's theology, but who, like many other well-intentioned 
persons, hailed the first principles of the French Revolution as 
the beginning of a renovated state of society. Brissot wrote in 
praise of the American Quakers^ that their views and habits 
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seemed to harmonize with the principles of liberty^ equality and 
fraternity declared in France. There may be Swedenborgians 
as well as Quakers who prefer a republican form of government 
to a monarchy^ especially such a monarchy as existed in France 
before the Revolution ; but nothing can be more contrary to 
truth than the statement that Swedenborg's followers ^^ daily 
expect that great revolution which is to sweep from the earth 
every prince and every king, that the God of Swedenborg may 
reign uncontrolled over the whole globe V^ The God of Swed- 
enborg is the God of heaven and earthy but that His divine 
government tends to overthrow social order, whether under the 
rule of kings or any other authority^ is quite opposed to the 
teaching of Swedenborg. 

While he repudiates the Romish Abbess insinuation that to 
be the " founder of a sect ^' is necessarily a reproach, Clowes 
denies the fact that Swedenborg did found, or attempt to found, 
any sect, and quotes " the venerable Hartley/^ a personal friend 
of Swedenborg' s, who says that "he affects no honor, but de- 
clines it ; pursues no worldly interest^ but spends his substance 
in traveling and printing, in order to communicate instruction 
and benefit to mankind ; and he is so far firom the ambition of 
heading a sect, that wherever he resides in his travels, he is a 
mere solitary, and almost inaccessible, though in his own country 
of a free and open behavior; nor does he persuade any to leave 
that established Church to which they belong.^' 

Hartley^s letter to Clowes was published as an introduction 
to the " True Christian Religion/' and contains the following 
passage : " The great Swedenborg was a man of uncommon hu- 
mility, and so far from affecting to be the head -of a sect, his 
voluminous writings in Divinity continued, ahnost to the end of 
his life to be anonymous publications ; and I have some reason to 
think that it was owing to my remonstrance to him on this sub- 
ject, that he was induced to prefix his name to this his following 
last work. He was of a catholic spirit, and loved all good men 
in every church, making at the same time all candid allowance 
for the innocency of involuntary error/' 

The " Letters '' in answer to the Abbe were written at the 
urgent solicitation of persons who thought the calumnies ought 
not to be allowed to go uncontradicted. Clowes pleaded his 
many occupations, and that he was " no fighter /' but stronger 
influences were brought to bear upon him, and he set to work, 
findings as soon as he had begun^ that all difficulties were re- 
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moTod, and matter was supplied as fast as the pen could write. 
The nature of the spiritual assistance afforded in the production 
of these *^ Letters ** was exaggerated into a report that the writer 
had had the visible company of angels, who had dictated the 
whole composition. Hindmarsh having inquired if the report 
was true, received the following reply, dated St John's, Sept. 
29, 1799 :— 

'' Dear Sir, — ^The report which you have heard concerning 
my answer to the Abb€ Barruel is not true, according to the 
manner in which you relate it ; for there was no visible appear- 
ance of any angel or spirit on the occasion. There was, how- 
ever, sensibly experienced an invisible dictate from some spirits 
or other, in the first place suggesting to write the answer, and 
this with such an over-ruling power that though I had previously 
in my own mind discarded every thought of writing, pleading 
infirmity both of mind and body, I could now no longer with- 
stand the influence, and every difficulty and excuse was removed. 
In the next place, there was observed, during almost the whole 
time of writing, a sensible dictate from spirits at my first waking 
in a morning, attended with inexpressible delight, and exciting 
by their presence such a holy awe, that I was frequently con- 
strained to rise in bed, and acknowledge with humble gratitude 
their kind offices. On these occasions also many thoughts were 
B^^ested for the work of the following day, and in this sense I 
had little to do but to act as an amanuensis, being sensibly 
convinced that what I wrote was from others, and not from 
myself. This I have frequently experi^iu^ in the writing of 
sermons, many of which have been thus dictated throughout by 
spirits, when I have chanced to awake in the course of the night. 
This you may depend upon as a true statement of the subject 
of your inquiry. 

'' When I write to Dr Hodson, you may depend upon it I 
shall not fail to attend to your directions. 

** I remain, with all respect, and best prayers for your welfare, 

" Ever your affectionate, 

'' J. Clowes.'' 

In the Monthly Review for March, 1800, the " Letters " are 
mentioned in the following terms : — 

" A sensible, candid, and energetic vindication of the charac- 
ter and doctrines of the celebrated Baron Swedenborg, in oppo- 
sition to the gross misrepresentations of the Abb^ Barruel, in 
6 
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the fourtii volume of his "Memoirs of Jacobinism." Mr 
Clowes's book is well-written; and it comprehends^ besides a 
complete refutation of the Abbess calumnies^ a full, and (to us) 
very satisfactory exposition of the whole Swedenborgian system, 
to which Mr Clowes appears to be conscientiously attached* 
On the whole^ the work deserves, or we are much deceived, a 
place among the most respectable productions of theological 
controversy in the libraries of Protestant divines." 

The Gentleman's Magazine for November of the same year, 
gave a short notice, as follows : — 

^^ A candid and energetic vindication of the character and 
theological opinions of the celebrated Baron Swedenborg, whom 
we always considered as an enthusiast, but of whose system is 
here given a fall exposition, by a clergyman of the Established 
Church, who appears to be conscientiously attached to it." 

A second edition of these " Letters " was published in 1822. 
Towards the conclusion is the following passage : — ^^ From these 
observations, sir, I wish to make this one plain and simple in- 
ference, which appears to me of importance in r^ard to the 
reception of the writings which are the subject of these Letteris, 
and also in regard to the readers who wish to profit by them. 
My inference is this, that as the admittance of the evidence of 
the Sacred Scriptures, we find, depends entirely on the state of 
heart and life in which they are read ; and as even the miracu- 
lous evidence which supports their testimony, is insufficient to 
convince some men of their dinne authority; so will it of 
necessity be likewise with the evidence attending the writings of 
Baron Swedenboig, and of every other enlightened expositor of 
the Divine oracles. We may perhaps add further, that in both 
cases it is best it should be so ; in other words, it is best thslt 
men should not be convinced that truth is truth, unless they are 
in a disposition of heart to receive the benefit and blessing of 
its instruction, by applying it to the purposes for ^hich albne it 
could be communicated, namely, the reformation and regeneraiion 
of their hearts and lives.'* (2nd Edition, p. 178.) 
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CHAPTER 6. 
Qmncey's Rekolekshmz,— 17^(^^1902. 

The ''Autobeiografikal Skechez '* ov Thomas de Quincey kon- 
tain an inteiesting notis ov Clowes, at the later part ov the 
sentiuri, hwen he woz between fifti and siksti yearz ov aje, and 
had been upwardz ov therti yearz in hiz rektori at Manchester. 
De Quincey woz then a cheud, having been bom in 1785. Hiz 
muther, a veri rel\]us and orthodoks person, had, bei chans, 
inveited tu her hous a ladi whoze personal charmz and briliant 
talents wer, nnhapili, kombeind with the most daring and 
avond infidditi. Hou she and the peius Clowes kame tugether 
under the same roof iz thus related : — 

^^ Mei muther litel gest hwot sort ov a person she had askt 
intu her famili. So much, houever, she had understud, that 
Mrs Lee woz a bold thinker ; and that, for a wuman, she had 
an astonishing komand ov theolojikal leming. This sujested 
that klerikal invitashonz wud be leikli tu famish the most apro- 
priet soseieti. But this led tu a painful rezult. It meit eazili 
hav hapend that a veri lemed klerjiman shud not speshiali hav 
kwolifeid himself for a theolojikal tumament : and mei muther'z 
ranje ov akwaintans woz not veri ekstensiv amungst the kleri- 
kal bodi. But ov theze, the two leaderz, az regarded publik 
konsiderashon, wer Mr H — , mei gardian, and Mr Clowes, the 
rektor ov St John^s Church in Manchester, whoze golden jubilee 
az pastor woz selebrated meni yearz after, with much demon- 
8trativ ekspreshon ov publik simpathi on the part ov universal 
Manchester. No men kud hav been found who wer les fited tu 
akt az championz in a diuel on behalf ov Kristianiti. Mr H — 
woz dredfiili komonplase ; dul, dredfali dul ; and bei the neses- 
iti ov hiz natiur, inkapabel ov being in decQi emest, hwich hiz 
splendid antagonist at all teimz woz. Hiz enkoimter, therefor, 
with Mrs Lee prezented the distresing spektakel ov an old, 
toothles, mumbling mastif, feiting for the housfaold tu hwich he 
owed alejans, agenst a yung lepardes fresh from the forests. 
Everi tuch from Aer, everi velveti paw, drew bind. And sum- 
thing komik mingeld with hwot mei muther felt tu be paramoimt 
trajedi. Far diferent woz Mr Clowes : holi, vizhonari, apostolik, 
he kud not be treated disrespektfiili. No man kud denei him a 
kwolifeid homej . But for eni polemik servis he wonted the taste, 
6* 
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the traming, and the partikiular sort ov eriudishon rekweird. 
Neither wud such advantejez, if he had hapend tu pozes them, 
hay at all availd him in a kase leik this. Horor^ blank horor^ 
seezd him upon seeing a wuman, a yung wuman, a wuman ov 
kaptivatmg biuti^ whom God had adomd so emmentli with gifts 
ov person and ov meind^ breathing sentiments that tu him seemd 
fresh from the mintej ov hel. He kud hav apostrofeizd her (az 
long afterwardz he himself told me,) in the wurdz ov Shakspere's 
Juliet, 

fiintifhl tmrant ! feend anjelikal ! 

for he woz wun ov thoze who never think ov Eristianiti az the 
subjekt ov defens. Kud sunshein, kud leit, kud the gloriz ov 
the dawn, kail for defens ? Not az a thing tu be defended, but 
az a thing tu be interpreted, az a thing tu be iluminated, did 
Eristianiti ekzist for him. He, therefor, woz even more un- 
servisabel az a champion agenst the deliberet impeacher ov 
Eristian evidensez than mei reverend gardian. 

^^ Thus it woz that he himself eksplaind hiz own pozishon, in 
after dayz, hwen ei had reaeht mei siksteenth year, and vizited 
him on termz ov frendship az klose az kan ever hav ekzisted 
between a boi and a man abedi gray-heded. Him and hiz 
noizles parsonaje, the pensiv abode ov siksti yearz ov relijus 
reveri and ankoreitish self-deneial, ei hav deskreibd further on. 
In sum limited sens he belongz tu our literatiur ; for he woz, 
in fakt, the introdiuser ov Swedenborg tu this kuntri. Tu say 
that ov Mr Clowes woz, until lateU, but anuther way ov de- 
skreibing him az a deliriiis dreamer. At prezent (1853), ei 
prezium the reader tu be aware that Cambridge haz, within the 
last four yearz, unseteld and even revolushoneizd our estimate ov 
Swedenborg az a filosofer. That man, indeed, whom Emerson 
ranks az won amimgst hiz iner konsistori ovintelektiual poten- 
tates, kanot be the absolute treifler that Eant (who niii him onli 
beithe most trivial ov hiz pretenshonz) eighti yearz ago, supozed 
him. Ashuredli, Mr Clowes woz no treifler, but livd habitiuali 
a leif ov pouer, tho in a wurld ov relijus mistisizm and ov Apok- 
aliptik vizhonz.^' 

A leif ov pouer seemz hardli in keeping with the komon no- 
shon ov mistisizm. Clowes woz no more a mistik, in the vulgar 
sens, than he woz a treifler. He beleevd in the neames and 
influens ov the spiritiual wurld and its inhabitants, but not 
apart from the aktiv ekzershon ov reazon and komon sens. 

Anuther and more partikiular deskripshon ov the rektor and 
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rektori oy St John's iz given in De Qidncey's Literari Remi- 
nisenses ; hwere Clowes iz thus deskreibd :— 

'' He woz the most spiritiual-luking, the most saintli in out- 
ward aspektj OY all hiuman beSfngz whom ei hay n6n throughout 
leif. He woz rather tall, pale and thin; the most unfleshli, 
the most oy a sublimated spirit dweling alredi more than half 
in sum piurer wurld, that a poet kud hay imajind. He woz 
Alredi iged hwen ei ferst niii him, a klerjiman oy the Church 
ov England ; hwich may seem stranje in konekshon with hiz 
Swedenborjianizm ; but he woz houeyer so. He woz rektor ov 
a larj parish in a larj toun, the more aktiy diutiz oy hwich 
parish wer discharjd bei hiz kiuret ; but much oy the diutiz 
within the church wer stil discharjd bei himself, and with such 
eksemplari zeal, that hiz parishonerz afterwardz selebrating the 
fiftieth aniyersari or golden jubilee oy hiz apointment tu the 
living, went further than iz uzhual in giving a publik ekspreshon 
and a permanent shape to their sentiments oy luv and venera- 
shon. Ei am surpreizd, on reflekshon, that this yenerabel 
klerjiman shud hay been unyizited bei Episkopal senshur. 
Houeyer, mei frend kontiniud unyekst for a gud deal more than 
fifti yearz, enjoiing th&t peas, ekstemal az wel az internal, 
hwich, bei so eminent a teitel> belongd tu a spirit so evanjelikali 
meek and duy-leik. 

'' Ei menshon him cheefli for the sake oy deskreibing hiz 
interesting hous and hous-hold, so diferent from all hwich be- 
long tu this trubeld aje ; and hiz impresiy steil oy living. The 
hous seemd almost monastik, and yet it stud in the senter ov 
wun ov the larjest, biziest, noiziest tounz in England ; and the 
hole hous-hold seemd tu hav stept out ov their plasez in sum 
Vandyke, or sum Titian piktiur, from a forgoten sentiuri and 
anuther kleimet. On noking at the door, hwich ov itself seemd 
an outraje tu the spirit ov kweietnes hwich brooded over the 
plAse, you wer reseevd bei an anshent man-servant in the sober 
fiveri hwich belongd tradishonali tu Mr Clowes's famili ; for 
he woz ov a jentelman'z des^nt, and had had the most finisht 
^diukashon ov a jentelman. An anshent houskeeper woz ekwali 
yenerabel, ekwaU jentel in her deportment, kweiet in her moov- 
ments, and inaudibel in her tred. Wun or uther ov theze uper 
domestiks usherd wun intu sum room ekspresing bei its frir- 
nitiur, its piktiurz, and its kulord windowz, the solem trankwiliti 
hwich, for half a sentiuri, had reignd in th&t manshon. Amung 
the piktiurz ther woz more than wun ov St John, the beluved 
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aposel, bei Italian masterz. Neither the featiurz nor the ek»- 
preshon wer veri weid ot Mr Clowcs's own kountenans ; and 
wun meit hay imajind eazili, ^at the pinr^ saintli^ and cheild- 
-leik evanjeli^t had been wnns agen rekalld tn this erth, and thi». 
most kweiet ov manshonz woz sum sel in the eiland oy Patmos^ 
A krouning ornament tu the leibrari, or prinsipal room, woz, a 
sweet-toned oi^an^ at hwich mei venerabei firend redili sat domi 
and performd the miuzik oy anthemz az often az ei askt him, 
sumteimz akumpaniing it with hiz yois^ hwiqh woz tremiiiluj9 
£rom old aje^ but neither orijinali unmiiizikal oioa: (az mqit be 
perseevd) untraind, 

*^ Often from the storvz and uproarz oy this wnrld, ei hay 
lukt bak upon this most kweiet^ and ei beleey most inosent 
abode, (had ei sed saintlij^ ei shnd hardii hay erd,) kooekting; it 
in thought with the famus^ man^hon oy the Farrars/' 

De Quinc^ iz. puzdd with the fakt that ^^ wun so vxmUjk 
adornd bei all the akomplishments oy a hei-bred iantehoan, and 
wun so truli peius/* shud fall intu hwot he deskreibz. az " the 
grossnes^ almost the sensiualiti^ hwich apearz tu beseej the yizh^ 
onz oy Swedenborg/* He imajinz that Clowes led the. leif or 
a hermit, and in the. absens oy eni incident turelei^y theiaonot- 
oni oy hiz daili medita^honz, ** he rezorted tu Swedesbovg — 
relnktantli, perhaps, at the fei^ — az tu a buk oy fairi talez kon- 
ekted with luz profeshonal studio. And won thing^ ei «im bound 
tu ad, in kandor,, hwich may hay had its weight with him, th^t 
more than wuns, on kazhiuaU tojming oyer a yolium oy Swed- 
enborg, ei hay sertenii found most kiurius and feliaitus paseje^t 
ay koment— pasejez hwich ekstrakted a briKant meaning^ from 
numberz, serkumstanse?, or triyial insidents^ aparentli without 
signifikashon or objekt^ and gaye tu thingz without a plase or 
a habitashon in the kritik^s regard, a yaliu az heieroglifiks or 
kriptikal seiferz hwich struk me az elaboretli injeniiis. Tbi9 
aknolejment ei make, not so much in pndz oy Swedenbora^ 
whom ei must stil kontiniu to think a madman, az ixk ekskius 
for Mr Clowes.** 

We hay seen in a preyius p^, that this opinion woz chapje^;^ 
but it iz t^ be regreted that fie Quincey's hei opiaion oy the 
piur meind oy Clowes shud not hay indiiist him tu iiuy^stigat^ 
the supozed *^ grossnes and senjunaliti^^ oy a sistem oy hwich hc^ 
woz the cheef |)romulgater. 

If in ^^kazhiuali turning oyer ayoKum/* he foimd "briKawt 
meaning,^' hwere least ^pekted^ nieit not the ^'^osa and 
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BensiuaV pasejez — ^hwicli ar also found in the Holi Skriptiurz 
themselvz — be also kapabel ov a beter and piurer interpre- 
tashon ? St John himself^ akording tu a peius reiter^ iz open 
tu the same reproach az Swedenborg. " The Niu Jerusalem/' 
8e;B Dr Davidson, (^) " iz a piktiur ov the Old, gorjusli reno- 
vated and adomd ; showing that the Seer kud not divest him- 
self ov hiz narow and sensiuus eideaz/^ The defekt is not in the 
Seerz, but in thoze who see not. Thoze who ar akwainted with 
Swedenbprg's reitingz need not be remeinded that the ^^ vizh- 
onz'^ form but a veri small part ov them. The prinsipal wurk 
iz Bjx Ekspozishon ov the hiden spiritiual meaning ov the Buks 
by Jenesxs and Eksodus — ^buks in hwich may be found abun- 
dflns, ov ^' grossnes and sensiualiti/' if taken mereli in the 
'^ plain and obviiis sens/' but hwich, he showz, kontain Area- 
na Ct/Blestia ov divein wizdom. 

Clowes, tho keindli interested in the jning Pe Quincey, duz 
not apear tu hav found in him eni relish for heier than erthli 
qeiens. " Never in wun instans did he seek tu beias mei opinionz 
in this direkshon. Upon everi uther subjekt he trusted me 
l^onfidenshiali, and, notwithstanding mei boiish yearz, az hiz 
Qkwat Hiz regard for me, hwen thi^own bei aksident in hiz 
Tjraj:, had arizen upon hiz notis ov mei fervent simplisiti and 
m^ uniuzhual thoughtfiiln^s. Upon theze merits ei had gaind 
tlie onorabel distiiikshon ov a jeiiieral invlts^hon tu hiz hous, 
fdthout eksiepshon as tu dayz ai\d ourz, h^en fiu utherz kud 
^aat ov eni admishon at all. The komon ^ound on hwich we 
jpjet woz literatiur — ^more espeshiali the Greek and Boman liter- 
^t^ur. ; and much he ekzerted himself ^ in a spirit ov the piurest 
Kurtesi, tu xKieet mei animashon upon theze themez. But the 
interest on hiz part wpz too evidentli ^ sel^ondari interest in me, 
for whom he talkt, and not in the subjekt. He spoke much 
from memori, az it wer, ov thingz that he had wuns felt, and 
fitel from immediet simpathi with the author : and his animashon 
woz artifishial, tho hiz kurtesi, hwich prompted the efort, woz 
^he truest and mpst unafekted posibel/' Probabli the gud 
man, so ful ov heier thoughts than ever ente^d the meindz ov 
Greeks and Bomanz, and hard prest tu get through the labprz 
akiimuulating upon him, had tu uze sum self-t&neial tu giy 
Hiz atenshon tu this bukish boi. 

'' The konekshor^ between us," he kontiniuz, " must hav been 
iuteresting tu au obzerver, for, tho ei kanot say with Words- 

{]f) ^ Introdukshoa tu tha 3tudi OY thQ Nitt TeBtamenC' 
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worth, OY old Daniel and Uz grandsun, that ther wer neinti 
gud yearz ov fair and foul wether between ns, ther wer, hou- 
ever, siksti, ei imajin, at the least ; hweil, az a bond ov konek- 
shon, ther woz nuthing at all that ei n6 ov beyond a komon 
tendensi tu reveri, hwich iz a bad link for a «oMia/ konekshon. 
The litel ardor, meanteim, with hwich he had for meni yearz 
partisipated in the interests ov this wurld or all that it inherits, 
woz nou rapidU departing. Daili and konshusli he woz loosen- 
ing all teiz hwich bound him tu erlier rekolekshonz, and in 
partikiular, ei remember, bekauz the instans woz konekted with 
mei last farewel yizit, az it prooyd — ^that for sum teim he woz 
engajed daili in renounsing buk after buk ov klasikal literatiur, 
in hwich he had wuns taken partikiular deleit. Several ov 
theze, after taking a feinal glans at a fiu pasejez, tu hwich a 
pensil referens in the marjin pointed hiz eiz, he deliverd tu me 
az memorialz, in teim tu kum, ov himself. The last ov the 
buks given tu me under theze serkumstansez woz a Greek 
Odyssey, in Clark's edishon. ^^ This,'' sed he, '' iz nearli the 
sole buk remaining tu me ov mei klasikal leibrari, hwich, for sum 
yearz ei hav been dispensing amung mei frendz. Homer ei 
retaind tu the last, and the Odyssey bei preferens tu the Iliad ; 
both in kompleians with mei own taste, and bekauz this veri 
kopi woz mei chozen kompanion for evening amiuzment, diur- 
ing mei Freshman'z term at Triniti Kolej, Cambridge. . . . 
Your own favorit Greshian iz Euripides, but stU we must all 
valiu Homer. Ei, even, old az ei am, kud stil read him with 
deleit, and az loug az eni mereli hiuman kompozishon ought tu 
okiupei mei teim, ei shud hav made an eksepshon in behalf ov 
this solitari author. But ei am a soldier ov Kreist ; the enemi, 
the last enemi, kanot be far of; sarcinas colligere iz, at mei aje^ 
the wochwurd for everi faithftd sentinel, ourli to keep woch 
and word, tu wait, and tu be vijilant. This veri day ei hav 
taken mei farewel glans at Homer, for ei must no more be found 
seeking mei plezhur amung the wurks ov man ; and that ei 
may not be tempted tu break mei rezolushon, ei make over this 
mei last buk tu you ! " 

'' Wurdz tu tins efekt, uterd with hiz uzhual solemniti, akum- 
panid hiz gift, and at the same teim he aded, without eni sepa- 
ret koment, a litel poket Virgil —the wun edited bei Alekzander 
Cunningham, the biter antagonist ov Bentley — ^with a fiu anota^ 
shonz plased at the end. Tbe akt woz in itself a solem wun, 
Biunthmg leik taking the vail for a mm — a feinal abjuraahon 
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OY the wurld^z gidi ajitashonz. And yet tu him — alredi and 
for a long teim linkt so feebli tu enithing that kud be kalld the 
vurld^ and living in a sekluzhon so profound — ^it woz but az if 
an ankoreit shud reteir from hiz outer tu hiz iner sel. Me^ 
houever^ it imprest pouerfuli in after yearz ; bekauz this akt ov 
self-dedikashon tu the nekst wurld^ and ov parting from the 
intelektiual luksiuriz ov this, woz also in fakt, tho neither ov 
us niu it tu be such, the sene ov hiz feinal parting with meiself • 

" Immedietli after hiz solem speech, on prez^nting me with 
the Odyssey, he sat doun tu the oi^an, sang a him or two» then 
chanted pi^ ov the Liturji, and feinali, at mei rekwest, per- 
formd the anthem so wel n6n in the English Church servis — 
the Eolekt for the seventh Sunday afl«r Triniti — '^ Lord ov all 
pouer and meit/' It woz sumer, about half after nein in the 
evening, the leit ov day woz stil lingering, and just strong 
enuf tu iluminate the Krusifikshon, the Stoning ov the Pro- 
tomarter, and uther grand emblazonriz ov the Kristian, hwich 
adomd the rich windowz ov hiz leibrari. N6ing the erli ourz 
ov hiz hous-hold, ei nou reseevd hiz uzhual fervent adiii — 
hwich, without the wurdz, had the soimd and efekt ov a bene- 
dikshon — ^felt the worm preshur ov hiz hand, saw dimli the 
outlein ov hiz venerabel figiur, more dimli hiz saintli kounte- 
nans, and kwited th&t grashus prezens, hwich, in this wurld, ei 
woz destind never tu revizit. 

^^The neit woz wun ov the ferst half ov Julei, 1802, in the 
sekond half ov hwich, or veri erli in August, ei kwited skool 
klandestinli, and konsekwentli the neighborhud ov Mr Clowes/' 

Twenti-nein yearz afterwardz, hwen the run-away skoolboi 
had bekum seleorated az a reiter and an opiiim-eater, he saw in 
the paperz the deth ov hiz revered erli frend : " Holiest ov men 
whom it haz been mei lot tu meet. Yes, ei repeat, therti-feiv 
yearz hav past, and ei hav yet seen fiu men aproaching tu this 
venerabel klerjiman in paternal benigniti, nun sertenU in cheUd- 
-leik piuriti, apostolik holines, or in perfekt alienashon ov hart 
from the spirit ov the fleshli wurld. Ei hav deliniated the hab- 
its and karakter ov Mr Clowes at sum length, cheeili bekauz a 
konekshon iz rare and interesting between partiz so weidli asun- 
der in point ov aje — wun a skoolboi^ and the uther almost an 
oktojenarian : tu kwote a stanza from wun ov the most spiritiual 
skecnez ov Wordsworth : — 

We talkt with open hart and tung, 

afekshonet and free — 
a pair ot frendx, tho ei wos yimg, 

and Matthew leyenti-three/' 



i 
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The supozed oktojenariaa liad not yet. kompleted liiz, fifbi- , 
nemth year; the aktiual diferena ov yearz woz forti-twp ; but in 
mental aje and eksperiena the man woz^ no dout^ az far in 
advans ov the boi ajs the latpr imajind. 

De Quincey^a piktiureak yiuz bv the rektori ov St John's, 
remeind wun ov Turner's viua ov seneri. They ar not akiuret in 
a statistikal sens^ but giva truer ii)OLpreshon — ^konveythe reali es- 
enshial truth — ^more vividli than mereli mater-ov-fekt statements 
or fotografik viuz. De Quincey speaks ov the kulord window^ 
in the rektori leibrari, but thi3 ij^eem;s tu be kontrari tu the. 
literal truth. The impreahon on th^e meijud fi;om rekolekshonz 
after the laps qv therti yearz^ mi^ perhap0 be thus el^splaind : — I 

Diuring the French B^yolushoii ana the reign oy Atheizm^ 
hwen even the peius and patriotik Oberlin -^oz arest^d^ a. 
refiujee pree$t from Bouei^ found % home, for- several munths 
in the rektori ov St John's. The r^ktor woz v^ keind tu hfe 
Katholik bruther^ and a worm miutiual eateejtn seemz tu hay 
sprung up between them. Ai^er th^e reatorashoR ov order and 
relijon, hwen. the preeat retumd t\}^ i^ char]> he had tiji siuper- 
intend the wurk ov restoring loz churchy h.w;ich wpz a. veri old^ 
wun. In the restorashon li^^ found, that, a window reprezentins 
the entri ov Our Lord ii^tu, Jeruaaleni^ kud be diapenat witb^ 
and he thought he kuc( not teatifeihiz gratitiud tu the rektor oy 
St John's beter or more akseptabli thanbei sjsnding him az a 
prezent tuhiz beluved church this fein old glas.. (>) Az. sum 
teim el&pst after the areival oy the glas before its erekshon in 
the windowz ov the Churchy it ^peraz, not ixnprobabel that it 
meit be kept in the rektori leibrari, and be a^n there bei the 
yung De Quincey, The ]^iktiurz, alao,-r-th6t ov the Krusifik- 
shon^ aed tu he bei Caracci^ and the. Yeijin and Cheild^ by Mu- 
rillo, with utherz, — if not from Bpiuen^ or the properti ov the 
rektor, may hav foi^md part oy De Quincey's rekolekshonz oy 
'' the grand emblazonriz ov the Kristian hwioh adomd the 
rich windowz ov the leibrari." 

Ther woz, in jG^kt, no rektori hous belon^ng tu the parish* 
The rektor'z rezidens in St John's. Parade, d^skreibd bei Pe 
Quincey, woz a preiyet hous : it iz nou a Neit Aseilum. 

The neighborhud ov St John's haz. loiig ago lost all trasez oy 
its former jentiUti, hwen its rezidenta iakluded the Byroxos and 
uther important familiz, and the church wo;; so fashonabel az tu

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1)6 jokiularii kalld '^the karaje road tn heven/^from the number 
OY karajez atending it. 

The old oak three-deker pulpit haz been lateli remoovd. On 
its topmost stori the preacher kud be herd^ az wel az seen^ bei 
the siterz in the weid galeriz on either seid ov the church. Sum 
OY them had lisend tu him there^ and wocht his fein kountenans 
for more than fifti yearz. He ncYor okiupeid the reading-desk 
below ; prayrz wer red bei the kiuret. The rektor woz always 
preseded tu hiz pulpit and piu bei a silYer mase^ the gift oy 
Mr Byrom, the founder oy the diurch^ and stil tu be seen 
amung tiie reliks in the Yestri ; amungst hwich ar the piktiurs 
aluded tu bei De Quinoey^ a^d AUen's fein portrait oy Clowes. 
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CHAPTER 7. 
Preaching and Literati Wurk. 

Diuring the awful period hwich klozed the eighteenth and 
began the neinteenth sentiuri^ hwen wor, famin and pestilens 
rajed in the wake oy open infideiiti and veis^ and seemd tu 
tlureten the veri ekzistens ov soseieti, Clowes's patriotizm and 
zeal wer konspikiuus and urjent in detekting and uprooting 
the real sourse ov all the evil. Hiz diskoursez on the okazhonz 
OY nashonal fasts ar amung the most pouerful and elokwent 
prodnkshonz ot hiz pen, aud may be red with interest bei thoze 
not prepared tu take in hiz more spiritiual ekspozishonz oy Holi 
Bit. In wun preacht on March 4^ 1796^ he sez^ ^^Ei shud think 
ei il dezervd your konfidens, az apointed tu adres you on the 
prezent awful okazhon^ did ei draw over mei real sentiments eni 
vail OY disimiulashon^ so az tu konseal from you hwot apearz tu 
me tu be our great danjer^ and tu konstitiut the real ground 
OYJtist and alarming aprehenshon. It iz mei diuti^ therefor^ tu 
say^ — altho tu sum, ei am aware^ it may soxmd leik a harsh and 
severe truth, but, ei repeat it — ^it iz mei diuti tu say, and ei shud 
for ever reproach meiself for not saying, that we ar in more dan* 
jer Jrom ourselvz, at the prezent awful junktiur, than from our 
enemiz ; and that great az our distres may apear tu be bei reazon 
ov our ekstemal foez, we hav infinitli greater mischef tu dred 
from our own veisez, from our unfaithfulnes tu our God and tu 
thoze hevenli prinsipelz ov holines and truth hwich He haz been 
pleazd tu make n6n tu us in the everlasting Gospel. But it iz 
nesesari that ei shud eksplain meiself. 

^^ Az men, and more espeshiali az Elristianz, we ought tu n6 
and be konvinst that relijonand sound moralz konstitiut the vert 
veitalz ov everi state and kingdom upon erth ; insomuch that 
the rekordz ov histori do not furnish us with a singel instans ov 
eni nashon hwich haz long kontiniud tu be a nashon hwen thoze 
veitalz bekame korupted, nor ov eni nashon hwich seast tu be 
a nashon hweil thoze soursez ov its leif wer prezervd sound 
and unimpaird. The true reazon ov this iz bekauz hwere relijon 
and sound moralz ar, there God and Hiz providens ar also; 
and hwere God and Hiz providens ar, there, and there onli, iz 
blesing, sekiuriti, and prezervashon, hwether amung nashonz or 
individiualz. .... 
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'' The invazhony therefor^ hwich we hav prinsipali tu dred iz 
the invazhon ov i^fideliti, the inroad ov impeieti, landing upon 
our shorez their lejonz ov reisez, their bandz ov infernal per- 
awazhonz and kreimz^ tu prey upon the veri veitalz ov our kon- 
stitiushon^ bei destroiing in our fiEur eil all the remaining plants 
ov relijon and vertiu ; bei leading ub thus tu waje the most fatal 
OY all worz^ a wor with heven and its God, and therebei preklu- 
ding everi hope ot true peas, everi prospekt ov true prosperiti, 
either nashonal or individiual, either in this wurld or in th&t 
hwich iz tu kum/' He then goez on tu say, that hweil we avail 
ourselvz ov the skil ov our komanderz, the braveri and disipUn 
ov our troops, the strength ov our navi, and our meni natiural 
resoursez, we ought tu remember that theze ar but sekondari 
meanz ov our defens, and not the real ground ov our protekshon. 
'^ The moto, therefor, engraven at this teim on our standard ov 
protekshon, and also upon our harts, ought tu be that sentens 
ov reveald wizdom, ^' Ei wil not trust in mei bow, it iz not mei 
sword that shal help me; but Thou, O Lord, savest us firom our 
enemiz, and putest them tu shame that hate us/' 

The author adz in a note tu the printed sermon, ^' It apearz 
tu hav been a fundamental eror with the filosoferz so kalld, 
whoze sistem ov infideliti iz the sours ov all the teribel misehe& 
hwich at prezent desolate the Kristian wurld, that for wont ov 
aknolejing God in the person ov Jssus Christ, and aproaehing 
the eternal Father thus uneited with and made manifest in the 
Sun, they konfounded God with natiur, and lapst, almost ov 
nesesiti, intu the shoking idea that God and natiur ar wun. 
May we take woming bei their sad ekzampel I and may the 
prezent distres be a loud kail upon each ov us tu ekzamin who 
the God iz whom we wurship, hwether it be the vizhonari un- 
real God ov Voltaire, ov D'Alembert, ov Diderot, ov Helvetius, 
and the rest ov the impiiis sofists j or the Kristian God, who 
sez so emfatikali tu Hiz diseipelz, " Kum untu Me ; Ei am the 
way, the truth, and the leif : all pouer iz given untu Me in 
heven and on erth. He that seeth Me seeth the Father: 
without Me ye kan do nuthing/' 

Agen, in a sermon preacht Desember 21, 1800, on '^ The pre- 
zent skarsiti, its kauzez, and its kiur,'' he distingwishez between 
the obviiis sekondari serkumstansez ov wether, ets., and the 
more remote but preimari and real kauzez ov the skarsiti. '^ Hwot 
Kristian kanot see that it iz God, and Gt)D alone, who kontrolz 
the fruitfulnes ov the erth j who ' kauzez the graa tu grow for

the \^tAf aaid herb for the aervis ov man, that Hb liMf Imng 
forth food out ov tiie erth ; ' and that it iz God also, and Cf^0 
alone, who in leik maner kontftkbi tiie meindz and thoughts ov 
Hiz peepel, and duz not, therefor, permit the kounselz ov the 
wiked tu promote their evil purposez, eksept so fiir as thoze pul*- 
posez may be renderd subservient tu the heier purposez ov Hi» 
own eternal and all-blesing kounselz ? '* 

A note tu the printed sermon thus aludez tu the outkrei 
raizd agenst the kom-dealerz, who had been akiuzd ov artifish- 
iali making skarsiti and hei preisez. ^^ Houever dispozed the 
author may be tu admit the nesesiti and the onorabelnes ov the 
emploiment ov thoze whoze biznes it iz tu suplei the komiuniti 
with the fiTiits ov the erth, and houever wiling he may also be 
tu impiiit the prezent skarsiti rather tu the unproduktivnes ov 
the late harvest than tu the disonesti ov thoze who ar dealerz in 
it ; yet let it not be thought that on this akount he iz eni advo- 
kate for th&t disonesti, if it shal be found tu ekzist. So far from 
it, he thinks it hiz diuti tu take the prezent oportiuniti ov de- 
klaring hiz unrezervd opinion, that az no kreim kan be supozed 
ov a blaker dei than for a man tu enrich himself at the ekspens 
ov the helth and kumforts ov hiz indijent neighborz and their 
starving familiz, so no kreim kan be more shure tu draw doun 
sooner or later on the hed ov the perpetrator everi spesheez ov 
the most teribel yet just jujments/' 

Voliumz ov Clowes^s sermonz meit be sercht for eni pasej 
leikli tu giv ofens bei harshnes ov langwej or severiti ov jujment ; 
but in a sermon preacht, March 12, 1801, on the okazhon ov a 
jeneral fast, the preacher'z abhorens ov the infideUti and anarki 
prevailing in France, feindz vent in more than hiz uzhual ene)ji 
and wormth ov ekspreshon. 

" The wor,'^ he sez, '^ in hwich we ar engajed iz stil a konten- 
shon ov order agenst anarki and konfiuzhon : it iz stil a dredfiil 
strugel hwich iz tu determin hwether we wil adopt the detestabel 
maksim ov our enemiz, and say "ther iz no God who guvemz 
the erth,' or wil yet ofer otifselvz tu be geided bei th^t eternal 
wizdom ov the Most Hei, hwich deklatez, ^ Shal not God avenj 
Hiz own elekt, hwich krei day and neit untu him ?' 

'^ Let us, then, make no skrupel tu atou our adversariz this 
just komendashon, that they akt in perfekt konsistensi with 
their prinsipelz : they hav adopted a dredful sistem ov infideliti, 
and infideliti leadz, bei direkt konsekwens, tu all posibel 
profligasi ov manerz : hweil, therefor, 4;hey ar ambishus, kruel. 
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rapashus^ unjust, Irafti, and ded tu everi sentiment ov true 
vertiu, their kondukt iz onii sucli az meit reazonabli be eks- 
pekted fix)m them ; the kurent hwich must nesesarili flow from 
such a founten-hed ; the fruit hwich wud natiurali grow on such 
a tree/' 

The severiti ov this pasej seemz tu hav drawn a remonstrans 
'from a valiud frend, tu whom the preacher thus repleiz : — 

"Manchester, June 15, 1801. 

" Mel veri dear Ser, — ^Tho prevented hithertu bei multipleid 
engajements from seting pen tu paper, ei hav felt a partikiular 
ankzeieti tu return a speedi anser to your last keind favor, lest 
you shud supoze that the freedom hwich you take in kritiseizing 
the Sermon ei sent you had given ofens, and chekt frendli kom- 
iunikashon. This, ei ashure you, iz so far from being the kase, 
that ei hav felt the kord ov afekshon drawn much kloser sins ei 
reseevd your keind reproof: and ei trust you wil beleev me 
hwen ei say that ei shalever esteem it wun ov the shurest marks 
pv your frendship and regard, that you uze the same freedom in 
fiutiur. Hwen'Chariti i^enshurz, it ought tu inspeir chariti, bei 
humbling us under a sens ov the eror hwich kud put chariti tu 
80 much pain, hwether the eror be real or aparent. It iz not mei 
wish or intenshon tu enter intu eni justifikashon ov the eks- 
preshonz tu hwich you obj&t. Hwot ei hav riten, ei hav riten ; 
and if it givz ofens, or duz injuri tu eni wel-dispozed meind, ei 
hm hartiU sori for it. But hwen you say that your objekshon 
tu the meaning ov thoze ekspreshonz iz grounded upon the ferst 
vers ov the seventh chapter ov St Matthew, " Juj not that ye 
be not jujd,'' ei konfes ei kanot see that your objekshon haz eni 
ground tu stand upon ; sins the presept ov Jesus Chrtst, akord 
ing tu the testimorii ov Emanuel Swedenborg, kanot in eniweiz 
be ment tu ekstend tu jujment respekting eniwun'z moral and 
fiivil leif in the wurld, but tu jujment respekting eniwun'z spir- 
itiual and selestial leif (s6e C. L. 528) . Ei am ov opinion, 
therefor, mei dear Ser, that we ar aloud bei the lawz ov Jesus 
Christ, and that it iz okazhonali an important diuti impozed on 
us, tu reprezent bad men az they apear tu be, and even tu giv 
them namez akording tu such a^earans, proveided we do not 
medel with their eternal states befbre God, or giv a jujment 
separet from chariti. For if we did not thus juj the moral and 
sivil kondukt ov each uther, there iz everi reazon tu beleev that 
the wiked and il-dispozed wud sukseed beter in their korupt 
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purposez^ for wont ov nesesari kaushon on the part ov thoze 
whom they wish tu ensnare^ and who kan onli be put upon 
their gard bei teimli notis^ and severe senshur ov the korup- 
shonz tu hwich they ar ekspozed/' 

For several Mowing yearz^ hweil the skurj ov wor woz sweep- 
ing over the kontinent ov Europe, publik fasts wer frekwent^ and 
wer az often " improovd *' bei the rektor ov St John's, for en- 
forsing thoze prinsipelz ov reitiiisnes, hwich alone kan kiur the 
evilz that ar the real kauz ov worz. In 1803 he preacht on 
^^ the kombeind diutiz ov the sitizen and ov the Ejristian in the 
prezent awful kreisis/' The tekst woz, '^ Hold Thou me up, 
and ei shal be safe /' which the preacher ekspoundz in hiz uzhual 
thuro and luminus way ; inkweiring hwot iz ment bei bemg 
held up, and hwerein iz real safeti. '^ Our prezent danjer,'' he 
sez, ^^ iz not th&t tu hwich we ar ekspozed either fix)m the swordz 
ov our foez, or from the los ov our trade : for ther iz a danjer 
infinitli more formidabel than theze ; a real danjer, bekauz it iz 
a danjer hwich thretenz our total separashon from the sourse ov 
all blis and all sekiuriti ; . . . th&t danjer iz the wont ov the 
fear ov God in our land ; the danjer ov a kompshon ov moralz, 
ov a defekt ov publik and preivet vertiu, ov a sekret but unhapi 
deklein from the kounselz ov the Most Hei/' 

On anuther similar okazhon he sez that '^ everi deviashon from 
the spirit and the piuriti ov evanjelikal leif, hweil it remoovz 
us from the protekshon ov Heven, konverts aparent danjer intu 
real ; yea, it kreates danjer hwere ther iz nun, bei konfederating 
us with the onli formidabel enemiz, the pouerz ov darknes/' 
Further on he argiuz, that the soldier who feits agenst the ene- 
miz ov hiz kuntri, without being ferst ekserseizd in the use ov 
spiritiual weponz agenst the enemiz ov hiz salvashon, • . . 
insted ov feiting in defens ov hiz kuntri, iz reali feitmg agenst 
it, and iz even in konfederasi with its foez, sins, houever hiz 
handz may be emploid, hiz hart iz for ever opozing thoze hevenli 
prinsipelz ov leif and konversashon, ov wizdom, vertiu, and 
peieti, hwich ar the onli shure bulwarks ov hiz kuntri'z welfare/* 

Worz ar amung the evilz permited bei Divein Frovidens az 
inevitabel in man'z prezent evil state, and wil onli sees az the 
selfish lusts from hwich they spring ar subdiud. . It wud seem 
az if the wikednes ov men must be suferd tu feindvent in open 
veiolens, and be seen and felt in its fearful konsekwensez, be- 
fore they wil turn from their evil wayz. And until hevenli 
wizdom and luv hav obtaind sufishent pouer in a nashon^ tu 
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prevent hostil at£ks bei prudens and frendli interkourse^ it iz 
permited tu rezist forse bei forse, if nesesiti areiz. With theze 
viuz John Clowes woz chaplen tu the Manchester Volunteerz, 
and on the 9th Aprils 1804^ adrest the Ferst £atalion on the 
konsekrashon ov their kulorz. He speaks tu them az ^^ thoze 
who hay onorabli and voluntarili devoted themselvz^ in the 
prezent awful kreisis, tu the defens ov their kuntri, bei the 
use ov armz '/^ and he telz them that " everithing most dear tu 
us iz at stake^ our lawz, our libertiz, our leivz, our relijon, and 
our veri ekzistens az a peepel. £ut this iz not all ; for with the 
lawz, the libertiz^ the relijon^ and the ekzistens ov this kingdom^ 
ar konekted, under Providens, the pees and prosperiti, the hapi- 
nes and wel-bei'ng^ the arts and opiulens ov the hole sivileizd 
wurld ; and this, not ov the prezent jenerashon onli, but ov the 
most remote posteriti ; so that it remainz with us tu determin 
(under God) in hwot kondishon the fiutiur rase ov mankeind 
shal be bom and liv/' 

The folowing munth, on the okazhon ov a jeneral fast, he 
agen enlarjez on the real safeti ov nashonz, argiuing that ^^ he 
iz the most abel and the most valiant champion in defens ov hiz 
kuntri, who takes the greatest painz tu reform hiz own hart and 
leif fipom all thoze disorderz hwich ar opozit tu God. Ei wud 
not/^ he kontiniuz, " be understud here az intending eni reflek- 
shon on the profeshon ov armz, or on thdt onorabel zeal hwich 
so meni here prezent hav laudabli manifested in the use ov them 
tu protekt their kuntri. All ei mean tu say iz, that evanjelikal 
vertiu iz a shurer nashonal gard than the most distingwisht mili- 
tari skil or militari zeal without it, and that therefor the humbel 
penitent at the throne ov the Divein grase, who sinsereli laments 
hiz sinz, and laborz for propishiashon, iz fairli enteiteld tu the 
nobel joi ov reflekting, that he iz administering in the most 
efikashus maner, tu the protekshon and prosperiti ov his kuntri, 
and th&t for this plain reazon, bekauz he iz engajing on hiz kun- 
tri'z seid thdt Onmipotent Arm ov hyrich it iz riten, ^^ Thou 
hast a meiti arm, strong iz thei hand, hei iz thei reit hand. Ei 
wil beat doun hiz foez before hiz fase, and plague them that 
hate him.'' 

Tho the okazhonz ov Jeneral Fasts wer but too komon 
diuring the awful kareer ov Bonaparte, ther wer okazhonal 
Thanksgivingz for viktori. In a sermon preacht on such an 
okazhon, the 5th Desember, 1805, the great naval viktoriz and 
deth ov Nelson ar thus aluded tu : ^' It may posibli apear tu 
6 
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sum ov mei hearers^ az a sad drawbak on all theze motivz tu 
konsolashon and thankfolnes^ that onr viktoriz hay been bought 
at so dear a preis^ and that a gloom haz been kast over the 
splendor ov konkwest bei the fall ov th&t ilustriiis komander^ 
raizd up bei Providens tu defend hiz kuntri bei hiz kurej, and 
tu reform her bei hiz ekzampel. And indeed^ hwen we reflekt 
upon the wunderful talents ov thdt great instrument ov our 
suksesez ; hiz skil in enterpreiz, and hiz valor in its eksekiushon ; 
and abuv all, th&t unfeignd peieti hwich led him, even in the 
moment ov treiumf, tu giv the glori tu Him tu whom it properli 
belongd, . . . and then rekolekt that hiz breit and benefi«> 
sent sun iz set ; it iz imposibel for us az men, not tu shed the 
tear ov simpathi over the departiur ov such a blaze ov splendor, 
ov digniti, and ov dez^rt. But stil the seriiis kwestion remains 
tu be askt and anserd, Hou ought we tu be afekted on this 
okazhon az Kristianz ? " The preacher then goez on tu anser 
this kwestion ; refering tu Elijah's mantel taken up bei Elisha^ 
and tu Samson's deth being more fatal tu hiz enemiz than all 
the viktoriz ov hiz leif. " The leik konsekwensez may rezult 
from the deth ov our Samson, whoze konkwqsts in th&t fatal 
our, aded tu the ekzampel ov hiz unrezervd submishon tu the 
wil ov heven, may probabli proov more destruktiv tu the foez ov 
hiz kuntri, and more benefishial tu its interests, than even the 
repetishon ov hiz viktoriz, the surveival ov hiz talents, and the 
personal influens ov hiz endearing prezens and hiz komanding 
vertius/' Lord Collingwood'z despach anounsing the viktori 
ov Trafalgar iz thus ^uded tu : " We rejois that the distin- 
gwisht instruments ov our late viktoriz . . . aded tu the 
glori ov konkwest this heier and heiest glori, tu askreib all the 
praiz untu God, in thoze ever memorabel wurdz, ^ It has pleazd 
the Almeiti Dispozer ov events tu grant tu hiz Majesti'z armz 
a komplete and gloriiis viktori/ '^ 

Yearz afterwardz, on the okazhon ov publik thanksgiving for 
the restorashon ov pees, Mr Clowes preacht with the fervor tu 
be ekspekted in such a man on such an okazhon, Refering 
tu the sufering ov the peepel ov Leipzig in konsekwens ov the 
French okiupashon and subsekwent batelz, he apeak tu hit 
audiens, '^ Let us not forget the wonts ov thoze who ar destitiut 
bei the ravegez ov thdt veri wor, tu the suksesful isiu ov hwidl> 
under Providens, we ar indeted for our prezent sekiuriti. . . 
Let us konvins both ourselvz and the wurld around us, that we 
deem no glori so great, no joi so transendent, no prosperiti so 
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gratifenngy az tn strech out the hand ov benefisens tu the poor 
and needi^ and tu endevor tu releey the wonts ov uthen/^ 

Sum 0¥ the Sermouz preacht on speshial okazhonz wer print- 
ed at the teim bei rekwesfc ov the kongregashon ; but the ferst 
▼olium ov Clowes^g Serraonz woz publisht in 179ft, and woe 
folowd bei a kompanion voHum in 1796. Theze voliums ar 
smaller than thoze hyrich folowd, and ar nou seldom tu be met 
with. The ferst onli haz been reprinted, in the uzhual 8vo seiz. 
It kontainz the Sermonz on a '^ True Faith and its serten seinz/' 
i&ording tu Mark 16. 17, 18. The sekond volium kontainz 
the Sermonz on the " Hous-holder who Planted a Vinyard.*' 
The Sermonz on the ^^ Kail and Deliverans ov the Izraeleits 
from Egypt '^ wer publisht in 1803 : thoze on the " Maraje ov 
the King'z Sun/' in 1812, " The Lord'z Prayr and the Ten 
Komandmentt,'' in 1816. Thoze on the ^^ Beatitiudz,'' and the 
" Ten Verjinz '^ wer publisht after the author'z reteirment from 
Manchester. A volium ov Miselaniiis Sermonz woz publisht 
after biz deth. 

In speit ov sum manerizm and, nou, antikwated frazioloji, 
ther iz a depth ov wizdom, and a fervensi ov luv in Clowes's 
Sermonz, hardli tu be foimd in the leik kombinashon elshwere. 
In all ov them, the reader, unakustomd tu a seriiis and miniut 
konsiderashon ov the wurdz ov Holi Skriptiur, wil be astonisht 
tu diskuver a depth ov meaning and instrukshon hwich never 
okurd tu him before. Thus, in each ^^ Beatitiud,'' the partikiular 
Uesing iz shown tu be pekiuliarli and nesesanli the rezult ov 
the * partikiular kwoliti hwich kallz it forth and reseevz it. 
Whei the pvwr in hart shal see God, may not be difikult tu per- 
ae€v ; but hou the meek, ov all utherz, ar blest with inheriting 
the erth, iz not so eazili understud. The meek ar sertenli not 
the keind ov peepel who jenerali gain the leion'z share ov the 
wurld'z gift** But the ixiheritans ov the erth iz shown tu be a 
fiff more vaUuabel gift than eni at the dispozal ov the Tempter, 
(Luke 4. 6,) and tu be the espeshial blesing ov the meek. 
Ekwali streiking iz the eksplanashon ov the variiis " Seinz ov a 
True Faith r^' tiie taking up serpents, and uther seinz men- 
shond in the tekst, ar shown tu be striktli true and ov universal 
aplikashon. 

The New Church doktrinz had been proklaimd fix)m a Meth* 

odist pulpit at Stroud, in Gloucestershire, az erli az 1788, 

and so great woz the sensashon made that sum ov the hearers 

ireported that an anjd tram heven had kum tu tel them thingz 

6« 
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they had never herd ov before. " Ay/* sed the preacher, '' and 
before twelv munths ar over the same peepel wil make me out 
the veri revers/* And this, akordingli, kame tu pas az soon az 
their own preacherz diskuverd the chanel ov the "anjePz'' 
inspirashon. 

Sum yearz afterwardz Clowes preacht in the parish church, 
on the Sole Diviniti ov the Lord ; and woz folowd in the after- 
noon bei the rezident klerjiman, who, choozing the same subjekt, 
kontradikted all that had been advanst in the morning. Ov 
kourse Mr Clowes did not agen ofer tu preach at Stroud ; but at 
hiz nekst vizit, hwen the same klerjiman rekogneizd him in a 
piu, he woz unabel tu proseed with the servis, broke doun, and 
had tu leav the church. 

Hwich, if eni, ov the printed sermonz gave ofens, duz not 
apear; but ther iz wun dated 1809, tu hwich the folowing note 
iz apended : — 

^' The author having reazon tu suspekt that the ofens taken at 
this sermon, diuring the teim ov its being preacht, woz grounded 
on hiz eksoltashon ov the Kristian Redeemer tu Divein Siu- 
premasi, az here stated, begz leav tu kail tu hiz reader'z rekol- 
ekshon sum ov thoze pasejez in the Sakred Skriptiurz hwere 
this siupremasi iz more distinktli pointed out.'* He then kwotes 
Isaiah 43. 11, 14; 9.6; and meni uther pasejez from the 
Profets and Gospelz, and referz for the further diskushon ov 
the subjekt tu hiz " Leterz tu the Christian Observer. '^ 

The ofens, in this instans, woz an ilustrashon, and bei no 
meanz an unfrekwent wun, ov the truth ov twot Swedenboi^ 
sez ov the litel buk that John woz told tu eat (Rev. 10. 9, 10), 
nameli, that the aknolejment ov the Lord az the Savier and 
Redeemer iz eazi and plezant ; but tu own Him az the God ov 
heven and erth, and Hiz Manhud divein, iz unplezant and difi- 
kult ; bekauz ov the fols doktrin ov faith alone, and beleef in 
Jesus az onli the Sun ov God, and not God himself manifest 
in the flesh. 

Both in hiz Sermonz, and on all uther okazhonz, hwen the 
doktrinz ov Faith and the Kristian^z Hope wer diskust, John 
Clowes alwayz held up Chariti az the greatest ov the three. So 
much so, that at a meeting in London, hwich he atended for 
the purpos ov urjing Hindmarsh and hiz frendz not tu forsake 
their muther-churchez, he laid so much stres upon Chariti, that 
a person prezent remarkt, after the meeting, that Clowes kud 
sound but the kukoo note, Chariti, Chariti. This being related. 
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sez Hindmarsh, at tHe nekst meeting, wun ov the memberz 
repleid, that ^* ii the sound ov the kukoo wer indeed herd in the 
land, it woz sertenli a sein ov spritiffJ' (*) 

The krei ov Chariti woz seazonabel; at thdt teim Clowes^s vois 
woz not monotonus : hiz song kontaind the tripel kord ov Faith, 
Chariti and Just wurks. Hiz reitingz ar a sufishent proof ov 
the richnes and harmoni ov hiz filosofi :— 

Diyein filoeofi ! 
Not harsh and krahed, az dul foolz supoze ; 
hut miuzikal az iz Apollo's lute, 
and a perpetiual feast oy nektard sweets. 

Dear tu the hart ov John Clowes wer the leinz ov hiz erli 
firend John Byrom — 

Faith, Hope, and Luy wer kwestiond hwot they thought 

oy fiutiur glori, hwioh Relijon taut. 

Nou Faith beUevd it fermli tu he true, 

and Hope ekapekted so tu feind it too : 

Luy anserd, smelling, with unkonshus glow, 

** BeUev ! ektpekt ! ei no it tu he so."

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CHAPTER 8. 
77le JSawkstone Meeting. 

The New Church Soseietiz in London, Manchester^ and els- 
hwere^ hwich had formd a distinkt niu denominashon^ had for 
sum yearz past held an aniual Konferens for kondukting the 
afairz ov the Church ; hwen, in 1806, sum ov the uther reseererz 
ov Swedenborg's testimoni, who konsiderd it inekspedient tu 
kwit the relijus bodiz tu hwich they belongd, thought much 
benefit meit rezult from meeting yearli in a kweiet way, for 
miutiual edifikashon in the doktrin and praktis ov faith and 
chariti and reitiiisnes ov leif. The plase chozen for the propozed 
gathering woz Hawkstone Park in Shropshire, the seat ov the 
anshent famili ov Rowland Hill. A homeli in standz at wun 
ov the entransez tu the Park, and here, on the 8th tu the 11th 
Julei 1806, woz held the ferst ov a sereez ov aniual meetingz, 
hwich kontiniud for more than half a sentiuri, tu theinestimabel 
benefit ov all who wer privilejd tu atend them. The objekts ov 
the meeting az set forth in its ferst report wer, ^^ Tu cherish 
miutiual gud-wil and chariti, wuntowardz anuther; tu diskus 
such subjekts az meit apear ov importans tu the reizing New 
Church, and tu enjoi the gratifikashonz tu be dereivd from viu- 
ing the biutiful seneri ov Hawkstone Park.^* Thus the three 
Degreez, akording tuNew Church filosofi, the Selestial, the Spi- 
ritiual and the Natiural, wer all tu be nurisht. And so they 
wer, in such a hapi union az kan rareli be found in this wurld. 
The luvli seneri ov Hawkstone, unsurpast bei eni uther In- 
glish park, the plezhurz ov soshial interkourse and leivli konver- 
sashon, even the lowest ov all the plezhurz, thdt ov the cheerful 
and wel-spred tabel, — all theze abundantli refresht the natiural 
man. The spiritiual woz animated and strengthend bei the 
reading and diskushon ov the Wurd ov God, in the leit thrown 
upon its truthz bei the reitingz ov Swedenborg ; and the Seles^ 
tial, the hart's afekshonz, found koresponding nurishment in 
the Bred ov Heven richli dispenst, and the piur miutiual luv, 
hwich gatherd strength day bei day, til the solem kloze ov the 
meeting, hwen everi hart woz fid ov chariti and ov thankfulnes 
tu the Lord, the Divein Giver ov everi blesing. 

The ferst ov theze hapi Meetingz woz the okazhon ov anuther 
memorabel event. On the kompleshon — about the same teim 
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the Hawkstone Meeting woz proposed^— oy the translashon ov 
the Arkana Cceleitia, the translater'z frendz and admeirerz wer 
dezeims ov testifeiing their grateful sens ov hiz servisez^ and 
their hei regard for hiz karakter, bei prezenting him with snm 
apropriet gift. This woz kweit unn6n tu Mr Clowes^ az wel az 
the aranjement made for the prezentashon tu take plase at the 
Hawkstone Meeting. 

The kumpani^ between 30 and 40^ asembeld on Tiuzday after- 
noon^ hwen a chairman woz apointed^ and the objekts ov the 
meeting wer deklared. The nekst morning after brekfast, Mr 
Clowes found himself siting between the two jentelmen who had 
akted az hiz amaniuensez^ with three uther jentelmen plased 
immedietU opozit. Prezentii the two yungest ladiz ov the parti 
kame forward and prezented him with a golden kup and kuver^ 
bearing an inskripshon az folowz : — 

" Tu the Her. Mr CLOWES, A.M., 
Bektor or St John's, Mancheeter, and late Felow oy Trin. Coll., Cambriige. 

▲.D. 1806. 
''This tribiut oy afekshonet esteem woz prez6nted bei the lurerz or the jeniuin 
doktrinz oy Eristianiti, tu ekspres their grateful rekol^hon oy hiz disinterested 
and inde&tigabel ekzershonz az a zelus promoter, an abel defeader, and a faithful 
translator oy the Theolojikal Reitingz oy the Hon. Emanuel Swedenborg." 

On the prezentashon ov the kup bei the yung ladiz^ the jen- 
telman opozit Mr Clowes adrest nim in a speech ekspresiv ov 
the worm atachment and grateful feelingz ov hiz frendz^ and 
their dezeir that he wud aksept th&t kup az a sleit testimonial ov 
their regard. A silver kup woz then prezented^ with apropriet 
adresez^ tu each ov the jentelmen who had akted az aman- 
iuensez.(^) 

Mr Clowes woz so overhwelmd bei this unekspekted akt ov 
keindnes^ that he woz unabel tu uter a singel wurd in replei. 
The same woz the kase with wun ov hiz asistants, but the uther^ 
having more teim tu kolekt hiz thoughts^ aknolejd the gift in a 
spirited speech. 

At this meeting the folowing Deklarashon woz made : — " We, 
the underseind, being met at Hawkstone Park, for the purpos 
ov cherishing gud-wil and chariti, ar unanimus in adopting the 
folowing Deklarashon ov the Manchester Soseieti, az eksprest in 
their last Aniual Report, and konseev it may be advantajus tu 
the interests ov the New Church that it may be adopted univer- 
sali, nameli : — 

" ^ That all ought tu be regarded az memberz ov the Lord'z 

1. J, W. Salmon, Esq. and Nathaniel Shelmerdine, Esq. 
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New Church, who beleev in the sole diviniti ov Jesus Christ, 
and in the internal sens ov Hiz Holi Wurd, az reveald tu Hiz 
servant Emanuel Swedenborg, and who liv a leif akording tu 
the Dekalog, bei shuning evilz az sinz agenst th&t great and holi 
God ; and that everiwun ought tu be left at perfekt liberti tu 
uze hiz own ekstemal formz ov wurship, hwether in the Estab- 
lishment or out ov it, and thus be jujd from hiz leif and kon- 
versashon, rather than from seremoniiis obzervansez/ '* 

In the evening ov the same day, the Kumpani red the Chris^ 
tian Observer's kritisizm ov Clowes's trakt, " A fin plain anserz 
tu the Kwestion, Hwei do you reseev the Testimoni ov Baron 
Swedenborg ?'' and the report rekordz their satisfakshon that the 
Editerz kud feind no stronger argiuments agenst thdt publika- 
shon. Mr Clowes, houever, repleid, and defended himself agenst 
the Observer's charj ov abeting Deizm, Sosinianizm and SabeU 
ianizm, and the reproach for kontiniuing tu ofishiate az a bene- 
fist klerjiman in the Church ov England, hweil holding and 
promulgating the doktrinz ov Swedenborg. Hiz ^^ Leterz tu 
the Editerz ov the Christian Observer" wer publisht in Desem- 
ber this year. In them he argiuz that ther iz no such kon- 
tradikshon between the doktrinz ov Swedenborg and thoze ov 
the Church, fairli interpreted, az tu render a separashon from 
her komiimion beinding on the konshens. The Church rekog- 
neizez the Diviniti ov Christ, and a Triniti in Uniti; so duz 
Swedenborg ; the Church teachez the nesesiti and merit ov the 
suferingz and deth ov Christ ; so duz Swedenborg. Ther iz no 
obligashon upon a klerjiman tu interpret theze doktrinz in wun 
partikiular maner. ^^ Konseming Justifikashon bei faith alone, 
it haz been proovd that the Church ov England iz at varians 
with herself on this subjekt ; sins, housoever in her Artikelz and 
Homiliz she may pres such a doktrin, yet in her Liturji, it iz 
plain, she enforsez the doktrin ov justifikashon bei chariti and 
gud vmrks, Ei konklude, therefor, that mei pekiuliar viuz ov 
the doktrinz ov Kristianiti suplei no konshienshus reazon for 
kwiting mei stashon and ofis in the Church ov England, but on 
the kontrari beind &ster upon me the weighti obligashon ov 
submiting tu the reluktansez ov preivet jujment, rather than 
disturb the Church with sizm, giv berth tu a sektarian spirit, 
and remoov meiself from the sfere ov usefalnes in hwich the 
Divein Providens haz been pleazd tu plase me. And ei wil ven- 
tiur tu asert yet further, that if your rule ov skrupiulus kon- 
shens wer tu be jenerali apleid, and all the bishops and kleiji 
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ov the Churcli ov England wer konipeld tu submit tn its au- 
thoriti, the Church wud soon be left destitiut ov her ministerz ; 
sins it iz mei ferm beleef^ that ther iz skarseli tu be found a 
singel klerjiman in the United Kingdom^ who iz in all respekts 
peifektli satisfeid az tu the ekzakt rektitiud ov the doktrin, the 
disiplin^ and wurship ov the Church in hwich he ministerz/^ 

He then goez on tu show the unskriptiural and sandi founda- 
shon on hwich the so-kalld Evanjelikal skool, ov hwich the 
Christian Observer woz the organ, atempt .tu bild the Kristian 
Church. 

"If ther be wun sein more signal and tremendus than 
anuther ov the darknes hwich at this day overspredz the fase ov 
the Kristian Church, and konsealz from its viu the breit leit 
ov the eternal Truth, it apearz tu me tu be this, that after the 
multipleid and ekspres deklarashonz ov the sakred Skriptiurz 
on the point ov justifikashon, it shud stil be maintaind bei eni 
who profes tu beleev in thoze Skriptiurz, that man izjttstifeid 
bei faith alone. For let us hear nou hwot the sakred Skriptiurz 
say on this veri interesting subjekt, and hweil their authoriti 
determinz the kwestion in ajitashon, let it seilens all the vain 
reazoningz ov ignorans and eror. Ei shal onli adius the folow- 
ing pasejez out ov a thouzand hwich meit be adiust : ^ Everi 
tree hwich bringeth not forth oud fruit iz hiun doun and 
kast intu the feir/ Matthew 7. 19-21/* Thenfolow a number 
ov uther teksts, prooving that men ar jujd and reworded akord'- 
ing tu their vmrks, az in Mat. 16. 27; Rev. 20. 12, and meni 
uther plasez. After lamenting the bleindnes kauzd bei pervert- 
ing and folsifeiing the Truth, the reiter goez on : " It iz evident 
then, from the universal tenor and testimoni ov the Wurd ov 
God, that justifikashon bei faith alone iz an artikel ov beleef 
hwich haz no ground ov truth tu stand upon, being wun ov 
thoze vizhonari and pemishus tenets hwich abound more or lea 
in all korupt churchez, and hwich the Savier ov the wurld repro- 
bates in th&t strong rebiuk tu the Jewish rulerz, hwere he sez, 
'Ye hav made the Wurd ov God ov nun efekt bei your tra- 
dishon/ and agen, ^Houbeit in vain do they wurship me, 
teaching for doktrinz the komandments ov men.' " 

Theze leterz ar dated Manchester, Desember 8, 1806. 

Diuring the same year, a diskushon aroze on the kwestion. 
With hwot Bodi did the Lobd reia from the sepulker ? Az the 
Lord apeard tu be, leik eni uther man, in a material or erthli 
bodi, and it woz konsiderd imposibel that enithing erthli kud 
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as^d tu Heven^ bekum invizibel^ or apear in a room^ '^ the 
doorz 1>emg sliut/' stil les, bekum aktiuali Divein^ az Svreden- 
borg teachez^ it woz held bei sum^ that the krusifeid Bodi oy 
the Sayier woz disperst^ hweil in the sepnlker; and bei utherz, 
that it woz disipated or konsiumd in Hiz asenshon^ az meit be 
imajind tu hay been the kase with the bodi ov Elijah. Utherz, 
on the kpntrari^ held that the Lord^ bemg the Almeiti Kreateb 
Himselfy kud^ and did uneit in Hiz manifested Person even 
order and degree ov ekzistens^ doun tu the elements ov hwich 
the material univers iz formd. Clowes apearz tu hav held this 
viu^ and that the Lord^z Bodi woz material^ hwen entoomd in 
the material wurld ; but he sertenli never regarded it^ az sum 
hav supozed^ Q) az ^' mereli material/' On the kontrari^ he taut 
that ^' the Bodi hwich the Lord had £rom the muther Mary, woz 
guksesivli put of^ until He bekame no longer her sun; hwerefor 
He kaUd her * Wuman/ tu intimate that He woz no longer 
her sun^ but woz^ bei nativiti az wel az bei konsepshon, the Sun 
ov God. The Bodi, then, in hwich the blesed Jesus i^ard 
after Hiz rezurrekshon^ had an immediet Divein orijin, being 
formd suksesivli from a Divein soul, and thus partaking ov 
Divein kwolitiz, hwich kompleteli distingwisht it from all uther 
bodiz, hwether ov men or anjelz.'' 

The kwestion having given reiz tu much kontroversi, an 
Adr& woz isiud bei the Soseieti at Manchester, no dout drawn 
up bei Clowes, seting forth hwot Swedenborg had riten upon 
the subjekt ; prooving that " the Lord roze with Hiz hole Bodi 
htoich He had in the wurld, and left nuthing in the sepulker •/* 
and that He woz nevertheles Divein even tu " Hiz veri Bodi" 
The difikulti ov the debate probabli lay in the imposibiliti ov 
setling hwot each parti understud bei mater and materialiti. 
The konkluzhon ov the Adres iz in Mr Clowes^s karakteristik 
steil, and wil be regarded bei meni readerz az its most edifei- 
ingpaxt:- 

^' Tu konseev fuh the preseis natiur ov the Redeemee^z Di- 
vein Bodi, transendz perhaps all feineit aprehenshon. But if 
it kanot be perfektli konseevd, it may be peiusli adored, az 
kontaining in it all the fulnes ov the Godhead, and being the 
onli Mediiim ov aproach tu and ov operashon from the hiden 
Deiti. May the readerz ov the New Jerusalem veritiz profit 
bei this truth, and seek rather tu adore in hiumiliti, than tu 

1. Mr Mason's pamflet on the '^ Non-materialiti oy the Lord'z Bodi,** p. 4« 
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opekiulate with sntelti, being kontent tu no that their God, 
hei bekuming inkamet and asiuming a natiural and rashonal 
Hiumaniti, dwelz nou in a Divein Bodi, and that in and 
tliroiigh th&t Bodi he rulez heven and erth, and givz eternal 
Idf and salvashon tu all thoze who in true repentans beleev in 
Him, and kum untu Him. But stil in thfit Bodi He iz, and 
ever must be, the Inkomprbhsnsibsl, az bemg the Infinit and 
the Etsbnal/' 

At the Hawkstone Meeting Mr Clowes never akted az Prezi- 
dent. He woz free tu enter intu the diskushonz, and natiurali 
tuk the leading part; being rekogneizd bei all az the cheef 
kounseler and ekspozitor. The sentiments submited tu the 
Meeting wer previiisU drawn up bei him in the form ov rezolu- 
shonz, with the konkurens oy two or three ov the uzhual 
atenderz. The erli BeiK>rt8 ar ful ov hiz karakteristik steil. (^) 

A reminisens ov the Hawkstone Meeting in Clowes's teim 
haz lateli kum intu the reiter^z handz, hwich he takes the 
liberti ov inserting. It iz bei an old ladi fill ov leif and ani- 
mashon at the aje ov 87. She sez she woz askt hwen a gerl tu 
atend wun ov the Hawkstone Meetingz, and being fond ov 
soseieti and vareieti ov kumpani she akisepted the invitashon. 
She sed, " Oh ! yes, ei'l kum, but ei don-t wont tu hear you 
Swedenborjianz talk. Ei shal hav a litel room tu meiself.'^ 
" Veri wel/^ sed the inveiter, " but you'l just kum in and see 
the parti.^^ " So, in ei went,'' kontiniuz the ladi, *^ and there ! 
-r-there at the hed ov the tabel ei saw a man with hweit hair, 
and the fase ov — an anjel ! He woz the Reverend John Clowes, 
a man adored in hiz parish, tho hiz viuz wer not leikt bei meni. 
Ei sed, * Kum, ei must hear hwot sort ov relijon kan make a 
man leik this.' So ei sat doun. Wei, ei kan onli tel you mei 
litel room woz never uzed ! Ei stayd tu all the meetingz. Ei 
began reading Swedenborg's reitingz and ei hav red them ever 
sins. But ei luv all relijonz. Ei luv the Roman Katholiks ; 
mei muther woz wun, and ei luv our old Church." 

At Hawkstone Mr Clowes woz the leif ov the parti, in its 
soshial interkourse and amiuzment, az well az in the diskushonz. 
He greatli enjoid the walks and talks in the Park, and the songz 
and himz sung in its biutiful gladez, and he leikt tu notis the

way, the gud Being, who feedeth and bleseth all. 

Amung the selebrated personz who had vizited and ekstold 
the seneri ov Hawkstone Park woz Dr Samuel Johnson, ov 
whom Mr Clowes obzervd, "Dr Johnson lukt at the gloomi seid 
ov hiumaniti : he did not viu it in its konekshon with the Deiti 
and anuther wurld. Yet he alwayz seemd tu hav the dezeir ov 
gud, and the dezeir ov gud iz gud. Men ov hiz unkomon tal- 
ents ar leik men ov ekstraordinari heit, who ar shown about 
az a seit : all ar gazing at them ; but shureli they kan enjoi no 
satisfakshon from thdt. Itiz ekwoliti that konstitiuts kumfort.'' 

Reginald Heber, whoze himz wer meni yearz afterwardz sung 
at Hawkstone, woz rektor ov Hodnet, and a frekwenter ov the 
Park most ov the teim the meetingz wer held there diuring the 
leif oy Clowes. It duz not apear that they ever met. The 
parti, or thoze who remaind over Sunday, jenerali atended the 
morning servis at the vilej church ov Weston, near Hawkstone 
In, hwere the Rev. Bryan Hill ofishiated. The sekond Report 
rekdrdz that on Sunday morning Julei 5, 1807, " all the kum- 
pani atended Divein servis in the chapel ov Weston, and in the 
afternoon at Sir Richard Hill^s domestik chapel, hwere an ek- 
selent sermon woz preacht bei the Rev. Bryan HiU, bruther ov 
Sir Richard. After divein servis the kumpani wer inveited in 
the handsumest maner, bei Sir Richard, tu partake ov sum 
refreshment in hiz hous, on hwich okazhon th6y wer heili 
gratifeid bei the kondesending and obleijing maner with hwich 
they wer reseevd and entertaind bei their jenerus host.'' 

Ther kan be litel dout that this atenshon woz mainli diu tu 
the ekzolted karakter and prezens ov John Clowes. 
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CHAPTER 9. 
Home Leif and Konversashon. 

The "Ififovpouer,^^ hwich imprest the youthful De Quincey^ 
at the same teim that he imajind hiz saintli frend a relijus 
rekluse and vizhonari^ woz the best evidens ov the rare kombi- 
nashon in John Clowes ov hevenli motivz akting in a useful leif. 
Akording tu the wurld'z eideaz ov aktiviti he kud hardli be 
kalld an aktiv man ; yet hiz laborz wer reali imens and inses- 
ant : he woz no more a mere kontemplativ saint than he woz a 
mere bizi man ov the wurld. Okiupeid az he woz cheefli with 
the pen^ he did not alou hiz zeal for relijus and intelektiual labor 
tu prevent the nesesari kare ov hiz bocQli helth ; without hwich 
he niii that the greatest mental pouerz must be komparativli 
useles. He never faild tu take daili ekserseiz in the open air^ 
woz kareful tu maintain r^ular and temperet habits^ and woz 
a patem ov order and klenlines in hiz person and hiz hous. 
Punktiual az klokwurk, he woz nevertheles free from unreazon- 
abel striktnes. He orderd hiz afairz with great prudens^ and 
woz thus enabeld out ov a moderet inkum to kontribiut liberali 
tu the relijus and charitabel objekts he had at hart. He woz 
kareful not tu burden himself with pekiuniari karez. Part 
ov hiz preivet fortiun konsisted ov houzez^ and trubel having 
okurd more than wuns about tenants and repairz^ ^^ Ah I^' sed 
he, " ei shal soon get rid ov you/' and he parted with them tu 
thoze who had lezhur for such biznes. 

He disleikt lending mimi. He sed he had wuns lost hiz 
muni and hiz frend, and he did not wish tu looz eni more frendz. 
In this, az in everi uther kase, he akted on prinsipel, regardles 
ov hwot meit be thought ov him. '^ The man ov the wurld,'' 
sed he, ^* dependz on opinion for hiz hapines : komponimur ex 
ramore!^ 

Fiu men, houever, hav had more devoted frendz and admeirerz 
than John Clowes. Even thoze opozed tu hiz theolojikal viuz, 
and thoze utherz who, agreeing with them, komplaind that he 
wud neither lead norfolow them tupastiurz niu outseid the pale 
ov the Old Church, — all revered hiz piur and loffei karakter. Nor 
woz the hei esteem in hwich he woz held bei hiz frendz konfeind 
tu preivet individiualz. Hwen Mr Pitt had reziumd ofis in 
1804^ Baron Graham^ unn6n tu Clowes, menshond him tu Lord 
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Camden^ tHen Kolonial Sekretari^ az a klerjiman wel kwoUfeid 
tu grase the Episkopate. Lord Camden repeated the rekomen- 
dashon tu Mr Pitt^ who soon afterwardz oferd an Eirish bishoprik 
tu Glowes^s akseptans. The ofer woz made through Baron 
Graham, tu whom Clowes repleid that he felt deepU obleijd tu 
hiz erli kolej frend for so keind a menshon ov hiz name*; but 
that he kud onli return the anser he wud hav given tu the King 
in person if he had been sent for tu St Jameses : " Pleaz your 
Majesti, ei hav but wun favor tu ask, hwich iz, that your Maj- 
esti wil grashusli permit me tu spend the remainder ov mei 
dayz amung mei kongregashon at St John's/' 

How much he woz beluvd bei thfit kongregashon the tablets 
in hiz church stil testifei. But it woz the same with all who 
niii him. Ther woz a sfere ov saintli influens about him, kweit 
diferent from sanktimoniiisnes ; a sfere ov heven-dereivd luv tu 
all men, kombeind with spiritiual intelijens from the same 
sourse, that was felt bei all, old and yung, hei and low aleik. 
Wun ov the fiu stil left who remember him az the keind frend ov 
their cheildhud, thus reits : — " Mei rekolekshonz ferst and last 
ar OV a man venerabel, grashus, tender and weiz. All, yung 
and old, wer moovd and drawn tu him bei the influens ov hiss 
luving wizdom : he woz so gud and jentel. Hweil at mei 
muther^z, he wud okazhonali ekspound the Wurd, not onK tu 
the famili and a fiu frendz, but tu the servants, and sum peiuB 
wurkmen and utherz emploid bei us. And tho theze peepel wer 
akustomd tu a relijus frazioloji miskalld Evanjelikal, yet they 
had earz tu hear hweil he preacht more plalnli tu them the 
Lord in whom they beleevd.*' 

Hiz own servants wer devoted tu him, and wer treated bei 
him with fatherli konsiderashon. He wud speak with fervoor 
ov hiz faithful valet Charles, " Oh ! that ei kud serv mei Master 
with the devoshon and fideliti this faithful kreatiur showz tu 
me!'' Charles usedtu atend hiz master on dark neits tu the 
Kofi-meeting, bearing wun ov the hiuj lantemz ov the period ; 
ther being no street-lamps. Theze meetingz wer kompozed ov 
jentelmen onli : ladiz wer supozed tu hav uther gifts and diutiz 
than theolojikal diskushon. At a diferent keind ov meeting, 
hwen ladiz wer prezent, at hiz master'z own hous, Charles met 
with a sad katastrofi. Handing tea in a servis ov chois old cher- 
na, hiz fut kaut in sum impediment, and the valiuabel sends 
woz broken. All eiz wer tumd in simpathi towardz the host : 
but no sein ov veksashon woz seen. He kalmli sed, ^' Let pashens 
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hay her perfekt wurk/' and then reziumd the konversashon. 

A ladi who livd near the rektori had a litel maid from the 
parish skool^ who, hwenever she opend the door tu the rektor^ 
irud tuch hiz koat az he past. She sed it did her gud even tu 
tuch the koat oy such a man. At the skool she had lemd sum 
Prayrz bei Mr Clowes, and hwen she kame tu liv in this famili 
she taut the yung ladiz thoze prayrz, and they sed them with 
her. Wun ov the ladiz, who haz keindli supleid theze partikiu- 
larz, rememberz walking in the Hwitmunday skool proseshon, 
hwen the St John's skoolz wer heded bei the Reverend John 
Clowes. 

Nobel in person and bearing, he komanded the respekt even 
OY thoze who had litel apreshiashon ov hiz interior wurth. 
'^ Duz he not luk leik an old nobel ? " sed wun ov hiz klerikal 
brethren at a meeting at the Kolejiet Church at Manchester. 
A man so gifted, and with manerz the most eugajing, kud not 
fiiil tu be an objekt ov admirashon with ladiz; and he woz 
sertenli wun ov their most respektful az wel az afekshonet ad* 
meirerz. Hwenever he vizited at Mr Hornby's, hwere the hous 
woz jenerali fal ov kumpani, the yung ladiz at parting used tu 
present themselvz f or a kis : this, houever, woz late in hiz leif. 
At an erlier period he woz onli saved bei a teimii womiog from 
a severe woond ov the hart. Yiziting at a frend'z hous in 
Yorkshire, he met a veri fasinating ^xing ladi, with whom he 
soon bekame deepli im&rst in most mteresting konversashon ; 
atended her tu a Sunday-skool hwich she patroneizd, and after- 
wards tu diurdi. It woB evident that he woz fast bekuming 
enamord ; hwen hiz frendz thought it reit tu apreiz him that 
the yung ladi woz ahredi engajed. This, ov kourse, put a stop tu 
eni viuz that he meit hav utherweiz entertaind ; but not tu 
frendli interkourse. The ladi afterwardz bekame wim ov hiz 
korespondents, and remaind so as long az he woz kapabel ov 
reiting; frekwentii konsulting him on literari and uther sub- 
jekta (^) Meni yearz after she had bekum a weif, Mr Clowes 
hapend tu be in kumpani with a fizishan who menshond her 
name. "Hwot!'* sed Clowes, "do you n6 Mrs Fletcher?'' 
"And do you n6 her?" rejoind the uther; upon hwich they 
both sprang from their seats, and graspt each uther bei the 
band, az fedow-sufererz from the same shaft. 

1. This estimabel and sifted wnman woz Mrs Fletchei^ wun ov the intelektiual 
•erkel at Edinburgh, and muther ov the weivs ov Sir John Richardson and Dr 
Davy, the hruther or Sir Hnmphrejr. Her own akount ov Clowes wil be found 
in m nekflt chapter. 
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Nowun wud hav taken him for an old bachelor at eni teim. 
On ferst akwaintans^ the fakt ov hiz being singel woz past beleef . 
A leivli wuman wuns ralid him on the subjekt : '^ Ei am shure 
you ar marid ; hwere iz your weif ? '' He parid the joke with 
a laugh : " She iz in heven/' sed he. " Do you n6/' he kon- 
tiniud, " we hav a meeting even Munday neit at Manchester tu 
diskus the hevenli doktrinz ? but we do not admit ladiz ! " 
" Ah ! nou/' she rejoind, " if thdt hous hwere you meet kud be 
seen in the spiritiusd wurld, ei dare say you wud see it kuverd 
with snow.'* This repartee pleazd him greatli. 

He used tu say that after he had bekum akwainted with the 
reitingz ov Swedenborg, he had never met with the ladi who wud 
siut him. With thoze who wer not seriiisli disposed he kud 
hav no komiuniti ov feeling ; and thoze ov a relijus kast wer 
jenerali too gloomi in their noshonz tu be abel tu make hiz leif 
kumfortabel. Hwen prest bei a klerikal firend^ who kontended 
that everi man having the meanz woz bound tu enter wedlok^ he 
objekted that serkumstansez meit prevent; hwich the uther 
deneid. Clowes urjd the kase ov a yung kupel on the verj ov 
matrimoni, wun ov them being remoovd bei deth^ and the uther 
so fild with lasting sorow az tu be unabel tu think ov anuther 
partner. ^' A most ungodli sorow/^ rejoind hiz frend. 

Clowes konsiderd the luv subsisting between man and wuman 
tu be under the speshial protekshon ov Heven : and that, az 
on wun hand, it may be instrumental in degrading hiuman 
bemgz tu the level ov brutes ; on the uther, it may, bei being 
uneited with its Divein orijin, under a truli konjugal union, be 
ekzolted tu the heiest order ov afekshon between them. He kud 
not bear tu hav it treated leitli and unwurthili. 

^' Ser,'' sed a yung admeirer ov the mistiks, at the end ov a 
long and rather boastful tale ov the ekzolted enerji ov hiz in- 
ward atainments, '^ ei hav gaind a great viktori : ei hav prayd 
away the luv ov the seks." " Then mei dear frend,'' sed Clowes, 
who had lisend so far without interrupshon, '^ Ei hav onli wun 
rekwest tu make — ^that you wil go home and pray it bak 
agen.'' 

Being askt hwot woz the best sekiuriti for matrimonial hapi- 
nes, he anserd, " A leif akording tu the komandments ; for,*' 
sed he, '^before you kan hope tu be a gud huzband, you must 
bekum a gud weif, bei forming in yourself individiuali thdt 
church ov holines and order, hwich, in referens tu the hole bodi 
ov such individiual churchez, iz kalld the Breid, the Lam'z weif. 
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And,'' aded he, " if you wish for a gud weif, your safest kourse 
iz tu pray for wun/' 

Tho not blest with a weif himself, he woz seldom without fe« 
male soseieti dear tu hiz hart. Hiz hous woz kept for a number 
ov yearz bei hiz sister, tu whom he woz ferventli at^cht. Hwen 
her mortal kourse kame tu a kloze, the event seemd tu him the 
los ov hiz all. Hiz aflikshon woz so great az tu threten tu kast 
a shade over the rest ov hiz leif ; but &om this he woz un- 
ekspektedli reklaimd hweil atending her fiuneral ; for, hweil 
luking intu the grave, and bereft ov kumfort, he woz rouzd bei 
a vois abuv him, saying, " She iz not there : she iz here/' 
Upon hwich hiz letharji prezentli forsuk him, and hiz uzhual 
cheerfulnes soon retumd in ful forse. 

Hweil she woz leiing on her deth-bed in the last staje ov 
weaknes, he woz surpreizd wun day tu obzerv her sunken koun- 
tenans kindel, her featiurz bekum fresh, and her vois uter in a 
vigorus tone such a profiuzhon ov edifeiing kounsel, az left him 
no dout that an anjel spoke through her. He afterwardz endev- 
ord tu put on paper the substans ov hwot she had sed, but the 
dokiument haz unfortiunetli been lost. 

After hiz sister^z deth, several ladiz in turn tuk charj ov hiz 
hous, and kontribiuted much, bei their wel-stored meindz, tu 
cheer hiz dekleining yearz ; hweil he, on hiz part, enleivend and 
instrukted them bei hiz edifeiing konversashon and leif. Sum- 
teimz he akumpanid them tu the sea-seid, and alwayz, at home 
and els-hwere, turnd everi insident tu gud akount. At wun ov 
the inz hwere they stayd, the cheez woz komplaind ov az taste- 
les. " We must brooz it,'' sed he, presing the pees on hiz plate 
with a neif ; '^ we must brooz it, and then the flavor wil kum 
out. We ar all just az tasteles, til we hav been broozd." Food 
ofi;en aforded him mater for thankful and instruktiv remark, 
espeshiali buter and huni, hwich he jenerali ate at brekfast. 

In dreiving along the road, he pointed tu a feeld ov kom 
waving in the breez. '^ Do you no," sed he, " that the moshon 
iz nesesari tu reipen the grain ? It iz the same with ourselvz : 
we shud never be prezervd in helth or kum tu matiuriti, unles 
we wer frekwentli shaken bei the windz ov adversiti ; we must 
be bent from our natiural tendensi bei the blast ov spiritiual 
treialz." 

Sumwun having eksprest admirashon ov the charraz ov spring 
az siuperior tuthoze ov autum, '' Hwot ! " sed he, ^' do you pre- 
fer thingz in an imperfekt state ? the promis tu the performans ?"

A ladi who had been keeping hous for him^ on her way home 
woz traveling alone in the staje koach^ hwen a man handkuft 
and garded woz thrust inseid. She felt much alArm^ hwich 
woz not lesend on leming that he woz a desperet felon who had 
broken from jail and woz nou on hiz way bak. After a hweil 
she found herself abel tu pray for him ; hwen a peesful kalm 
tuk pozeshon ov her meind^ and she regarded him no longer 
with dred; but with kompashon. She sent an akount ov her 
jumi tu the ladi who had taken her plase in atending on Mr 
Clowes ; feelingli kontrasting the chanje from the soseieti she 
had kwited tu th&t in hwich she traveld. ^'Hwot do you 
think ? '* sed the uther in her replei, " hwen ei red your leter tu 
Mr Clowes^ he sed nuthing I he onli titerd I'' No dout he W02 
pleazd tu lem that hiz late kompanion had n6n hwere tu aplei 
for help^ and had found it in the our ov need. Who kan say 
that she meit not be the providenshial meanz ov softening the 
hart ov the poor kreatiur so stranjeli brought intu her kumpani ? 

Keind and konsideret tu everibodi^ and unafektedli tolerant 
ov their diferent relijus sentiments^ Mr Clowes woz fearles 
in ekspozing doktrinal erorz^ hwenever publik diuti kalld for 
such ekspozhur. Hiz sinseriti and chariti sekiurd him the luv 
and respekt ov the gud ov all klasez. Hannah More and Wil* 
berforce^ tho av^rs tu sum ov hiz viuz^ had a sinsere regard 
for him. "Ei think, Mr Wilberforce/' sed a nearrelashon^ in 
Clowes's prezens^ " we must konklude that Jesus Christ iz the 
onli God.'' " Oh 1*' repleid Wilberforce; veri graveli, " ei kan 
onli take Skriptiur az ei feind it.'' Clowes^ in relating the in* 
sident^ sed, '^ Wilberforce iz a weak man ; but hiz afekshonz ar 
ekselent : he wil be in the niu heven at last." 

Deiametrikali opozed in sentiment tu the Unitarianz on the 
Korner Stone ov Elristianiti^ he woz yet kordiali esteemd bei 
them. He niu hou tu distingwish between inadekwet kompre- 
henshon and the wilful rejekshon ov truth. But hwen rouzd 
bei the eforts ov their Manchester champion, Grundy, he refiuted 
their erorz with unsparing hand, in hiz '^ Leterz on the Divein 
Person and Karakter ov Jesus Christ." 

He used tu remark that most ov the men ov hiz teim who 
wer distingwisht for seientifik pursiuts deneid the Diviniti ov 
the Lord ; az Priestley, Watson, Milner, and Beddowes. Dr 
Priestley, he sed, beleevd that our Savier woz stil living in obskiu- 
riti upon the erth ; that he had so kontiniud sins hiz rezurrek* 
shon, and wud shortli apear and kondiikt the Jewz tu Palestine. 
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Watson, in adverting tu the Diuk ov Grafton's reltjns opin- 
ionz, haz disavoud Unitarianizm. Clowes sed, ^'hiz meaning 
woz this : he woz not a Sosinian ; but he woz an Arian. He 
told me, after reading a pees ov mein on the sole Diviniti ov 
our Lord, that Skriptiur woz with me; but he woz stopt bei a 
metafizikal difikulti ov hiz own^^ hwich he had taken from Locke. 
Ei gave the man kredit for hiz feelingz, in laking forward tu the 
teim hwen theolojikal akrimoni shal be swolowd up in evanjeli- 
kal chariti/' 

Clowes thought Milner shalow, and fonder ov dispiut than 
ov truth. '^ Ei woz wuns,'* sed he, " in kumpani with him and 
Wilberforce and sum more at Hull, hwen the Kolekter ov Kus- 
tomz kalld tu ask Wilberforce about the konstrukshon ov an 
Akt ov Parliment. Wilberforce gave hiz opinion : Milner ob- 
jekted tu it ; and karping at wun wurd, then at anuther, he 
anoid the hole parti for a ftd our. A teirsum felow ! ei hartili 
wisht him further.^' 

He had a diferent opinion ov Milner's kontemporari, Dr 
Coulthurst, Yikar ov Halifax, whom Watson selebrates for hav- 
ing kept, with Milner, the best akt in the Diviniti Skoolz hweil 
he prezeided az Rejiiis Profesor. ^^ Coulthurst and Milner — 
Arcades ambo!* Clowes woz fond ov teling the folowing stori. 
" The doktor woz in the habit ov reading Swedenborg, unn6n tu 
hiz weif, who woz a staimch Hei Church wuman. After a hweil 
hiz kiuret kame tu her in a busel, with the informashon that 
the doktor red Swedenborg. Mrs Coulthurst, on her huz- 
band'z return, told him hwot she had herd, with great konsem. 
' Wd, mei dear,' sed he, in a cheerful tone, ' az you hav found 
out the sekret, ei wil giv you four veri gud reazonz for reading 
thoze wurks : in the ferst plase, they teach me tu n6 and luv 
mei God more than ei did ; in the nekst, they enabel me tu 
understand the Beibel az ei never did before; in the therd plase, 
they indius me tu lead a more holi leif ; and in the last (taking 
her bei the hand), they make me luv you beter.' '' 

With Coleridge, Clowes never kame intu direkt personal 
komiunikashon. He referz tu him in sum ov hiz leterz,(^) and 
wuns reseevd a leter from him, hwich he prodiust at hiz weekli 
meeting. '' If you wil giv me leav," sed he, ^' ei wil read it tu 
you, for ei am told it iz veri fein.'' The reading woz folowd bei 
a jeneral seilens, til a jentelman askt tu hav it red ag€n ; hwich 
dim, Clowes found the kumpani stil eiing him with bewilderd

luks. Az wun ov them afterwardz sed, they wer ''leik the 
children ov Israel at the ferst seit ov the mana^ they vmt not 
hwot it woz,^' Coleridge, tho interested in sum ov Swedenboi^z 
vinz, woz too dreami tu aksept them in their praktikal bearing 
on leif. The simplisiti ov the New Jerusalem doktrinz, az 
Clowes remarkt, " woz not in unison with the multiplisiti ov 
eideaz floating in tiumultiuus diskordans in the meind ov the 
Filosofer-poet/' Coleridge wud hardli hav aksepted Clowes's 
viuz, either on the pouer ov the mere intelekt in relashon tu 
divein subjekts, or on the valiu ov great konversashonal 
pouer. Clowes's obzervashonz wer theze : — 

^^ Sum hav atempted tu giv a mathematikal demonstrashon 
ov the being and atribiuts ov God ; but the mathematikal proof 
iz for the bodili sensez ; the moral proof tu the meind iz much 
heier/' 

" It iz a greater thing tu hear wel than tu speak wel; and the 
reazon iz plain, bekauz tu hear wel impleiz the ekserseiz ov the 
wU and afekshonz, hwereaz tu speak wel impleiz onli the ekser- 
seiz ov the understanding and its thoughts, Hwether iz greater ^ 
he that siteth at meat, or he that serveth? Iz not he thai 
siteth at meat ?'^ 

An ekselent feeling subsisted between Clowes and the Me* 
thodists. He valiud them espesbiali az peioneerz tu prepare the 
way, bei an orderli kondukt, for the resepshon ov thoze heven- 
•desended truthz, hwich he wel niu kud flurish onli in unison 
with an orderli leif. But on being askt hiz opinion on the jen- 
eral efekt ov their sistem, he sed, " They hav brought you out 
ov the land ov Fgypt intu the hous ov bondej.^^ He had no 
relish for sour fruit. He remarkt that the reitingz ov Fletcher, 
ov Madeley, ^^ never kud be red with satisfakshon ; so much 
harshnes and veiolens. (*) He woz a veri peius man ; but too 
self-aktiv ; yet he sed the true mediiim woz between the dreiving 
Methodist and the stil mistik/' Clowes^s trakt, riten in 1802, 
" A Deialog between a Churchman and a Methodist on the Reit- 
ingz ov Baron Swedenborg,^' iz a model ov kontrovershial argiu- 
ment, free from all asperiti and unfairnes. It beginz with this 
^^ Advertizment^' — " The Editer ov the folowing Deialog wishez 
tu akwaint the reader, that having pend it doun from memori sum

weif wer parsbial beleeverz in Swedenborg. See Nobl^e *^ Apeal" and WhiU't 
" Leifov Emanuel Swidenborg J* 
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oura after he had the plezhar ov hearing it, he kanot be pozitiv 
that he has prezervd the ekz&kt ekspreshonz uzed bei the speak- 
ers ; but this he kan ventiur tu say^ that he haz not mistaken 
their sentiments and eideas^ and he flaterz himself that az tu the 
langwejy too^ it duz not er much from the orijinal. It did not 
apear in the kourse ov konversashon that the argiuments advanst 
bei either parti made much impreshon on the uther ; and in this 
respekt the debate seemd tu end, az most uther debates ov the 
same sort jenerali do, in unchanjed and konfermd opinion on 
both seidz. Nevertheles it must be aloud, tu the kredit ov the 
dispiutants, that they never wuns lost their temper, tho they spoke 
with freedom, and sumteimz with seeming asperiti ; and that, 
kontrari tu the komon maner ov terminating such a kontest, 
tho veri worm kumbatants, they parted veri gud frendz. It iz 
left tu the reader^z kooler jujment tu deseid hwich ov the partiz 
had the advantej in the argiument/' 

Clowes held that theatrikal entertainments, leik everithing 
els, ought tu be jujd, not from their abius but from their 
use, if properli kondukted ; and he woz inkleind tu beleev that 
under reit manejment they meit be made a n^anz ov enkurejing 
moral vertiu and diskurejiug veis, if not ov promoting the kauz 
ov relijon. He strongli objekted, therefor, tu th&t unkwolifeid 
senshur ov the Staje, hwich woz uzhual amung relijus peepel, 
and hwich wud lead tu its destrakshon, and rather rekomended 
such a piurifikashon and reformashon az wud make the theater 
a meanz ov publik instrukshon. Hou litel he aproovd ov its 
aktiual state may be gatherd from the folowing leter riten from 
Manchester in Desember, 1804. It aludez tu the performansez 
ov the boi akter, W. H. Betty, whoze prekoshus jeniiis had 
lateli b^un its short-leivd run ov popiulariti. The deskripshon 

fiven iz konfermd bei a nptis in the TimeSy ov 30 Nov., 1804, 
wich states that ekstraoridinari prekaushonz had tu be taken 
'' in konsekwens ov the great konfiuzhon that haz taken plase, 
hwerebei the leivz ov meni personz hav been endanjerd.'' 0) 

^* We hav had here ov late, ei n6 not hwot tu kail him — 
hwether enchanter or majishan, or both — ^wunkomonli n6n bei 
the name ov Yung Boscius ; who haz so far sukseeded in hiz 
pouerz ov fasinashon, az tu gain an enteir asendansi over the

He deid m 1874, ajed Sd. 
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meindz and bodiz andpursez ov almost everi deskripshon ov 
personz in this larj toun and neighborhud. At tbe plase hwere 
he ekzibits^ it woz at wuns awful and astonishing tu see the 
mob on the outseid feiting and tearing each uther tu peesez for 
plasez ; hweil the most deliket ladiz^ in the inseid^ diuring the 
performans, had forgoten that they had lost their shooz and 
uther artikelz ov dresj the most lemed and in uther respekts 
sensibel men rezeining their afekshonz and jujments tu hk nod 5 
that it meit be thought he woz sum anjel kum doun from heven 
tu teach lei^nz ov the most subleim wizdom. Hwot the end 
ov all this inkantashon wil be. it iz difikult tu say : but sertenU 
thebegining iz notveri favorabel, and wunkanotielp lamenting 
and regarding it az no veri auspishus token ov the state ov the 
publik meind, that mimikri shud be so suksesful in doing mis^ 
chef, bei depreiving men ov their sensez, wimen ov their deU- 
kasi, the poor ov their pitans, meni ov their helth, and all ov 
their preshus teim. And for hwot ? Tu see a boi ov therteen 
yearz ov aje strut the staje and jestikiulate ! Alas I mei dear 
Ser, h^en ei see and hear theze thingz, ei kanot but weep over 
the foliz and foibelz ov mei felow-kreatiurz ; and rekolekting at 
the same teim anuther ekstraordinari Cheild about the same aje^ 
who, hwen twelv yearz old, went intu the Tempel, and woz there 
found in the midst ov the doktorz, both hearing and asking them 
kwestionz, ei say tu meiself, Hou much hapier, and weizer, and 
cheaper, wud it be for mankeind tu atend tu this Cheild 1 And 
hou sadli must they be fallen from a sens and persepshon ov the 
True, who prefer the majik ov the former V* 

Clowes's beleef in the ekzistens ov anjelz, and their instm* 
mentaliti in the Divein Providens over hiuman afairz, woz not 
the mere sentiment ov a kreed. It woz real, rashonal, and 
praktikal. He beleevd, moreover, that partikiular anjelz wer 
apointed, from their speshial fitnes, tu minister tu partikiular 
personz and soseietiz ov men. Traveling in kumpani with a 
frend towardz Nantwich, he woz obzervd tu be rapt in deep 
thought. Hwen hiz meditashon woz over hiz frend inkweird 
hwot had been its subjekt. He repleid that everi toun iz under 
the kare ov sum partikiular anjel, speshiaH apointed for th&t 
servis, and that hwen he kame in seit ov Nantwich, he had 
prayd that diuring their stay there they meit both be under the 
protekshon ov the anjel ov th&t toun. If eniwun im&jinz that 
in this prayr ther woz a dash ov Roman Katholik siuperstishon, 
he may ask himself^ hwether thfit^ and uther siuperstishonz may 
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not be merdi mistaken and perverted formz ov truths rather 
than baseles febrikashonz. K anjelz kanot be emploid in hiu- 
man protekshon^ even in ekstemal danjer, hwot iz tu be kon- 
kluded firom our Savier'z wurdz in ekstremiti^ ^' Thinkest thou 
that ei kanot nou pray tu mei Fbther^ and he shal prezentli giv 
me more than twelv lejonz ov anjelz ? '^ 

** It iz wel/' he obzervd, on a diferent okazhon^ " tu konsider 
kou man shud kondukt himself towardz hiz atendant anjelz. 
Tu disregard them iz rong ; and yet we ar not tu ekzolt them. 
This wud be repulsiv tu them, az giving them the onor diu tu the 
Lord alone. We ought tu konsider them az our keind frendz, 
who ar instruments in the handz ov the Lord. Hwen they ar 
abel tu manifest themselvz ekstemali, it wil alwayz be for the 
purpos ov ekzolting the Lord and Hiz Holi Wurd/' 

In the leik spirit, he remarkt ov soshial interkourse, ^^ We 
shud behave tu each uther az the anjelz behave tu each uther. 
They inkreas our joi, and we inkreas theirz, bei obediens and 
bw. We may inkreas their joi, but we kanot kauz them sorow ; 
bekauz hwen we turn tu evil, we leav them and get intu uther 
kumpani.'^ 

Mr Clowes often vizited Stroud, hwere he had konekshonz. 
The seneri ov that biutifol vaH woz so ekzilarating tu him that at 
wun ov hiz vizits, luking at the grand viu from the top ov Rod- 
borough Hill, he eksklaimd in a transport, '^ Kan eniwun dei 
here?'' Hiz keen relish for fresh air and fein seneri, woz, 
no dout, kept in fill intensiti bei having onli okazhonal and 
moderet gratifikashon at intervalz diuring hiz long rezidens in 
Manchester. 

Sumteimz he kontiniud hiz jumi tu London and Brighton; 
enjoiing^ at the later plase the kumpani ov a widow ladi ov dis- 
tingwisht konversashonal pouerz, and who had a remarkabli 
hapi way ov imparting a nolej ov the subjekts handeld bei 
Swedenborg. He used tu say ov this ladi, that she woz ^^ a most 
intelijent and wurthi wuman, but too fond ov talking about her 
Bpiritiual konflikts, az tho they wer more greevus than uther 
peepel'z. We hav each ov us tu go through just az much az we 
kan bear.'' 

" Man," sed he, on anuther okazhon, '^ haz nuthing tu kom- 
plain ov. He haz ekwal advantejez in eni state ov the Church ; 
if the opozishon tu gud iz great, the help iz great too." 

He hdd St Paul's doktrin ov Predestinashon tu be true, in 
the aena that everi man iz bom for a partikiular keind ov hapi- 
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nes^ adapted tu Hiz individiual kapasiti^ and that he kanot eks- 
chanje it for anuther. The aposel deskreibz the Church or 
Christ az a hiuman form, and tu fil a plase in sum irun ov its 
memberz everi man iz bom. *' They who ar in the feet/' sed 
Clowes, '' kanot pas intu the hed ; but they may advans tu the 
selestial degree in the feet ; they may reach their inmost or 
therd heven. If, then, we ar prinsipeld in chariti, we shal enter 
intu and enjoi the gud ov aU utherz : az the least part ov the 
bodi enjoiz the gud or the hole. It wil be imposibel tu envi 
thoze who ar heier." 

Hiz deleit in children woz everihwere the same. He felt the 
hevenli influens more freeli through them than through their 
elderz. At the hous ov hiz widowd frend at Bristol, on the 
nurseri floor, surounded bei the yungsterz, boia and gerlz, he 
wud play and romp and laugh, leik wun ov themselvz. " Nou 
John, hwot a biutiful set ov teeth you hav ! and here ia your 
poor old godfather, without a singel tooth in hiz hed 1 '' *' Ser,'' 
sed the boi, " you shal hav mein — ^take them everiwuJi." 

'^ Hou kan you make such an uproar, children ? " sed the 
muther, kuming intu the room, " Mr Clowes wil not be abel tu 
bear it.'' 

^' Oh 1 it's deleitful," sed he, "deleitful miuzik ; pray don't 
interrupt us — go away — go away ! " 

Hiz vizits here wer teimz ov great and miutiual deleit ; the 
children luvd him az they wud an induljent grandfather, and 
no skoolboiz ever lukt forward tu the holidayz with more eager- 
nes than hiz yoothful diseipelz did tu hiz kuming. After hiz 
bodili departiur he seemd tu remain with them for several dayz, 
90 vividli woz hiz prezens in spirit felt. 

Such woz John Clowes, in whom the wizdom ov inosens and 
the inosens ov wizdom wer displayd in a degree rareli ataind in 
this mortal leif. 

In him eiT seen— hwot joi tu see ! 

in diveinest union blended^ 
an infant cheild'z simplisiti 

bei a saje'z strength atended. 
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CHAPTER 10. 
Mr8 Fleicher^s Rekolekshonz. 

The dddtfiil Autobeiografi ov Mrs Fletcher haz been publisht 
sins the ferst edishon oy this buk. Mr Harrison had the 
plezhur ov her akwaintans^ and herd from her own mouth sum 
ov her rekolekshonz ov hiz revered frend Mr Clowes. The 
editer takes the liberti ov inserting the folowing from the Au- 
tobeiografi : — 

'' It woz in the winter ov 1788 that ei met at the hous ov the 
Misses Hutton at Tadcaster^ the Bev. J. Clowes^ Bektor ov St 
John's Church, Manchester. The bond between theze peius and 
primitiv old ladiz and Mr Clowes woz, ei beleev, their miutiual 
admirashon ov the reitingz ov Emanuel Swedenborg. Altho 
ei kud not partisipate in their enthiuziazm for th&t vizhonari 
reiter, ei think it woz from Mr Clowes's konversashon and reit- 
ingz that ei ferst bekame interested in the spiritiual sens ov 
true relijon, or, in uther wurdz, felt its eksperimental truth ; 
and ei wish here tu prezerv the folowing transkript ov the kon- 
versashon, hwich ei made from memori, after pasing the evening 
with Mr Clowes at Miss Hutton's. Several ladiz, sum ov the 
Methodist perswazhon, wer prezent. Hiz viuz hav alwayz ap- 
eard tu me tu kontain much ov the true spirit ov Kristianiti. 

" Being askt hiz opinion ov Mr Law's wurks, Mr C. sed, ' Ei 
red them, madam, with great dilijens and much afekshon, and 
ei found that they tended tu prodius a piur, holi, and peesabel 
frame ov meind, but ei found leikweiz that they diskwolifeid a 
man for the diuti ov hiz kalling. Ei kud not even go tu per- 
form mei diuti in the church without feinding sumthing tu 
disturb me. This made me konjektiur that all woz not reit in 
Mr Law's doktrin, and ei konseevd it tu be this, — that it iz 
admirabli siuted for the kontemplativ, but not for the aktiv leif 
ov man, inazmuch az it duz not bring the outward man intu 
enteir subjekshon tu the iner man ; for man haz two leivz, or 
two beingz, in hiz veri best state hweil on erth.' 

" Spea^king ov rejenerashon, Mr Clowes sed he konseevd the 
vizhon ov Jacob's lader tu aford a biutifdl figiur on this subjekt, 
and that we shud do wel tu konsider that the des^nt woz a 
much more difikult and ardiuus task than the as^nt. The asent 
woz the dezeir ov nolej, or the luv ov truth, hwich makes us 
kleim the lader, that we meit n6 God and the thingz ov Hiz 
kingdom; but hwen we hav reacht the top ov the lader it wil 
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avail us nuthing unles the luv-prinsipel; or the luv ov ffud de- 
sead with us, penetrate tu the veri botom ov our harts, and 
purj them ov all unklean afekshonz, so that the natiural man 
shud akt under enteir subordinashou tu, and enteir konjunkshon 
with, the spiritiual man. Thus iz the des^nt much more difikult 
than the asent, az it iz sed, ' And he dreamd, and behold a lader 
set upon the erth, and the top ov it reacht tu heven ; and be- 
hold the anjelz ov God asendmg and desending on it/ 

^^ Asking him hou we shud n6 that we wer in a safe state 
without deseeving ourselvz, he sed ' Let us karefiili ekzamin 
hwot iz our deleit. If our deleit be in gud, then may we ser- 
tenlikonklude that our state iz safe^ bekauz all gud iz from Gt)d 
and the thingz ov Hiz kingdom/' 

" Hwen askt hwot he konseevd tu be the state ov the blesed^ 
he repleid in a kalm but animated tone ov vols, ' Ei konseev 
the state ov the blesed tu be a total forgetfulnes or absens ov se^, 
and tu konsist in beholding the gud and hapines ov utherz^ so 
that everi individiual wil enjoi the hole hapines ov heven/ He 
afterwardz sed, ' It woz a prinsipel ov the old law, that if eni 
man shud kil hiz neighbor unawarez, he meit abeidfor a teim in 
the siti ov refiuj. This he konseevd a biutiful figiur tu reprezent 
the mersi ov God. We often engajed in akshon from a prinsipel 
ov gud, but in the performans ov it wer overtaken unawarez bei 
sum evU or uneharitabel inklinafihon. The gud prinsipel hwich 
at ferst operated woz from God, and this iz the siti ov refiuj in 
hwich we may abeid until the enemi hwich thworted us iz over- 
kum/ He aded, ^The state ov man iz a state ov absolute de- 
pendens upon God, and the most dezeirabel frame ov meind iz 
thdt in hwich the Saamist sez^ ^' Ei am poor and needi, but the 
Lord kareth for me.'' ' 

" Being askt hwot woz ment bei justifeiing faith^ he sed^ ' It 
iz tu be feard meni deseev themselvz in this mater. It iz dan- 
jerus tu rest our salvashon on the bare beleef ov the deth and 
suferingz ov our Lord. Th&t iz indeed resting in the ferst 
atainments ov relijon. Beleef enleitenz the understandings but 
it iz luv hwich regiulates the afekshonz and prodiusez obediens tu 
the komandz ov God, without hwich no man kan enter intu the 
kingdom ov glori. Wurks ar not in themselvz meritoriiis, but 
az being tests ov obediens ; for without wurks the spiritiual 
wurld wud stagnate.' 

'^ ' Ei konseev,' he sed, ' that the great evil ov leif areizez from 
a kontempt ov utherz in komparison with self. A strikt and 
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rezolute sdf-ekzaminashon^ therefor, and suplikashon for Di- 
vein asistans, wil enabel ns tu ekspel this evil ; for evil afekshonz 
must be ekspeld before we kan reseev gud wunz. Who wud 
put lamz amung wulvz ? ' 

'' On being askt if he thought fear and dout ov the favor ov 
God konsistent with true faith, he sed, ' Most sertenli j for it 
iz imposibel tu areiv at eni degree ov favor with God but bei the 
state ov deep and sinsere hiumiliashon, hwich prodiusez fear 
and dout, and hwich proseedz from a klear konsepshon ov the 
biuti and holines ov the Lord^z kingdom. This iz, perhaps, the 
best state man kan be in, bekauz hweil he iz under the influens 
ov theze fearz he wil be kontiniuali laboring tu grow beter, and 
be kontiniuali dependent on God for grase and favor. This iz 
the kros hwich we must all bear if we wud be folowerz ov the 
Lam and partakers ov hiz kingdom. We ar komanded not tu 
rezist evil, for the feers and veiolent spirit ov opozishon hwich 
this rezistans wud demand iz hurtful tu us. Hwen evil asail- 
ments kum, our onli sekiuriti iz in our dependens upon God. 
He wil giv us strength tu overkum evil, though we shud perish 
in atempting tu rezist it. Even man iz akording tu hiz own 
dezeir, for ashuredli the Lord wilz the gud and hapines ov all 
hiz ki^atiurz. If a man say he dezeirz tu be beter, and that he 
iz unhapi bekauz hiz dezeir iz not fulfild, let not th&t man be 
impashent ; he haz begun tu bear hiz kros, and if he bear it 
pashentli, humbli waiting for a beter state, he wil sertenli obtain 
hiz dezeir. The gud he did, bekauz he saw it woz komanded, 
vril soon be hiz deleit ; and tu deleit in gud iz the temper and 
dispozishon ov anjelz.' 

'' £i reniud mei akwaintans with this truli peius and amiabel 
man twenti yearz afterwardz, hwen on a vizit tu Miss Kennedy 
at Manchester in 1808. He woz much beluvd and onord bei 
the larj kongregashon ov St John's Church, and hwen he had 
been fifti yearz their rektor, they erekted in thfit church a mar- 
bel tablet, with a desein and inskripshon ekspresiv ov the afek- 
shon ov hiz flok towardz him, and ov their gratitiud for hiz 
laborz ov luv in the promoshon ov Sunday Skoolz, and in the 
moral and relijus ediukashon ov the poor. Soon afterwardz he 
lemoovd tu Warwick, hwere ei saw hun agenin 1829. He told 
me that he woz then in hiz 84th year, — emploid in translating 
the Saamz from the Hebrew, and that hiz motiv for such under- 
taking woz ' tu kontrol the aktiviti ov hiz thoughts, and tu giv 
them a profitabel direkshon/ '' 
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CHAPTER 11. 
Leterz, Poetri, Trakts. 1801—1812. 

The leterz or John Clowes breathe the unselfish spirit ov 
hevenli luv and wizdom. Ful ov peieti^ thejr ar firee firom kant. 
They instrukt without preaching. Ther iz no personal gosip 
about himself and hiz neighborz ; nor a sentens that meit not 
be proklaimd on the hous-top ; but an overflowing simpathi with 
hiz frendz^ weiz and praktikid adveis and konsolashon^ and Elris- 
tian chariti towardz all mankeind. 

An important kolekshon ov hiz leterz haz been alredi pubHsht 
with the short Memwor in 1834. This sereez iz too yoluminus 
tu be reprinted here ; nor iz it nesesari, az the Memwor iz stil tu 
be had. A flu short ekstrakts, houever^ kan hardli be omited. 

'' We ought never tu foi^et^ that it iz not nom, but obediens ; 
it iz not spekiulaahon, but praktis, hwich renderz us akseptabel 
tu the Almeiti^ and makes us hiz children. 

** The temptashon tu hwich you alude apearz tu me tu areiz 
from a wont ov the order abuv spoken ov, hweil truth iz regard- 
ed more than gud, and the thingz ov the intelekt ar ekzolted 
abuv thoze ov the wil : let this state be rev^t, and ei wil 
ventiur tu say that the temptashon wil instantli seas ; bekau2f, 
hwere hevenli gud iz admited and ekzolted, it never failz tu 
komiimikate hevenli pees, hwereaz truth separet from gud^ iz a 
restles and unkweiet spirit, uneazi aleik with hwot it n6z, and 
hwot it duz not n6, and dispozed tu kworel with everitiiing 
hwich iz not in agreement with its own aprehenshonz. 

'' Permit me fiirther tu obzerv, that ei hav long been per- 
swaded that it iz a weighti diuti, impozed upon the members ov 
the Lord'z New Church, tu endevor tu gard each uther az much 
az posibel agenst the greatest ov all danjerz and deluzhonz, the 
eksoltashon ov spekiulativ opinion, or artikelz ov faith, abuv the 
real saving gud ov leif, the gud ov hevenli luv and chariti.^ 
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" Ei hav lateli been much struk with the vizhon ov the Fiffz, 
rekorded in the 24th ch. ov Jeremiah, bei hwich it apearz that 
the g%ul figz ar figiurz ov thoze who go intu kaptiviti, and the 
badfigz ov thoze who do not go intu kaptiviti ; konsekwentli, 
that the y{$rj2r in us kan never bekum gud, but so far az we enter 
intu and pas through spiritiual kaptiviti, th&t iz tu say, spiritiual 
temptashonz^'' 
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" The ^ Leif ov Madame de Guion/ kontainz the histori ov 
an enthiuziastik devotee^ worm^ indeed^ with peieti^ but with a 
peieti unkwolifeid, unenleitend, and unrestraind bei its proper 
wizdom : yet the subjekt ov it apearz tu me tu dezerv piti rather 
than blame, az her erorz ar grounded more in ignorans and 
weaknes ov jujment^ than in eni defekt ov gud intenshon and 
sinsere purpos tu lem and diseharj her diuti 

" On the subjekt ov Prayr, it seemz tu me tu be imposibel for a 
wel-dispozed meind not tu reseev benefit from Madame Guion's 
^ Short and Eazi Method/ bekauz it iz grounded in the all ov 
God, and the nuthingnes ov the kreatiur, and it iz riten with a 
wormth ov hevenli luv and leif, hwich edifeiz more than a thou- 
zand maksimz. 

" You ask hou you ar tu distingwish between the influens ov 
the Holi Spirit, and the ajensi ov enthiuziastik spirits ? Ei an- 
ser, bei atending tu the distinkshon pointed out in the Gospel, 
and also in the doktrinz ov the New Jerusalem, between a lei^ 
ov peieti, and a le\f ov chariti" 

The reiter then goez on at great length, but with ekwali great 
kleames and edifikashon, tu point out the danjer ov mereli seek- 
ing the Divein favor for wunself, and induljing in lofti imajina- 
shonz and fansid sanktiti, and the importans ov " seeking deliv- 
erans from all wun^z natiural evilz, and restorashon tu the leif 
and wizdom. ov heven-born chariti . . • praying for utherz 
as wel az wunself. In this kase, it apearz tu me imposibel that 
enthiuziastik spirits shud join themselvz with mei prayrz, eni 
more than they kan join themselvz with ih&t leif ov hevenli 
order for hwich, and akording tu hwich, ei pray/' 

" Our Lord ekzolts the leif ov chariti abuv the praktis ov 
peieti, hwere he sez, speaking ov eksternal wurship, ' Ferst, be 
rekonseild tu thei bruther/ A konsiderashon ov the preferens 
here given wil gard you agenst all the deluzhonz ov enthiuziazm, 
and bild your devoshon on a rok both stabel and permanent/' 
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A tree may bear so much fruit, az tu endanjer its own leif. 
. . . . The important konsiderashon iz, not hou much fruit 
our tree bearz, but hwot its flavor iz, and hwether it be wel 
reipend, and, ov kourse, hwether it haz been properli ekspozed 
tu the Sun'z leit and heat.'' 

^' It iz an eazi mater tu submit ourselvz tu God, hwen we ar 
not emploid in eni wurldli ekzershon; and it iz an eazi thing

tu be emploid in wurldli ekzershonz^ without submiting our- 
selvz tu Ood ; but the difikulti vl, tu submit our wurldli 
ekzershonz tu Ood^ and yet til this iz dun our submishon kan 
hardli be sed tu be komplete/' 

^' So long az you esteem hiumiliti^ chariti^ thankfiilnes^ and 
the rest ov the grand evanjelikal vertiuz^ az thingz more tu be 
depended upon than eni uther, you hay no need tu be afraid ov 
siupematiural komiunikashonz^ hwich a mersifdl Providens may 
vouchsafe^ with a viu tu the improving and konferming ov thoze 
Kristian grasez. • . ,. • Ei am inkleind tu think they wud 
be much more komon, if mankeind wer in a les dispozishon tu 
abiuz and pervert them/' 

'' The teim iz stil in remembrans^ hwen the veisez and mizeriz 
ov mei felow-kreatiurz wer felt az an opresiv burden, almost 
imposibel tu be borne ; but such iz nou their chanjed tendensi, 
that they ekseit no feelingz but thoze ov komizerashon^ and 
thus seem tu draw doun the spirit ov heven^ hwich korekts the 
fretfulnes and disturbans ov natiur intu trwkwiliti and pees/' 

Befering tu a famili in suden and deep adversiti^ he reits — 
'^ Hou deleitful iz the reflekshon, that theze yung personz ar 
nou in the skool ov the Savier ov the wurld, leming the lesonz 
ov anjelz^ and being introdiust^ through the door ov hwot 
komonli pasez for adversiti^ intu the tempel ov wizdom^ the 
abode ov everlasting prosperiti, bekauz the habitashon ov th£t 
divein mersi, truth, and blesing, separet from hwich all the 
wdth ov this wuild iz dros^ and in konekshon with hwich 
poverti iz a trezhur, and disgrase a glori/' 

'' It wud aford me partikiular gratifikashon tu be enabeld tu 
direkt you under your prezent embarasments, and tu remoov 
from your weak shoulder sum part ov the hevi burden hwich 
opresez you ; but this, ei am made fuli sensibel, iz not in mei 
pouer, eksept so far az ei may be instrumental in leading you tu 
konstdt, and tu put your hole trust in, the geidans ov your 
Hevenli Father. On a former okazhon, you may rekolekt, ei 
admonisht you, in a kase ov perpleksiti, tu akt, or not tu i^t, 
akording tu the state ov freedom, or utherweiz, in your own 
meind ; and this rule, it apearz tu me, wil be ov esensMal servis 
in direkting your path through all the perpleksitiz hwich at 
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prezent enktimpas you ; for ei am perswaded bei mucli ekspe- 
riens^ that ministering anjelz hav kontiniiial aksSs tu the prin- 
sipel ov spiritiual liberti in the hiuman meind^ so az tu mfiuz 
an inklinashon^ or disinklinashon, tu partikiular thingz^ az may 
best siut the interest ov the paiti konsemd^ and this^ in aU 
instansez, even the most minitit. The onli difikulti, therefor, 
iz tu keep the meind in such a state ov submishon tu siuperior 
influens and direkshon, and so kompleteli weand from its own 
selfishnes, that it may kontiniiiali atend tu, so az tu diskuver 
and obey, the leadingz ov its Divein Father, and its hevenli 
asoshiates, in the hiden resesez ov its free desizhonz and deter- 
minashonz/' 



'' Ei am much pleazd with your remarks on the New Church 
in America, and its propagashon thens intu everi komer ov the 
habitabel globe 

''The Church kanot fail tu flurish and do wel, if chariti be 
ekzolted abuv fedth, or hwot amounts tu the same, proveided 
the piuritiz ov hevenli luv and leif be ekzolted and konsulted, 
in preferens tu eni sistem ov mere spekiulativ opinionz and 
doktrinz 

'' It apearz tu me that ther ar three fundamental erorz agenst 
hwich the memberz ov the New Church hav tu gard : the ferst 
iz thdt ov supozing that they kan be saved bei truth without 
gud ; the sekond, that they kan be saved bei gud without truth ; 
and the therd, that either gud or truth kan save them, unles 
the former be ekzolted abuv the later/' 



''Ei am not surpreizd at your having been led tu inkweir so 
frekwentli and ernestli on the subjekt ov the Atonement, bekauz 
it iz a Kristian doktrin ov great importans tu be wel imderstud, 
and formd intu leif, and yet, perhaps, iz more misunderstud and 
perverted than eni uther/' 

The leter begining thus iz a veri long wun; kweit a treatis on 
the subjekt, and kanot be abrijd.(>) The same may be sed ov 
anuther on the Diviniti ov the Lord Jesus Christ, (') and ov 
utherz ; all ov hwich wil ampli repay a dilijent peruzal. 

The Leterz publisht in the " Memwor^' ar almost eksklusivli 
on Kristian leif and doktrin, adrest tu emest inkweirerz. 
Anuther sereez^ ov a more preivet and familiar karakter, shal

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nou be prezented tu the reader. The ferst iz adrest tu a jen- 
telman, who had resentli yizited the reiter. It iz dated^ Man- 
chester, 7th Feb., 1801. 

" Mei dear Ser, — ^It gave me partikialar satisfakshon tu hear 
ov your safe return, and that you found the famili wel, and ei 
trust this konsiderashon wil make you les afraid ov ventiuring 
from home at a fiutiur oportiuniti, tu kontribiut tu the hapines 
ov your distant frendz. For, ov this ei wish you tu be wel 
ashured, that bei your late vizit tu Manchester, you hav not 
onli aded tu our gratifikashoh, but tu our improvement ; and ei 
am wiling tu flater meiself that on this akount you wil see it tu 
be your diuti to repeat your vizit az often az oportiuniti oferz. 
It iz sertenli a hei privilej, .for hwich we kan never be enuf 
thankful tu the Father ov mersiz, that we ar permited at teimz 
tu asoshiate tugether in Hiz spirit, and asist each uther in thoze 
thingz hwich most konsem us, nameli, the thingz ov Hiz eternal 
Wurd and kingdom, bei konferming gud prinsipelz, disipating 
douts, remooving erorz, and making the way az klear az we kan 
tu the blesed abodez ov the Siupreme Intelijens and piurest 
Mersi. But it iz a privilej stil more ekstraordinari and more 
dezerving our grateful aknolejment, hwen we ar enabeld tu take 
each uther bei the hand in the hapi way, and tu see hou we ar 
indeted tu each uther, under the Divein Providens, for our sev* 
eral advansments.'^ 



The nekst leter referz tu sum partikiularz ov skool ediukashon, 
in hwich elokiushon iz rekomended az a fit subjekt for skool 
praktis. ^^Boiz may be properii inishiated intu the art ov 
speaking in publik bei akustoming them erli tu deliver orashonz^ 
in a grasefiil maner, before a publik audiens." 

In anuther he anserz an inkweiri az tu the orijin ov the Mas, 
upon hwich he sez the lerned ar not agreed; sum dereiving the 
term from the Hebrew Missah, an ofering ; utherz from the 
Latin Missa. He preferz the former derivashon, and adz, 
" Hwotever may be the orijinal meaning ov the term, we ar 
forsed tu konklude, if the testimoni ov E. S. iz tu be depended 
on, that the Mas wil kontiniu ; sins he aserts over and over, 
that the ekstemalz ov the Old Church wil remain, and that its 
devastashon konsists in having an ekstemal without an internal.'' 

Reiting tu the same jentelman, March 7, 1806, he koivgratiu- 
lates him on the berth ov a sun, and aksepts the onorabel ofis 
ov godfather, devoutli praying '^that the dear cheild may sooner or 
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later atain tlie poseslion ov all tli6 hevenli grasez and ekselensez 
hwich the name ov John involvz/' He then sez, " It givz me 
partikiular plezhur tu think ov meeting you at Hawkstone^ and 
ei am disposed tu hope that, under the blesing ov Divein Prov* 
idenSy much important benefit tu the New Church may be 
dereivd from the intended plan ov asembli. Mei onli apre- 
henshon iz, lest the number ov viziterz on the okazhon shud be 
too laijy hwich may prevent all the advantejez rezulting from a 
selekt aoseieti/' 

The nekst leter aludez tu a state ov diskurejment and spirit- 
iual treial hwich apearz tu hav befallen hiz frend^ and iz an 
instans ov the sinseriti and integriti ov the reiter'z frendship — 
cheering and suporting^ but not flatering : — 

"Manchester, April 23, 1806. 

" Mei veri dear Ser, — ^Being favord with the oportiuniti ov a 
litel lezhur, ei hasten tu replei tu your leter, and espeshiali tu 
th&t part ov it hwich respekts your spiritiual state, so far az it 
iz tu be kolekted from your own veri afekting and distresing 
akount. 

'* Yet hwen ei kail the akount distresing , perhaps ei ought tu 
korekt meiself, sins it apearz tu me that it iz more reazonabel 
tu kongratitUate you, than tu kondole with you on the histori ov 
your late persepshonz and sensashonz. For, hwot iz thfit his- 
tori, or hwot duth it inyolv, but a true and faithful transkript 
ov the Divein mersi and operashon, in leading you tu a just nolej 
and aprehenshon ov hwot you ar in yourself, and ov hwot you 
must ever kontiniu tu be, without the aid ov Omnipotens. 
Hwot, therefor, must be the purpos ov thdt mersi in so opening 
your eiz, but tu rekall you from yourself, and from all depend- 
ens upon everithing hwich iz mereli your own, that so you may 
seek refiuj in the boozom ov a boundles and most tender luv, 
and in the geidans and protekshon ov an Almeiti Arm, ever at 
wurk tu redeem you from yourself, and from all self-akiuzashon, 
(or rather from the akiuzashon ov leiing spirits,) and tu reniii 
you in the luv, in the nolej, and the praktis ov everi hevenli 
grase and vertiu? Hwerefor, mei dear Ser, be not diskurejd, 
but rather konsoled bei the piktiur ov infermiti and ov disorder 
hwich haz been prezented tu your viu. Onli sufer thdt piktiur 
tu kondukt you tu a sinsere luumiliashon before your God, and 
be kontent tu feel yourself the mizerabel being you deskreib, 
until it shal pleaz the Great Savier tu speak pees tuyour sorowz 
8 
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bei tlie revelashon ov Himself and ov Hiz esenshial mersi and 
truth. Ei rekolekt a pasej in our enleitend author, tho ei 
kanot immedietli refer tu it^ in hwich he sez that the anjelz 
atendant on man never inspeir him with konfidens in hiz own 
vertiuz and talents, but rather the revers, lest he shud be betrayd 
intu a fols and fatal dependens on hwot he meit be led tukall 
hiz own ekselensez. And hou do you n6, mei dear Ser but that 
this haz been the kase with you, and that akiuzing spirits hay 
been aloud tu ekserseiz a temporari influens, in order tu gard 
you agenst prezumpshon, and at the same teim kondukt you tu 
thfit heiest ov aU Kristian grasez, Hiumiliti ? At all events, let 
me konjure you stil tu be urjent in suplikashon tu the Inkamet 
God, until He plead your kauz. And if the enemistil kontiniu 
tu smeit you on the wun cheek, ofer tu him the uther also. Onli 
do not beleev all tu be true hwich the Akiuzer layz tu your charj ; 
but bei dilijens in the discharj ov your relativ diutiz, and bei 
pashent submishon tu sufering, endevor tu proov that, houever 
defektiv your motivz may heretufore hav been, and houever im- 
perfekt your obediens, you hav stil a hope that the kruked may 
be made strait, and the ruf plasez plain, and that you may feinaU 
see the salvashon ov the Lord. In devout prayr that your prez- 
ent temptashon may kum tu a hapi terminashon, and may 
introdius you tu thdt blesed kingdom hwich kan onli be opend 
bei similar tribiulashon, 

^'Ei remain, mei dear Ser, 

" Your afekshonet bruther, 

'^J. Clowes/' 
^'P.S. — ^Ei shud be glad if you wud let me n6 at an erli opor- 
tiimiti the progres ov your spiritiual state ; and if you kud inform 
me at the same teim hou meni frendz from your neighborhud 
ar leikli tu atend the aproaching meeting at Hawkstone in the 
ferst week ov Julei/' 

The hei rank aseind tu Hiumiliti in the foregoing leter woz 
ekwali aparent in the reiter^z konversashon. He sed, '' The 
Lord, hwen on erth, woz the most humbel ov men, and He iz 
the same inheven ; not onli the most himibelman, but the onli 
humbel man. And in this maner He deleits tu apear, and duz 
apear, tu the selestialz : not az a King in majesti and greatnea. 
Fiu kan bear this viu ov the Most Humbel Man : ' Lem ov 
Me, for ei am meek and lowli ov hart.' ^' 

Els-hwere^ he remarkt on the sensiual noshonz ov the JewZj 
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who kreid " He saved utherz^ let him save himself. Let him 
kum doun from the kros^ and we wil beleev him/' The display 
OY siupematiural pouer in saving Himself, they pretended^ wnd 
hav konvinst them ; the infinitli greater efort ov saving utherz 
bei the sakrifeiz ov Himself^ woz beyond their komprehenshon. 

The estimabel person adrest in the foregoing leterz departed 
this leif erli in the folowing year. Clowes thus reits tu the 
widow : — 

'' Manchester; Februari 26, 1807. 

" Mei dear Madam^ — ^With overflowing hart and eiz, ei most 
feelingli kondole with you and your dear children on your 
severe treial^ in the los ov a most ekselent huzband and father. 
Yet hwei do ei say los, hwen we hav the testimoni ov the Eter- 
nal Truth tu ashure you that this puting of the mortal kuver- 
ing makes no separashon ov meind; neither duth it remoov the 
departed spirit tu eni greater distans from us than before? 
It iz true the bodili ei kan no more behold the imej on hwich it 
woz akustomd tu gaze with deleit ; neither kan the bodili ear 
reseev the soundz hwich had before been komiunikativ both ov 
plezhur and instrukshon. But hwot then ? The spiritiual ei 
kan stil see, and the spiritiual ear kan stil hear the dear objekt 
ov their afekshon, and kan thus be made sensibel ov hiz neames^ 
hiz prezens, and hiz operashon, in a maner posibli more pouer- 
fiil and ful than kan be efekted bei the bodili sensez. Let us 
not then say that we hav suferd eni los, but rather let us say 
that he whom we so tenderli luv iz onli remoovd intu a state ov 
kloser and more intimet asoshiashon with us ; and ei wud ad, 
intu a state also ov promoting our real gud tu greater advantej 
than he kud posibli do hwen prezent in the bodi. For thus 
Jesus Christ testifeid tu Hiz diseipelz hwen he woz about tu 
leav the wurld and return untuthe Father, ' Itiz ekspedient for 
you that ei go away, for if ei go not away, the Kumforter wil 
not kum untu you ; but if ei go away, ei wil send him untu 
you.' Nou the Kumforter, we n6, woz Hiz own Divein Opera- 
shon ; konsekwentli it woz Himself operating tu a much more 
blesed efekt on Hiz diseipelz after Hiz departiur from the wurld 
than He kud do hwen prezent in the wurld. Hou then, do we 
n6 but that this may be the kase with everi departed frend, and 
that konsekwentli bei hiz departiur he iz renderd kapabel ov 
promoting our real interests, ov adveizing, kumforting, and 
protekting us more pouerfuli and advantajusli than he kud 
utherweiz hav dun? Hwerefor let us konsole ourselvz with 
8« 
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tills konsiderashon ; and beleeving the departed objekt ov our 
luv tu be himself both more weiz^ more hapi^ and more pouerfiil 
than hwen enkumberd with mortal kuvering^ let us beleev also 
that he iz kapabel ov komiunikating tu us both more wizdom, 
more hapines^ and more abiliti. 

'^ Ei am glad tu hear that you propoze tu kontiniu your okiu- 
pashon^ and wishing you everi suport under your ardiuus diutiz, 
and praying devoutli for the konsolashon ov yourself and your 
dear children imder your prezent treial, 

'^ Ei remain^ dear Madam, 

^^ Yourz most afekshonetli, 

« J. Clowes/' 

In June he rote agen tu the same ladi, sayings " It afordz me 
real satisfakshon tu hear that you ar so pouerfuli suported under 
your late hevi aflikshon ; and ei dout not the same Divein Hand 
hwich at prezent so mersifali enabelz you tu bear your burden, 
wil kontiniu its aid in everi period ov your pilgrimajehere below. 
Ei am glad also tu lern that you hav the rezolushon tu go on 
with your okiupashon, sins ekzershon in thdt way wU keep your 
meind in a state ov aktiviti, hwich wil prevent it from bekuming 
the prey ov sadnes and lownes. May the blesing ov Heven be 
with you in all thingz ! and may He who defendeth the kauz ov 
the mdow prosper all your laborz tu the inkreas ov Hiz glori 
and ov your own hapines. 

" Ei am much obleijd bei your keind and frendli invitashon, 
hwich ei shud aksept with the utmost plezhur, but that ei hav 
been lateli much trubeld with a kom plaint in the organz ov 
speech, for hwich a worm sea-bath iz rekomended bei mei 
fizishan. Ei propoze, therefor, after the Meeting at Hawkstone, 
tu direkt mei kourse tu the sea at Parkgate, in the neighborhud 
ov Chester, hwere ei am alredi engajed tu meet a parti for about 
siks weeks or two months/' 

The sekond " Hawkstone Meeting" woz held at the begining 
ov Julei, and okiupeid wun ov its sitingz in diskusing sum Miniuts 
hwich had been reseevd from a Konferens held in London in the 
preseding May. Objekshonz wer made tu sum ov theze Miniuts, 
but it woz unanimusli "Rezolvd, that, notwithstanding the liberti 
hwich this Meeting haz taken in making their remarks on sum 
ov the Miniuts ov the London Konferens, tu hwich they hav 
been led bei motivz ov the piurest chariti, yet they wish tu 
obzerv that ther ar meni thingz kontaind in thoze Miniuts hwich

meet with their harti konkurens^ and in hwich they wil be hapi 
ta uneit with their London brethren/' 

The objekshonz ov Mr Clowes and hiz Hawkstone asoshiates 
apleid cheefli ta the mode chozen for the institiushon ov a niu 
order ov ministerz ; tu the rekweirment ov re-baptizm intu the 
New Churchy and tu the charj ov inkonsistensi in thoze who 
kontiniud in their former relijus asoshiashonz. The orijinal 
iqpcnntment ov an ordaining minister bei lot woz konsiderd onli 
siutabel for dkstemal men^ and not konsistent with the karakter 
ov a church direkted bei '' spiritiual-rashonal motivz/' The 
aposel Matthias woz chozen bei lot^ but bei thoze who wer alredi 
Aposelz^ and hwot woz alouabel in the rudimentari Kristian 
Churchy wud not aplei tu *' internal men/'(') The Hawkstone 
Meeting, houever^ did not dezeir tu interfere with uther modez 
ov ordinaAon, but onU tu as^rt the reit ov bishops ov the Old 
Church tu ordain ministerz for the New^ hwenever they ar so 
disposed. The Meeting konsiderd the orijinal baptizm in ^^ the 
Name ov the Father, Sun, and Holi Ghost/' valid, hwotever 
meit be the eideaz aticht tu thoze wurdz bei the ofishiating 
minister. And it woz the unanimus opinion ov the meeting, 
** that all Beaderz ov the Niu Doktrinz, hwether in the Estab- 
lishment, or in eni uther komiunion ov Elristianz, ar at perfekt 
liberti, akording tu the tenor ov thoze doktrinz, either tu kon* 
tiniu in their former komiunion, or tu kwit it, az their konshens 
diktates. Nor iz it aprehended that eni danjer kan kum from 
the use ov the eksternal formz ov the Old Church, proveided 
that the Diviniti ov Jesus Christ, the sanktiti ov the Sakred 
Skriptiur, and the two sakraments ov. Baptizm and the Holi 
Super ar aknolejd in thoze formz ; and proveided, farther, that 
a gud End be regarded in the use ov them ; sins, agreeabli tu 
tiie testimoni ov the Niu Doktrinz, all ar jujd from the Endz 
tiiey regard, and both man and hiz akshonz ar ov such a kwoliti 
ms the End iz hwich he regardz.'' 

In repl^ tu theze objekshonz, Mr Jones, the minister ov the 
Peter street Soseieti in Manchester, drew up " A Frendli Adres 
tu the Reseeverz ov the Doktrinz ov the New Jerusalem Church, 
on tiie Propreieti ov adopting siutabel Formz ov Eksternal 
Wurship.'' 

The pamflet iz riten in a &ir and charitabel spirit. Hwotever

may be thought ov the reiter^z opinionz^ hiz mode ov ekspresing 
them kanot but be admeird. HweU alouing the individiual 
liberti klaimd at Hawkstone^ Mr Jones layz great stres upon 
the disadvantejez suferd bei personz who remain in the komiu- 
niou ov the ^^ Old Church/' and he, not unnatiurali, omits tu 
notis the disadvantejez on the uther seid. This omishon Mr 
Clowes supleid in ^^A Leter tu T. Banning, esq., kontaining 
Striktiurz on Mr Jones's late Pamflet/' The drift ov theze 
Striktiurz may be seen bei the folowing pasej : — " Hwen ei 
take a retrospektiv viu ov hwot iz past, and reflekt on the need- 
les ofens given, and on all the biter prejudis ekseited agenst 
the Niu Doktrinz bei the kondukt ov thoze who kud not be 
kontent with their akustomd formz ov ekstemal wurship ; hwen 
ei obzerv hou the predikted glorias New Church, intended az a 
universal blesing tu the hole rase ov mankeind, haz been thus 
degraded tu a komon sekt, hweil limits hav been set tu her 
universaliti, and kontempt pourd on her hei authoriti, bei the 
groundles skrupelz and unyeelding fastidiusnes ov her children ; 

hwen ei hear it graveli aserted that tu bekum a 
real living member ov theLoRn'z New Church it iz not sufishent 
tu atend konshienshusli tu your leif and konversashon, tu your 
sentiments, your doktrin and your praktis, but you must adopt 
a partikiular mode ov wurship, you must be re-bapteizd, you 
must no longer asoshiate with the former kompanionz ov your 
devoshonz and relijus ekserseizez ; hwen ei konsider hou direktli 
opozit theze injunkshonz ar both tu the deklarashonz and ek-^ 
zampel ov Jesus Christ and hiz Aposelz, who, it iz wel n6n, 
never kalld their diseipelz tu separate from the seremoniz ov the 
Jewish Church, but,, on the kontrari, enkurejd them tu kon- 
tiniu in the use ov thoze ekstemal or^nansez in hwich they had 
been ediukated; and lastli, hwen ei perseev that numberz ov 
wel-dispozed meindz ar thus diskurejd from luking intu the Niu 
Doktrinz, bekauz they ar taut tu beleev that tu bekum memberz 
ov the New Church it iz nesesari ferst tu bekum sektarists, and 
that tu wurship in the niu tempel it iz ekspedient tu break in 
peesez all their old relijus uzejez, insted ov bending them tu the 
truth, az the truth hath taut; hwen, ei say, ei reflekt on all 
theze konsiderashonz, ei am uterli at a los tu konseev hou they 
kud hav eskaped the notis ov Mr Jones/' 

The folowing year Mr Clowes rote tu hiz frend at Bristol 
dekleining a presing invitashon, on the ground ov hiz feeling 
pouerfuli konstraind tu vizit sum ovthe klerji in the norths who 
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had emestli solisited hiz kumpani, with a viu tu obtaining a 
further akwaintans with the Niu Doktrinz^ hwich, he sez, '* they 
hay begun tu read with afekshon and interest/^ In the same 
leter he speaks ov the spred ov the doktrinz amung all ranks ov 
soseieti^ both klerji and la'iti. Hiz viuz wer^ perhaps^ over san- 
gwin. The influens ov hiz own holi zeal and karakter inshured 
respektful atenshon tu all he sed^ and probabli thoze he konverst 
with wer all more or les interested, and inkleiud tu aksept hiz 
doktrin. Sum ov the leit az wel az the wormth ov the New 
Church meit be reali reseevd^ more or les konshusli ; but ther iz 
no ground for beleeving that eni konsiderabel number ov either 
kleiji or laiti bekame permanent readerz ov the New Church 
reitingz. 

Wun ov hiz vizits in the north woz paid tu hiz old frend 
Watson, Bishop ov Llandaff, at hiz seat on the banks ov Win- 
dermere. Here hiz luv ov fein seneri found ekspreshon in the 
foiowing 

EKSTEMPOEE LEINZ RITEN ON VIUING WINDERMEEE. 

Hwot meanz this yizbon ov enchanting blis P 
Hwens kumz this sakred awe that filz the soul P 
Iz it that mountenz, waterz, roks and wudz 
hav pouer tu operate on meind, and form 
a niu kreashon in its deep res^s P 
Or, shal we say, that Fansi, in her loom, 
with majik skil, and art misteriiis, weavz 
sweet imejez ov biuti, and thus moovz 
admeiring man tu wunder and deleit P 

Begon the vain Filosofi hwich thus 
tu mater givz pre-eminens, tu deth 
askreibz the pouer ov leif^ or — foolish thought ! — 
wud set Imajinashon on the throne 
OY God, tu make and modifei men'z joiz ! 

And kum, fair Spirit ov Eternal Truths 
thou cheild ov Heven, thou Leit and Leif ov men ! 
teach us tu see that Biuti, Blis, and Pees 
ar all thei wurkmanship, the piur efekt 
ov thein abode in man, and that hwote'er 
ov harmoni and elegans kombeind 
in Natiur*z senez afekts the atentiv soul, 
iz but a transkript ov thein ekselens, 
deeeind bei the Almbiti tu portrav 
the gloriz ov Hiz Kingdom, and thus raiz 
from erth tu heven the humbel and devout, 
who, bei thei leit ilumind, see this wurld 
transparent, and in all its varid formz 
deleit tu trase the featiurz ov a God. 

Fosibli the same vizit tu the mountenz may hav sujested hiz 
reflekshonz on fisisiliti ov kompozishon. He sez^ *^ Beiting iz leik 
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traveling over a mountenTis kuntri. Hwen yon reit bei sheer 
ekzershoD ov thought, the efort iz laboriiis^ the eideaz knm with 
difiknlti^ and you feel ekzausted. Yon ar endevoring tu kleim 
tn gud bei dint ov mere truth ; hwich being kontrari tu the order 
ov Divein influens^ begets pain. At nther teimz the afekahonz 
ar ekseited ; your wurk iz then eazi and deleitfiil^ and the 
thoughts flow spontaniiisli. You ar desending^ in the order ov 
Divein influens ; gud influensez truth J' 

Clowes haz the kredit ov translating the folowing leinz ritem 
bei the Duchess d^Angouleme^ and left at an in : — 

Dieu seul ! en faut-il d'avantage f 

^A tout pouiquoi joindre le rien P 
Content de cetneureuz partage, 

Mon coBur ne vent pas d'autre bien. 
Que rien jamais, ne me s^pare

The translashon iz this — 

Gob iz, and onli iz ; hwot need we more P

Oh ! may th&t hart stil tu its Maker true, 
hiz sweet and chaste atraktiy Iut pursid ! 
Hwere God iz not esteemd sufishent gain, 
iz eni proof oy ayaris more plain P 

Nekst year he agen rote tu hiz widowd frend : — 

'' Manchester, April, 1809. 

" Mei dear Madam, — ^Your akount ov yourself and famiU iz 
most gratifeiing, and ei dout not that the Divein Providens, 
in hwich you trust, wil mersifuli ekstend its blesingz and pro- 
tekshon tu you and them : for the greater our nesesitiz ar, 
the nearer and more operativ iz thdt eternal mersi ov the Great 
and Holi God, hwich feindz its cheef gratifikashon in releeving 
hiuman wonts, hwether ov the bodi, or soul, or both. Tu that 
mersi, then, ei devoutli komit you, from a ful konvikshon that 
hweil you kontiniu tu konfeid in it, you wil wont no maner ov 
thing that iz gud. 

'* Ei am much deleited, too, with your akount ov your vizit at 
Kourt, and pleazd beyond mezhur tu diskuver so much jeniuin 
peieti hwere wun wud least ekspekt. it. You do not say 
hwether you komiunikated eni ov our enleitend Author'z wurks 
tu the yung Prinsesez. Perhaps it meit not be prudent ; but 
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st3 it apearz tu me that their peieti meit posibli be konfermd 
bei such komiimikashon. Ei shal esteem it a partikiular favor 
tu be induljd with hwot further intelijens you may reseev on 
the interesting subjekt/' 

In this year woz riten the ddeitfiil trakt^ " Paradeis Lost and 
Regaind/' dated " St John's Parade, 1 May, 1809/' It iz wun ov 
a set afterwardz publisht in two small voliumz, kontaining — The 
Pastor's Niu Year'z Gift, Short Deialogz on Relijus Subjekts, 
A Piktiur ov the Broad and Narow Way, The Katerpilarz and 
the Guzberibush, The Rainbow, or the Token ov God's Kuven- 
ant with Hiz Peepel, The Misteriiis Lader, or Jacob's Dream, 
The Yung Prins, Paradeis Lost and Regaind, An Eksplanashon 
ov the Church Katekizm, the Golden Weding Ring, and The 
True End aad Desein ov the Holi Sakrament ov the Lord'z 
Super. 

Tho the Deialogz ov Yung Samuel and hiz Father ar karid on 
in frazioloji kwaint and unnatiural tu the yooth ov this irrever- 
ent and flipant aje, they ar fill ov spiritiual instrukshon for both 
yung and old; and the instrukshon iz made klearer bei the 
method ov kwestion and anser, houever tediiis thdt may be tu im- 
pashent readerz. Theze trakts ar not ment for eidel amiuzment ; 
they ar adrest tu thoughtful meindz, emest in seeking hevenli 
nolej. Tu such they ar deleitful reading ; filing the meind with 
hapi thoughts and feelingz, hwich do not pas away. '^The 
Golden Weding Ring" iz an *' atempt tu restore Maraje tu its 
primitiv sanktiti, piuriti, and blis," bei showing its intimet kon- 
ekshon with Relijon and the heiest ov hiuman afekshonz, and 
its distinkshon from the base erthli konekshonz too often de- 
grading its sakred name. The author'z Miuz kontribiuts a 
fiJiort poem on '' Weded Luv : " — 

See hou the rosi-boozomd Spiing 

deks with fresh oharmz yon yerdant groT6 ; 
fhe weded berdz on boiant wing 

obey the welkum yoia oy luv. 
In partnership ov dear deleit, 

each bizi task oy use they share, 
and sweetest soogE, ftom mom tn neit^ 

the raptiur oy their harts deklare. 

But hwen feers Winter strips the plains 

and desolashon lou'rz around, 
no wonton wing, no sportiY strain, 

no miutiual blis oy leif iz found.

The kloudz and frounz oy angn skeiz, 

the cheks that wintri sorowz giy, 
ar helps, bei hwich its fervorz reiz, 

ar deths, bei hwich its plezhurz liy. 

Wun OV Clowes^s most remarkabel trakts or treatisez woz pub- 
lisht in this year, nameli^ tMt on ^' Seiens/^ It deskreibz the 
berth ov Seiens, from the afekshon ov n6ing; its growth, ekstent, 
degreez and jenera ; its asent and piurifikashon ; its use and 
abius ; tu whom it belongz ; its order and disorder ; its blesing 
and kurs, and its glorifikashon. It treats ov vain seiens ; ov 
fols and true seiens ; borowd seiens and proper seiens ; ov liv- 
ing seiens and ded seiens ; and on the end ov seiens. 

^^ Everithing iz living or aleiv hwich haz konekshon with the 
leif ov God, hwich iz luv and chariti; and everithing iz ded 
hwich iz separated from thit konekshon/' 

^^ The berth or begining ov seiens iz from God, bekauz it iz 
from thdt afekshon hwich God inspeirz, kontiniuali and everi 
moment, intu the meind ov man. And az the begining ov 
seiens iz thus eternal and divein, so leikweiz iz its end ; bekauz 
hwotsoever kumz from God must needz kum for the akomplish- 
ment ov Hiz purpos or intenshon, and the purpos or intenshon 
ov God must needz be divein and eternal. But the purpos or 
intenshon ov God, in all kasez, iz manifestli this, tu komiunikate 
blesednes tu all Hiz kreatiurz, akording tu the degree in hwich 
they ar kapabel ov reseeving it, konsekwentli tu kondukt them 
tu konjunkshon with Himself, sins no kreatiur kan be blest 
but akording tu the degree ov thdt konjunkshon. The end ov 
seiens, then, iz evidentU tu lead man tu konjunkshon with hiz 
God, and in so doing tu make him an anjel, kapabel ov enjoiing 
everlasting hapines in the kingdom ov heven.^' 

The steil ov this treatis iz wunderftili eazi, az if the mater 
had flowd, without interrupshon or efort, from begining tuend; 
and such woz the fakt : it iz wun ov ttioze remarkabel produk- 
shonz ov the reiter'z pen, hwich, he sez, wer riten without eni 
ekzershou ov hiz own meind. The prezent instans, houever, 
and wun tu be notist hereafter, difer from the sermonz and 
sum uther reitingz in the maner ov their komiunikashon. The 
serkumstansez in the prezent instans, az stated bei the reiter, 
wer theze : He woz reiding on horsbak between York and Mar- 
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ket Weighton^ hwen a buk woz sudenli prezented tu hiz mental 
yizhon. He red it through before he reacht hiz in. On aleit- 
ing, he had onli teim tu reit doun the hedz ov the diferent sek- 
shonz^ and woz then obleijd tu kontiniu hiz jumi tu Hull^ hwere 
he hoped tu komit the hole tu paper before it faded from hiz 
memori. He had, houever, no oportiuniti ov doing so til a 
konsiderabel teim afterwardz ; hwen the subjekt rekurd tu hiz 
meind so klearli, that he woz abel tu reit out the buk, wurd for 
wurd. Such woz the authorship ov the ^^ Treatis on Seiens/^ 

The sumer ov 1810 found him at Plas-newydd, in Denbigh- 
shire, from hwich plase he rote, on the 19th June, tu the ladi 
alredi so often adrest : — 

"The miiltiplisiti ov biznes and engajements, in hwich ei 
alwayz feind meiself im^rst diuring mei rezidens in Manchester, 
haz hithertu prevented mei repleiing tu your veri interesting 
fevor of Februari 24. Being nou remoovd from thfit rejon ov 
busel, intu a sitiuashon hwich leavz me more at mei own dis- 
pozal, ei avail meiself ov the erliest oportiuniti ov thanking you 
for your frendli komiunikashonz and keind invitashon/' He 
then eksplainz that he iz imekwal tu a jumi so far az hiz frend^z 
abode, and that, being rekomended worm sea-bathing, " az the 
onli meanz for sekiuring tu hiz ekzausted and feebel konstitiu- 
shon the small remnant ov its pouerz and vigor,'^ he haz rezorted 
tu Plas-newydd for thdt purpos. He then kontiniuz : — 

'' The akount ov your vizit tu Windsor charmz me, and ei 
feel partikiularli obleijd bei your being so miniut on the subjekt. 
Ei am deleited also with the piktiur ov your own dear famili, 
hwich ekseits a dezeir tu see you almost too strong for mei weak 
nervz tu suport, under the eidea that it kanot be gratifeid. But 
ei endevor tu submit tu the aranjements ov thdt Mersiful 
Providens, hwich kompelz even our infermitiz tu fulfil its own 
grashus purposez, and hwich, from the disapointment ov our 
own fond wishez, frekwentli openz the soursez ov our piurest 
joiz. 

" Nekst Munday ei propoze seting out tu join the parti at 
Hawkstone ; and on mei return from thdt plase on Saterday, 
hope tu remain stashonari here for two munths longer/' 

The year 1810 iz memorabel for the foundashon ov the Lon- 
don Soseieti for Printing and Publishing the Reitingz ov Sweden- 
borg. (^) The Manchester Soseieti woz establisht in 1782. 

1. It is nou n6n as the Swedenborg Soseieti, British and Foren, in Bloomabory 
Street. 
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Both ov them had the harti suport ov John Clowes. At the 
fifth Hawkstone Meeting in 1810, reports werreseevd from both 
theze Soseietiz, thfit ov the London Soseieti bemg brought bei a 
Depiutashon introdiust bei the folowing leter tu the Prezident : 

" London, 27 June, 1810. 
" Ser, — Messrs Jones, Presland, Jones and Parry, memberz 
ov the Komiti ov this Soseieti, wil herewith hav the onor ov 
prezentiug you, for the iuformashon ov the Hawkstone Meeting, 
with kopiz ov the Report ov the ferst Aniual Meeting ov this 
Soseieti, being apointed for thdt purpos bei vertiu ov a rezolushon 
ov the sed .Aoiiual Meeting. The Soseieti avail themselvz ov 
this oportiuniti tu ashure the jentelmen meeting at Hawkstone 
ov their sinsere esteem and afekshon, and tu ekspres their 
ardent hopes that the great kauz they all hav at hart wil be 
materiali promoted bei their ekzershonz. 

'' Womdi partisipating in theze sentiments, ei am, ets., 

(Seind) Samuel Noble, Sec.'' 

The Hawkstone Report ov thdt year rekdrdz the abuv in its 
proseedingz, with a rezolushon heiH aprooving the niu Institiu- 
shon and ekspresing the thanks ov the Meeting for the Report and 
the Depiutashon bearing it. The Meeting also rekorded their 
^' veri emest dezeir that everi fiutiur Aniual Meeting at Hawk- 
stone may be atended bei viziterz from everi Soseieti in the Uni- 
ted Kingdom, for enkurejing harmoni and unabimiti, and forming 
a barier agenst the enkroachment ov eroniiis perswazhonz in 
the New Church.'' 
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CHAPTER 12. 

Ftfrther Korespondem — 1811 — 1814. 

Clowes woz nou in hiz siksti-eightl year^ and hiz temperet 
habits^ tho they proloi)d hiz leif and seemd its enjoiment^ kud 
not holli prevent the infermitiz ov inkreasii) yearz. In March 
1811, he reits from Manchester tu hiz Bristol fr^nd : — 

'' You ar keind eny f tu yrj agen, with all your U3ual ernest- 
nes, your rekwest tu see me w^ns more, and that ei m^st bek^m 
your gest. Be ashured, mei ekselent frend, that n^lii) wud 
aford me more hartfelt gratifikashon, and rest satisfeid, that it 
iz mei prezent fikst p^rpos tu ind^lj meiself, in this instans, 
after the Meetrg at Hawkstone. B?t alou me tu hint, at the 
same teim, that the eksekiushon ov mei pyrpos wil depend on 
the state ov mei hell, hwich for s^m yearz past haz been so in- 
diferent in the s^rmer m?nls az tu render sea-air and sea- 
-bathii) absoluteli nesesari/' 

The log dezeird vizit woz, houever, akomplisht, and on hiz 
ret^rm, he reits from Abergele az folowz : — 

" Penetrated with a deep sens ov the Divein Mersi and Pro- 
videns, in havii) been blest and protekted diurig mei log j^mi 
from your toun tu this plase, ei take the erliest oportiuniti after 
mei areival here, ov kompleiig with your keind wish tu hear sym 
akount ov mei peregrinashonz. The heat ov the wether woz for 
a fiu dayz almost ins^portabel, and the d^rst ov feiv kountiz, 
with hwich ei found meiself kzrverd on mei areival at Shrews- 
bury, kaUd intu ekserseiz the larjest share ov mei pashens and 
szrbmishon. Byt the rekolekshon ov the keindnes ov the fi*endz 
whom ei had left beheind me, and ov thoze towardz whom ei 
woz aproachig, woz a sweet antidote tu everi anoians, and kon- 
vinst me hou m^ch fateeg and labor the. bodi kan bear, hwen 
S3j)orted bei the remembrans ov thoze we l^v, and bei a sens 
ov gratitiud for all their atenshonz. At Stroud ei had the 
ple3ur ov beig introdiiist tu s^m niu akwaintansez — a Mr and 

Mrs O., and Mr , the kiuret ov the parish. The former 

ar peepel ov konsiderabel properti, pei^s, sensibel, and inter- 
estig, who hav had the rezolushon tu kwit the gaietiz ov 
fietshonabel leif in London, that they may be at liberti tu enjoi 
the more satisfaktori gratiiikashon ov pees and reteirment in 
the enchantig seneri ov Eodborough Yale. The later iz a zelvs 
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klerjiman ov the Kalvinistik klas^ b^rt moderet and meild^ and 
who apearz tu ekzdlt the spirit ov chariti ab^r all the distii)k- 
shonz rezyltig firom opinion^ spekiulashon and doktrin/^ 

The same day he rote tu a frend at Stroud : — 
'' Agreeabel tu your keind rekwest, ei am hapi tu inform you 
that drough the blesii) ov the Divein Providens, ei areivd safe 
and wel at this plase yesterday. The wether indeed woz Tmkom- 
onli worm, and the roadz wer dzrsti ; byt theze anoiansez onli 
kalld ford the ekserseiz ov pashens and s^bmishon, and this, in the 
end, promoted gud. So it iz that in the great j^mi ov hiuman 
leif, all its tr^belz and inkonveniensez, hwether areizii) from 
the heat ov our pashonz, or from the dyst ov thoze korypshonz 
hwich we tred ynder our feet, ar konverted bei our Most Mer- 
sifal Lord intu the meanz ov our feinal piuriiikashon, hweil we 
kontiniu tu travel on in the wayz ov Hiz Divein hiumiliti, 
chariti, self-deneial, and rezignashon. 

"At Gloucester, ei had the plejur ovpasin averi agreeabel 
hfif our with Mrs M. and her amiabel dauter, but this woz the 
onli soseieti ei enjoid diurig mei jyrni from Stroud tu this plase ; 
ekseptii) thdt spiritiual asoshiashon tu hwich the meind iz alwayz 
introdiiist bei self-rekolekshon ; hwich iz nothing els byt an 
openig ov its intelektiual ei tu thdt eternal wyrld and thoze 
eternsd beigz with hwich it iz ever in klose konekshon, hwether 
aware' ov it or not. Hwot a wynderftd serkymstans iz this! 
and hwot a proof ov the mersi ov our God, and ov our immor- 
taliti, that we liv thys in two wyrldz at wyn and the same teim, 
and that az our bodili sensez enabel ys tu komiunikate with the 
beigz and ^gz ov this wyrld, so our mental konsepshonz konf^r 
the same abUiti in regard tu the more important, and ei wil ad^ 
the more real be'igz and ^gz ov the yther wyrld ! Oh, that we 
may never forget and never neglekt tu profit bei this distiggwishig 
privilej ov our natiur, and signal mark ov Divein ly vig keindnes V* 

Nekst mynl he rote from Manchester tu hiz widowd frend : 

" Sins ei last rote tu you ei hav vizited Liverpool, hwere ei 
found a great inkreas ov frendz who reseev the Niu Doktrinz, 
and woz ekseedigli gratifeid with their soseieti. 

'' It givz me ple3ur tu hear that you hav red the Memworz 
ov Klopstock; bekauz ei am shure you wud be heili gratifeid 
bei the akount ov the true konjugal l?rv and leif hwich uneited 
him and hiz Meta. Alas ! hwen wil maraje be restored tu its 
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proper state ov piuriti and blis ? Never — til man iz weiz tu 
kons^lt agen the Divein hrv and wizdom^ and tu szrbmit himself 
enteirli tu the geidans and kontrol ov thoze eternal prinsipelz/ 3 

Two yearz erlier Mr Clowes had pyblisht a Trakt enteiteld 
" Elopstock in Heven korektii) hiz former eideaz ov hiuma n 
Gloria in a Deialog between him and hiz Meta/^ It beginz 
with the folowig " Advertizment : ^^ '' The folowi^ pajez ar 
founded on a Wmrk lateli pyblisht, enteiteld ' Memworz ov 
Klopstock and hiz Weif, translated from the Jerman/ in hwich 
iz introdiust a short Deialog on Fame or Gloria between Klop- 
stock and hiz Weif^ whom he woz akzrstomd tu kail ^ Meta/ 
The sentiments kontaind in thdt Deialog apear tu be ^terli ini- 
WTrrthi ov the two speakerz^ az fallii) vastli short ov the proper 
and jeniuin eidea ov the s^rbjekt ov it. It iz tu korekt thoze 
sentiments^ az it may be preziumd that Elopstock haz nou kor- 
ekted them^ sins hiz remooval tu a beter WTrrld^ that the folow- 
ing Deialog woz riten. '^ Klopstock deid in 1803, — this woz 
probabli riten a year or two afterwardz. 

In this interestii) trakt Klopstock givz 7p hiz w^rrldli eidea ov 
the lyv ov glori az the wish tu be l^rvd and valiud bei posteriti,'^ 
and adopts the sentiment that ^^true glori rezzrlts from the 
J3Jment or opinion ov the Great Father ov Beino, and ov 
Hiz Anjelik Host ; hwich opinion iz alwayz formd akordii) tu 
Tru^ ; thdt iz tu say, akordig tu all thoze hevenli and blesed 
prinsipelz ov Gudnes, Wizdom, Piuriti and Holines hwich the 
Trul inspeirz. . . . This iz hwot Jesus Christ deklared 
hwen He sed in Hiz last Divein Prayr tu Hiz Father, ^ The 
Glori hwich Thou hast given Me, ei hav given them, that they 
may be wro az we ar.' " 

Hiuman glori, houever, iz admited tu hav its usez. " For 
the bad ar frekwentli instigated bei it tu perform useful servisez 
tu soseieti, and with the gud it operates tu inkreas their sens 
and persepshon ov the Divein Glori. . . . The wel-dispozed 
meind iz alwayz in the habit ov referii) all its glori tu God, its 
siupreme Sourse, bekauz it seez and n6z that az even gud and 
everi ekselens kzrmz orijinali from God, bo ov kourse the glori 
dereivd from even gud and even ekselens mzrst also beloi) 
Tmtu God/' 

The Deialog konkludez with the folowig elokwent pasej : 
''That the great Talent ovall Talents iz tu lyv God abyv all 
thijgz, and our neighbor az ourselvz : that the heiest nobiliti ov 
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Berl iz tu bekTin a Cheild oy Gtod, and the most splendid ov 
all Dignitiz tu be ragkt am^g the Heirs oy Hiz Kujdom; 
that it iz more onorabel tu cherish the Trul oy Gk>D in our 
harts and leivz than tu eksel in the re&inments oy hiuman 
Lemii)^ and a greater glori tu do gud akshonz, and tu s^bdiu 
our pashonz^ than tu found empeirz and tu koi|kwer kigdomz. 
Feinali, that ther iz no glori tu be kompared with the glori oy 
ekzistii), and no fitme ekwal tu thdt ov beig a Man^ bom tu the 
nobel kapasiti oy konjoinii) himself with the God oy Heyen^ and 
liyii) a leif oy immortaliti and blis ; and therefor hwoteyer fame 
may atdeh tu the karakter oy a lemed Historian^ a meiti Kog- 
kwerer^ an elokwent Orator^ or eyen a great Poet, it iz all an atom 
hwen kompared with the transendent onor oy a true Kristian, 
who aspeirz after the immortal glori oy bek^nnii), leik the Kiff^z 
Dauter ov old, All Globius within/^ 

He agen reits tu the same frend, ^nder date 

'' Manchester, 9 Noyember, 1811. 

'^ Mei dear Madam, — It giyz me partikiular plesur tu feind 
that the Niu Doktrinz ar makii) their way in the Eiland oy 
Jersey. Ei hay in mei pozeshon a kopi oy the French w^rk 
you menshon kontainii) the ferst four chapterz oy the Eeolojij 
and ei hay also a kopi oy the " Hevenli Doktrinz oy the New 
Jerusalem/' translated intu French bei M. Chastanier, and 
leikweiz a kopi oy mei own " Deialogz on the Reitigz/' trans- 
lated intu French bei Mr Gomm, bryther-in-law oy Lord 
Malmesbury, all oy hwich ei wud gladli send tu your frend, if 
ei niu hou tu direkt them, and if they wud bear the ekspens 
oy karaje. 

" It woz also heili gratifeiig tu me tu be informd oy the aten- 
shon stil paid you bei the Boial Famili, and ei hope it iz your 
intenshon tu aksept at Kristmas the Kween'z invitashon ; for 
hou kan you tel hwot k^mfort she may dereiv from your soseieti 
at this treiig period? .The Kig, ei fear, iz past all hope oy 
reky veri ; byt stil ei tr^st he iz hapi, az the Prinses Mari eks- 
presez it, in a wtirld ov hiz own, Hou misteriys, in meni kasez, 
ar the wayz ov the Divein Providens ! 

'^Tu your dear children say everiiii) forme most afekshonet, 
and tel dear John that ei hope it wil not be log before ei shal 
kym for mei teeO, (^) With a thouzand l^vz and kisez tu them 
all,'' ets.

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Tu the same ladi he agen reits : — 

"18 March, 1812. 

'^ Your akoimt ov the Famili at Windsor woz most interestii), 
and ei kanot bzrt rejois in ^gkig that hwotever gratifikashon 
you meit dereiv from your vizit tu them, they on their part 
wud be resiprokali afekted. Their kros iz, indeed, a hevi wmi : 
bvt stil ei hav the fail tu beleev that it iz ekzaktli fited tu their 
sholderz, and that no ^ther kud so wel anser the pyrpos. For 
great and distiggwisht ekselensez, in all kasez, rekweir great and 
distiggwisht treialz tu prezerv them from the defeilment ov th&t 
inordinet self-l?v hwich iz aleik komon tu tts all ; and ei am 
m^ch inkleind tu beleev that the more s^rbleim the vertiu iz, so 
m^ch the more severeli iz it treid, on all okajonz. We hav 
nzrtig, therefor, tu komplain ov in regard tu our several krosez, 
sins they ar shure and infalibel proofs, at all teimz, that a Di- 
vein hand iz at w^rk, ynder the iniluens ov Divein lyv, hwich 
wil not sz^fer ys tu defeil the gifts hwich it haz been pleazd tu 
bestow ypon ys, bei apropriatig them tu ourselvz, insted ov 
hvmbli and lagkfuli aknolejig the bounti from hwich they flow. 

"Mr wil be the bearer ov a trakt enteiteld the ^ Golden 

Wedig Rig/ hwich you wil hav the gudnes tu deliver in mei 
name, and with mei best l?fv, tu your eldest dauter. Hou ei 
log tu see dear John in hiz niu and roial jaket ! Ei wud tel 
him, houever, that hiz own dear inosens iz a far richer and more 
prinsli kvverig than eni hwich the pouerz ov this wz^rld kan 
bestow/' 

In June he agen reits, relzrktantli dekleinig an invitashon 
tu revisit hiz frend and her interestig famili, and s^fbstitiutig a 
propozal that she and s^m firendz she had wisht him tu meet, 
shud put themselvz intu a post-shaiz, and join the hapi parti 
at Hawkstone. "The bought,'' he kontiniuz, "ov feindig 
avch an adishon tu the parti wud giv me niu wigz. Ei entreat 
you, then, tu take this propozal intu seriys konsiderashon, and 
tu kanvas it, not mereli az a skeem ov plesur or individiual 
k?rmfort, b^rt az a plan kalkiulated tu promote the interests and 
prosperiti ov the Lord'z glorias Church and Kigdom/' 

The Hawkstone Meetig this yearkonsisted ov fourteen jentel- 
men from Lancashire and Birmiugham. Tho smaller than usu- 
al, it woz " partikiularli favord ft^m abyv, if a jyjment may be 
formd from the imanimiti, harmoni and kordiallvv '' hwich pre- 
vaild. The Meetig aproovd ov the kworterli Periodikal started 
in London at the beginig ov this year^ bzrt rekomended the 
9 
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Editerz tu keep in yiu, not onli the edifikashon ov thoze alredi 
konvinst^ byt the introd^fkshon ov the Doktrinz tu thoze at 
prezent Tnakwainted with them. They sweated an adishon tu 
the teitel ov the magazine^ makii) it ^' An Intelektiual Bepozitori 
for the serkiulashon and improovment ov Kristian nolej/' 

In konekshon with this periodikal a serk^mstans ok^rrd wTrthi 
ov menshon^ az showii) the influens hwich Clowes ekserseizd 
over the reseeverz ov the niu doktrinz in hiz day. In Janiu- 
ari, 1812, had apeard the ferst kworterli number ov the /n- 
tellectual Repository, The sekond number kontaind a paper bei 
Robert Hindmarsh, on the " Mirakel ov Kloven Tygz'^ (Acts 
chap. 2.), in hwich he kon tended that the Aposelz reali spoke 
in a vareieti ov diferent laggwejez ; thiys plasii) the seat ov the 
mirakel in fhe Aposelz themselvz. In the folowii) number a 
replei apeard from the pen ov George Haworth, argiuii) that the 
hole serk^mstans tuk plase in the spiritiual state, and that the 
laggwej hwich each individiual beleevd tu be hiz own, woz the 
laijgwej ov spirits. In the number for Oktober, Hindmarsh 
repleidj and in April, 1813, Haworth kontribiuted a sekond 
paper on the s^bjekt. The kontroversi had proseeded th^s far, 
hwen at wmi ov the Manchester kofi meetii)z Hindmarsh gave 
an akount ov the progres and state ov the kwestion, and anounst 
hiz intenshon ov agen repleiig tu Haworth. Mr Clowes then 
roze from hiz seat, and, layig hiz handz on Hindmarsh's shol- 
derz, sed, " Mei dear Mr Hindmarsh, you ar rog this teim/' 
Not another silabel did Hindmarsh reit or yter on the mirakel 
ov the kloven t^rgz. 

Kontiniuig our ekstrakts, we feind, ynder date Manchester, 
26 March, 1813, the folowig :— 

" Hwot you say ov the Koial Famili, and partikiularli ov the 
Kig, iz most afektig, and prezents tts with meni edifeiig and 
important lesonz. For, hou konvinsig iz it, that no stashon 
here below iz ekz^mpt from treial and trybel, and that neither 
the barz nor the gardz even ov a pales, kan keep out aflikshon ! 
Hou kouvinsig iz it also, that even in the depfc ov hiuman 
mizeri, the Divein Mersi kan be prezent, and instil its sakred 
konsolashonz ! Ei hav no dout in mei own meind that the Kig 
iz kept in s^m misterizrs komiunikashon with invizibel beigz, who, 
ynder the Divein Providens, ar ordaind tu administer tu his 
kymfort in the prezent disorderd state ov hiz intelektiual meind. 

" You wil see that mei pen haz not been eidel, havig been 
emploid in reitig agenst the doktrinz ov the Unitarianz, and 
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also in tlie eksplanaslion ov all the " Farabelz " kontaind in St 
Matthew^s Gospel. It iz mei intenshon^ hwen ei nekst vizit 
you, (hwich, drough the Divein Mersi^ ei hope tu do in Julei 
nekst,) tu brii) ak)i) with me a kopi ov the former p^blikashon 
for yourself, and ov the later for your dear children/' 

Tu Charles Augustus T\dk, esq. 

" Manchester, 22 March, 1813. 

'' Mei dear Ser, — At the kworterli meetig ov our Soseieti, 
held on Freiday last, it woz rezolvd unanim^sli that az your 
venerabel father haz dekleind akseptig the ofis ov Prezident ov 
the nekst Hawkstone Meetii), tu hwich he woz apointed at the 
last Meetii), it wud be heili gratifeiii) tu the frendz who asem- 
bel at th&t Meetii) if you kud be prevaild ?rpon tu take the 
chair. 

'' Ei am aware that ther iz symlig Tnreazonabel in the eks- 
pektashon ov your akseptig an ofis hwich wil kaU you so far 
from home, and introdius you intu a soseieti ov peepel tu 
whom you ar an enteir stranjer. Byt ei am aware also that in 
adresig meiself tu you, ei am adresig wzm who wil make litel 
akount ov the distans ov spase hwich standz between him and 
an akt ov eminent usefulnes tu the Lord'z New Church, and 
that in regard tu your beig a stranjer, this iz not the fakt, sins 
you ar alredi wel n6n, if not personali, in a way far more real 
and s^rbstanshial, tu all the jentelmen who U3uali kompoze the 
Meetignn kwestion. Beseidz, you n6 beter than most yther 
men, that in the Lord'z New Church and Kigdom, all ar 
brethren, and konsekwentli n6n tu each yther az the most in- 
timet frendz and akwaintans. It iz on theze groundz that ei 
indvlj the hope, that you wil hav the great gudnes tu komplei 
with the joint wishez ov the Soseieti and meiself, and that you 
wil take an erli oportiuniti ov makig your kompleians non tu ys.'* 

Mr Tulk seemz tu hav been Tuabel tu komplei with the So- 
seieti'z wishez. Mr Clowes soon afterwardz reits : — 

Tu the Rev. W. Agutter^ London. 

"Manchester, May 11, 1818. 
" Mei veri dear Frend, — Ei aksept with deleit and thagkfulnes 
your kongratiulashonz on the glad prospekt ov seeig the famili 
ov the Tulks nekst year at Hawkstone, and tho fourteen 
rnvn^s iz a log porshon ov teim for an old man tu luk forward 
tu, yet ei wil hope and tnrst in the Divein Providens, that if it 
9» 
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be the Diyein wil, ei may be permited tn enjoi so pekioliar a 
gratifikasbon. It wud be a great adishon tu mei joi on the 
okajon^ and ei wU ventiur tu ad, tu the joi ov even member ov 
the Meetig, if you kan be prevaild ypon tu atemd your frendz tu 
Hawkstone at the same teim, and ei do most emestli rekwest 
that you wil take it intu series konsiderashon, and endevor so 
tu aranje your engajements az tu render s^ch a j^mi at least 
praktikabel. This petishon for antfther s^mer iz bei no meanz 
mtended tu ekskhide the prezent wtq, and therefor ei wil ind^lj 
the hope that posibli even this year we may hav the ple3ur ov 
seeig you ; and az the law ov the Hawkstone Meetig rekweirz 
that everi hyzband brig hiz weif alog with him, we wil hope also 
tu hav the adishonal hapines ov seeig you ak^mpanid biei Mrs 
Agutter. 

" Hwot you say on the s^bjekt ov Kreedz wil not, ei s^rspekt^ 
konvins the Soseietiz in this neighborhud ov their inekspediensi. 
For a Kreed they seem determind tu hav, and therefor the siggel 
kwestion iz, hwether they shal be left at liberti, each ov them 
tu kompoze a Kreed for themselvz, or shal hav w^n kompozed 
for them at s^m p^blik meetig. Tu me it apearz that the pirb- 
lik meetig wil be more kompetent tu deseid on the best form ov 
a Kreed, and ei am therefor ov opinion, with the rest ov our 
Soseieti, that it wil be a proper s^bjekt for diskyshon at Hawk- 
stone, hwen, it may be ekspekted, a greater number ov Readers 
from varies parts ov the kigdom wil be kolekted, than kan be 
found at eni ^ther meetig. Ei enteirli agree with you that the 
utmost kaushon wil be nesesari az tu the artikelz tu be admited 
intu the Kreed. 

'' A fiu weeks ago we began our vizitashon ov the kyDtri So- 
seietiz ov Beaderz in this neighborhud, and shal kontiniu them, 
everi Monday til mids^mer. N^dig kan be more gratifeiig 
than tu witnes the growl ov the New Church in theze Soseietiz. 
You may reid your hors in eight or ten diferent direkshonz, and 
in the k^mpas ov from eight tu twenti meilz you may feind in 
each direkshon a Soseieti konsistig ov from 3 tu400, and if you 
ekstend your reid tu therti meilz, you kym tu yther Soseietiz, 
without end, all inkreasig and bearig doun all opozishon. SttcIi 
iz the pouer ov Divein TVul. Ei am shure you wil join me in 
the prayr, that the boundariz ov the New Church may be stil 
farther ekstended.'' 

The reader who haz folowd the leif ov Clowes so far wil not 
need tu be remeinded t^t hiz laborz am^ the Soseietii 
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aluded tu wer enteirii konsistent witli hiz ofis as a kleijimaa 
ov the Chyrch ov England. Their objekt woz tu promote the 
growi ov the true Eristian Chyrch ; tu enkzrrej uniti and not 
separashon. The "Old Chzrrch/' he konsiderd, had alredi 
perisht for lak ov the worm* ov chariti and ov piuriti and use- 
fiilnes ov leif, and all the relijys leif that nou ekzisted, hwether 
in the Establishment or out ov it, woz the leif ov Fail and 
Chariti uneited, the veri esens ov the New Church, and probabli az 
abimdant in the Chyrch ov England az in eni zrther relijys bodi. 
In the orijinal leter last kopid a MS. ekstrakt iz enklozed 
firom Locke's " Vindikashon ov the Reazonabelnes ov Blristian- 
iti/' heded ^^ Ereed-makii) a meanz ov propagatii) ignorans,'* 
in hwich he deskreibz a Kreed az a vail kast over the eiz^ 
^ugh hwich alone the Beibel iz aloud tu be red ; adig, " Ei 
hav often wynderd tu hear men ov several chyrchez so hartili 
eksklaimii) agenst the implisit fail ov the Church ov Bome^ 
hwen the same implisit fetil iz az m^ch praktist and rekweird 
in their own, tho not so openli profest and injeniu^sli ownd 
thare.^' Ther iz mzrch trul in the sayig ov wyn ov the erli 
Kwakerz, " Skriptiur onli iz our Kreed ; for if the koment iz 
made the kreed, insted ov the tekst^ from thdt teim we beleev 
not in God, byt in man.'' 

The Hawkstone Meetig woz held in diu kourse on the 9i 
Julei, 1813, Mr John Parry beig prezident and Mr James Mer- 
edith veis-prezident. The Rev. John Clowes, the Rev. Joseph 
Proud, the Rev. Richard Jones, and the Rev. T. F. Churchill, 
with Mr Samuel Noble tu asist az sekretari, wer rekwested tu 
prepare a " Symari ov the Kristian Fail az aknolejd and profest 
in the Lord'z New Church.'' This woz akordigli dyn, in twelv 
artikelz, with " a shorter Symari for the use ov children and 
yyg peepel," in the shape ov the folowig Kreed : — 

''1. Ei beleev that the Lord from eterniti, who iz Jehovah, 
the Kj^ater ov heven and erl, kame intu the wyrld that He 
meit sybdiii the ponerz ov hel, and glorifei Hiz Hiumaniti, and 
that in this Glorifeid Hiumaniti He iz kalld the Lord God, the 
Savier Jesus Christ, who iz therefor the Onli God ov hevea 
and erl, kontainig in hiz Divein Person the Sakred Triniti ov 
Father, Syn, and Holi Gost. 

^^ 2. Ei beleev that evil ought not tu be dyn, bekauz it iz ov 
the Devil and from the Devil : and that gud ought tu be dyn, 
bekauz it iz ov God and from God ; and that it ought tu be dys 
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bei man az oy himself^ birt that he ought tu beleey that it iz 
Jirom the Lord, operatii) with him and bei him. 

" 3. Ei beleev that the W^rd, or Sakred Skriptinr, iz the 
Divein Trul, proseedig from this God, brought doun and fikst 
in its historikal and literal sens, in hwich iz kontaind an inter- 
nal, or spiritiual sens, heretufore ^nn6n, b?rt nou reveald for 
the benefit and salvashon ov mankeind. 

" 4. Ei beleev that chariti, fail, and gud warks ar uneitedli 
nesesari tu man'z salvashon, and that man reseevz chariti and 
faij;, and iz enabeld tu do gud w^^ks, in proporshon az he doei 
the Ynrrk ov repentans, and beleevz in the Inkamet God. Ei 
beleev, therefor, that without repentans no man kan be saved, 
bekauz no man kan be saved voiles he be regenerated or ];^om 
agen ; and he iz not regenerated, or bom agen, ^ntil he seasea 
tu do evil, az beu) ov the Devil and from the Devil, and deleits 
in doi'g gud, az be'ii) ov God and from God. 

'^ 5. Ei beleev that the merit and reiti^rsnes ov Christ kanot 
Be impiuted tu eniw^n, bekauz they ar ligz Divein, byt that 
hwot iz impiuted tu man iz the gud or evil hwich he prinsipali 
Itvz and operates. 

'' 6. Ei beleev that after dei, hwich iz onli a putig of ov the 
material bodi, never tu be re-asiumd, man reized agen in a 
spiritiual and s^bstanshial bodi, and that hiz eternal state, az tu 
hapines or mizeri hereafter, wil altugether depend on the leif 
he haz livd in this w^rld, hwether it haz been gud or evil. 

'' 7. Ei beleev that this iz the teim ov the Lord'z Sekond 
Advent, hwich iz a k^mii), not in Person, byt in the pouer and 
glori ov Hiz Holi Wzrrd, nou opend and reveald ^ugh the 
instrumentaliti ov the deolojikal reitii)z ov Hiz servant, Eman- 
uel Swedenborg. Ei beleev frrther that this Advent iz for a 
leik blesed pzrrpos az Hiz Ferst Advent, nameli, tu efekt a w^rk 
OT jyjment in the w^rld ov spirits, and tu establish a New 
Church here on er*, signifeid bei the Holi Siti, New Jerusalem, 
in the Apokalips, in hwich He wil reign az the God, Ffither, and 
Protekter ov Hiz peepel for ever and ever. Hmen/' 

After the Hawkstone Meetig Mr Clowes agen vizited hiz 
frendz in Glostershire, and thens made hiz way tu Barmouth, 
in North Wales, from hwich plase he reits on the 2nd August, 
tu hiz at&cht frend at Bristol :— « 

^'Ei hav the hapines tu inform you that frough the blesig 
OT the Divein Providens d areivd safe and wel at this plase. 
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after a most plezant and prospenrs j^mi^ in liwich ei Iiad m^ch 
tu be ^kful for and n^^ tu komplain ov, eksept okajonali^ 
eksesiv heat and bad roadz. Mei gad frendz at Stroud detaind 
me til Tiuzday^ on hwich day ei woz enabeld tu reach Boss (a 
most deleitfuli sitiuated toun)^ and the nekst momii) ei areivd 
in gud teim at Hereford, tfnfortiunetli boi mei frendz wer 
from home hwen ei kalld^ so that ei kud not obtain from either ov 
them the dezeird informashon respektii) mei route. This defekt^ 
houever, woz s^pleid bei mei landlord at the in, who soon kon- 
yinst me that the best road tu Barmouth lay Irough Ludlow^ 
Welshpool, and Dolgelly. Ei akordigli reacht the former plase 
thit evenig, Welshpool the day folowig, and Dolgelly on the 
Freiday, hwich brought me within ten meilz ov mei jymi^z end, 
feough wyn ov the feinest k^mtriz ei ever saw. 

'^ And nou, mei dear Madam, havii) reacht the end ov mei 
j^mi, and kzrm tu a plase ov rest and repoze, ei begin tu 
feast on the rekolekshon ov past hapines ; this be'ii) the wil ov 
our Hevenli Father, that we shud be UTrrisht not onli with the 
bred ov the prezent day, bi^t also with thdt ov the past. On 
this oka3on the remembrans ov mei frendz, and espeshiali ov 
all the keindnes shown bei yourself and your dear famili, and 
ov the hapi ourz past Tnder your hospitabel roof, form a rich 
and prinsipal part ov mei repast. 

''Tu everi wsn ov your dear children you wil prezent mei 
best Ittv, with a kis tu each, and tu dear John an ashuran9 that 
ei wil k^m and see him agen az soon az ei hav oportiuniti, with' 
out maHy eni demand ttpon hiz teed, (^) Aksept also, dear Madam, 
mei most grateiul aknolejments ov all your keindnes,'^ ets. 

At the end ov the year woz pyblisht the '' Treatis on Me- 
di^rmz,^' in hwich he eksplainz the natiur and nesesiti ov 
medizrmz in the salvashon ov mankeind, and the konekshon 
between the spiritiual and material kreashon. The Beveald 
W^nrd ov Qt)d, the Divein Hiumaniti ov the Lord, the Anjelik 
Heven, and the Infernal Eigdom, Bashonaliti, Freewil, and 
Seiens, ar s^ch mediymz, az wel az the praktikal diutiz ov 
Prayr and Preachii), and the Sakraments ov Baptizm and the 
Holi Svper. In konklu3on, it iz shown that the Lord w^rks 
Hiz savig p^rposez bei s^rch medi^mz, and not without them ; 
and that, konsekwentli^ salvashon bei immediet mersi, ap&rt from 
the meanz for man^s rejenerashon, iz a groundles eidea.

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On the Ist ov Marcli^ 1814^ he rote tu liiz widowd firend :— ^ 

" Hwen 61 inform you hou ei hav been emploid sins mei re- 
t^ from the sea, you wU not wimder at mei aparent neglekt 
OY mei korespondents. In the ferst plase ei had tn prepare 
mei ^' Replei tu Mr Grundy^s Adres /' sekondli, mei '' Treatis 
on Mediymz/' ierdli, mei Sermon on the Eai)ksgiyi]g Day; 
fourlli, a Treatis on the Atonement, intended for insershon in 
the Intellectual Repository ; and fifJli, the Aniual Report ov the 
Soseieti. Havii) despacht all this biznes^ you kan skarse form 
an eidea ov the plejur with hwieh ei reseevd your leter, and ov 
the eagemes with hwich ei sit doun tu anser it. It deleits me 
tu hear that you hav paid an^jbher vizit tu Windsor, and that 
your dear Francis ak^mpanid you, who wud ov kourse make 
himself a favorit, for a feiner boi shureli woz never seen. You 
say n^^i) ov the dear old Kii), hwens ei konklude that he 
kontiniuz in hiz ujual state hoi ov meind and bodi. The 
Prinses Mary's indispozishon m^st hav been a treial tn you, 
b^t it wud read tu you at least this instr^ktiv and important 
leson, that the wallz ov a pales kanot sh^t out siknes and in- 
fermiti. Heven grant that the dear invaleed may lem also bei 
glad eksperiens that the wallz ov a pales do not preklude the 
admishon ov divein konsolashon! Ei am charmd with hwot 
you say about your feeligz on your beriday ; bekauz it haz al- 
wayz apeard tu me, that gratitiud for past mersiz iz not onli the 
best state ov hart before God, bzrt it iz also the best sekiuriti 
for fiutiur favorz. Indeed, the hole ov relijon, properli ynder- 
stud, seemz tu konsist in beii) grateful ; grateful tu the Giver 
ov all gud in the ferst plase, and grateful tu our felow-kreatiura 
in the sekond. B^ hwot piuriti ov hart and ov leif dzrz sych 
gratitiud implei ! hwot a sakrifeiz ov our self-lyv ! hwot a de- 
votednes tu God, and chariti towardz our neighbor ! At the 
same teim, hwot a m^ltitiud ov blesii)z dyz it involv ! sins tu 
be truli grateful iz tu keep open a kontiniud komiunikashon 
between God and our own meindz, bei vertiu ov hwich ther iz 
a perpetiual serkiulashon ov the Divein Leif and Ltht, with all 
its grasez and vertiuz, desendii) ferst from God tu vs, and then 
re-asendii) with devout daijkfiilnes from ys tu God.'' 

In May he agen reits tu the same ladi tu inform her that a 
vizitashon from the Bishop in August wil prevent hiz gomg az 
far az Glostershire the k^mig szrmer. He woz, houever, 
at HawkstonOj az U3ual, in Julei, hwen Mr C. A. Tulk pre- 
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seided at the Meetii)^ liwicli woz^ lie sez^ hd ful and harmo- 
nics. At the end ov the mzml he reits agen ta hiz ladi frend^ 
who apearz tu hav askt hiz opinion on sym s^fbjekt disk^st 
between her and another ladi ov a les leivli dispozishon : — ^' It 
iz not in mei pouer tu setel the diferens between yourself and 
your frend az you wish me tu do. You ar perhaps bol ov you 
reit; you in enjoiii) "pees and ksmfort/^ and she in her 
"domz and breierz/' bekauz the Almeiti leadz Hiz children 
in diferent pathz^ no two ekzaktli aleik. With scm He strowz 
the way with flouerz, hweil with ytherz He enkymberz it with 
brambelz ; yet hoi the flouerz and the brambelz hav their use^ 
so az tu help on the traveler in each way tu heven.

Our blesed Lord 
Himself^ diurii) Hiz sojymii) here below^ did not alwayz make 
Hiz abode on the mounten ov konsolashon^ bet woz at teimz in 
the wildemes amyg weild beasts and devilz; tu instr^kt ys 
that we myst be kontent tu folow Him in this dybel state^ and 
gain all the gud we kan from each ; and tu teach ys yet fyrther^ 
hwen we ar on the mounteny not tu jyj thoze who ar in the wil- 
demes^ and hwen we ar in the wildemes, not tu jyj thoze who 
ar on the mounten/' 

Sentiments wyrthi ov '' the siti ov piur gold, leik yntu klear 
glas V (Rev. 21. 18.) 

This symer he had the ple3ur ov a vizit from hiz dear frend, 
Charles Augustus Tulk, tu whom he reits on the 27i August, 
referii) tu their partii) at Matlock, and the hapines he and 
hiz frendz at Manchester had enjoid in Mr Tulk's " edifeiig 
soseieti.'' He sez, " You hav ekseited in all your frendz here, 
(and in nyn more than in meiself,) niu hopes, niu dezeirz, niu 
afekshonz, niu deleits, and ei leav it tu yourself tu deseid, 
hwether it iz not nou bekym a series diuti on your part, tu 
cherish and nyrish your projeni, bei repeatig your vizits az 
frekwentli az posibel.^' He sez, "Mr Mottram and meiself 
went tu vizit the Soseieti at Badcliflfe, hwen we lamented that 
yourself and Mrs Tulk wer not ov the parti. The meetig woz 
fdli a^ niumerz^s az th&t hwich you witnest at Holkham Brook/' 
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Clowes woz in the habit ov komitig tu reitig Noughts hwich| 
from teim tu teim^ okfrd tu him in hiz readii) and meditashon 
on the HoU Skriptiur. A kolekshon ov theze Houghts woi 
pzrblisht after hiz de^, formii) a volium pekiuliarli adapted tu 
edifei and deleit a ^oughtful meind. Fin dates ar given^ bzrt 
the folowii) iz an eksepshon^ dated 22 September^ 1814 : — 

'' Grant, O Lord, that thei servant may ever remember, so 
az tu be reitli afekted bei, the Niu Name bei hwich Thou wost 
pleazd, this momii), tu zmvail Theiself tu hiz deleited viu, az the 
God ov benevolensez, ov beuedikshonz, and ov benefakshonz ! " 

Two dayz afterwardz he rote tu Mr C. A. Tulk az folowz :— 

'' Manchester, 24 Sept., 1 814. 
" Mei veri dear Ser, — ^Your keind favor ov the 6i ov this 
isnmi wud hav reseevd an erlier replei had ei not been dezeirvs 
ov komiunikatii) its interestii) kontents tu the jentelmen who 
kompoze our Kworterli Meetitf, and ov th^s hearii) their sen- 
timeuts on the s^fbjekt. The Meetig woz held last neit, and, 
after readii) your dispach, the folowii) rezolushon woz unani- 
m^rsli past. [The rezolushon iz log, b^ its pyrport woz, that 
a propozal from Sweden tu reprint the orijinal Latin ov the 
Arcana Ccelestia there, wud involv a veri hevi outlay, hwich meit 
be more advantaj^sli apleid tu the myltiplikashon and distribiu- 
shon ov kopiz in the diferent modem laggwejez.] Mr Mottram 
and meiself hav lateli been vizitig the Soseietiz ov Beseeverz ov 
the Hevenli Doktrinz ov the New Jerusalem at Preston, Kirk- 
ham, Bolton and Liverpool, in all hwich plasez it woz heili 
gratifeiig tu obzerv the fruitMnes ov the hevenli seed, and hon 
the Chyrch iakreasez daili bol in the nymber and kwoliti ov 
her memberz, frough the inseminashon ov Trud and the im- 
plantashon ov Gud.^' 

The nekst mynl woz spent at Barmouth, and in November 
we feind him stayii) with hiz frend Mr Smyth, at Heath, near 
Wakefield, hwens he reits, on the 14i, tu Mr C. A. Tulk : —

most gratifeiii) keind. Iz it posibel tu get a seit oy Anquetil 
de Perron^s lAtin wzrrk ? It m^st be a great kiuriositi^ and ei 
shad be most heili gratifeid bei the peruzal oy it. The Nouvelles 
RechercJies, ets., with all its abs^rrditiz, m^st also be an inter- 
estii) wsrk, and perhaps s^m teim or zrther you wil ind^rlj me 
with the readii) oy it. Ei am here at prezent on a Yizit tu mei 
frend Mr Smyth, b^t ei propoze retymig home on Freiday 
nekst, hwen ei shal be hapi in agen hearii) from you, and in the 
komiunikashon oy eni niu buk you kan spare me. 

'* Aknost the hole oy last Oktober woz past at the sea, hwen 
a siggiular eY^nt befS me, hwich ei dare komiunikate tu yourself, 
bvt tu fiu beseidz. W^n momii), on ferst awakii), and without 
eni preYi^s bought on the Bzrbjekt, a buk woz prezented tu mei 
Yiu, enteiteld ''The Spiritiual Szm, its Ekzistens, and Operashon 
prooYd inkontestabli hoi from Skriptiur and from Reazon ; 
together with the Ekzistens and Realiti oy thdt Spiritiual W^nrld 
in hwich it operates.^^ A strog impreshon woz at the same teim 
made on the meind tu komit the kontents tu paper ; and akord- 
igli ei set tu wnrk, and before ei left Barmouth had an opor- 
tiuniti OY kopiii) the hole, hwich ei did with m^ch liberti and 
deleit. The w^rk iz alredi in the pres, and wil be redi for p^b- 
likashon in a fiu weeks. Ei ^k you m^st haY herd me say, 
konsemii) the short treatis on '' Seiens,^' that it also woz kopid 
in the same maner/^ 

The ai^ument oy this trakt iz, that az natiural heat and leit 
proseed from the natiural s?m, so spiritiual heat and leit, hwich 
ar afekshon and intelijens, proseed from a spiritiual szm, hwich 
is the S^n oy Beiti^snes, the DiYcin Ltty and Wizdom. And, 
finrther, az the natiural s^n iz the senter and s^port oy the natiu- 
ral WTrldz dependent Tpon it, so the spiritiual szrn iz the senter 
and STport oy a spiritiual kreashon, '' or a kolekshon oy pasiY 
spiritiual pouerz, adapted, in an endles Yareieti, tu the resepshon 
OY its blesed heat and leit, and kalkiulated, in an infinit wiz- 
dom, tu giY fruitfiilnes, use, and efekt tu tboze leif-giYii) 
prinsipelz.'' 

''Neither «tf», nor erd, neither dktiv forsez nor pariv pouerz 
ar eni^, or prodius enilig, b^t bei komiunikashon and konjtnfk" 
shon with each Tther; and konsekwentU the w^n argiuz the 
ekzistens oy the vther, hweil both uneited deklare tu man, in a 
laggwg hwich n^m hzt the impizrs and doughtles kan misinter- 
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pret or mistake^ that ther ar two distigkt w^rldz^ yrsn natiural, 
the ^ther spiritiual, deseind for the faler manifestashon ov the 
Divein mersi^ benefisens^ wizdom^ and omnipotens ov the Great 
&eater^ bei prodiusii) all posibel vareietiz ov use^ ^ough the 
wonderful kombinashon and ko-operashon ov aktiv forsez and 
ptisiv pouerz." 

The wwk kontainz siks propozishonz, with their '' demonstra-

It wil giv mj ple3ur tu hjr that 
shj haz rek^srerd her hell, and that her siknes haz left her, after 
performii) its ofis ov admonishon and instnr kshon, hwich Prinsesez 
as wel az z^therz, ar in wont ov. Indjd, ei am ov opinion that 
the heier the steshon iz in hwich wsn iz born, ser mz^ ch the mcrr 
njd ther iz ov the rod ov aflikshon tu aweken tu sjri^s reflekshon ; 
tu disp^rs the fantomz ov hapines hwich prez^nt themselvz ?nder 
the apjrans ov rialUiz in the dqm ov leif ; and feinali tu rez the 
tnrbeld spirit tu the pozeshon and enjoiment ov therz endiuriy 
stfbstansez ov blis, hwich the Eternal Trql anounsez az the 
distiiigwishii) and proper gudz, for hwich wj wer krjeted. 

"Ei am h|r in a famUi ov anjelik meindz, konsistii) ov a 
mvther, ferr doterz, and tii synz. It iz heven tu h\ with them, 
bvt on Saterde ei mzrst l|v them tu return tu Manchester.''

Thdt's j^st az h| yiist tu stand befcrr the 
children. Hou h\ deleited in children ! Hj sjmd tu liv in the 
children : it's veri strenj — h\ never had eni ov hiz cm, ther hj 
lyvd everibodi els'ez scr m^ch. Hj woz a Kristian : ei'm a&ed 
wj shal never sj hiz leik agen.'^ 

This simpel efiu3on ov a gretful hart iz, perhaps, az preshys, 
in its we, az the skylptiurd marbel itself. 

The pyblik tribiut woz the mcrr onorabel tu ol partiz, bei not 
crig its orijin and ch^f s^pcrrt tu thcrz hii agr^d with the rektor 
respektii) the w^rks ov Swedenborg. The chif promcrter woz 
w^n hii had yjrz beforr joind in the komplent tu the bishop, and

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THE NAME OF CLOWES. 

The name of Gowes^ pronounced KIoom (Khix)^ is said to be derived 
from Gough, a clifT or cleft, usuaOy pronounced cluffi The Saxon dough 
would probably sound more like the Irish lough than our English rough. 
It might be softened into Cloo^ like through. We have enough^ enow^ 
and enew; also straw^ strow^ stnw^ though the old shew is now spelled 
and pronoifticed show, A family will retain their right name by tradition. 

Another origin of the name and pronunciation of Clowes is suggested : 
Kfys is Swedish for hawse, and is pronounced kluise. And woo repre- 
sents the Scandinavian y. Hence the Swedish j^/Zr is English wool. By 
the same analogy, Klys would become Clwoos^ and by an easy transpo- 
sition Clowes, Our theological chief and conqueror may therefore be 
derived and developed from some Norse viking ! — See Manchester City 
NewSf I2th Nov^ 1881. 

HARTLEY, COOKWORTHY, HARRISON. 
(Seepages 18, 177, 182.^ 

The Rev. Thomas Hartley was Rector of Winwick, Northamptonshire, 
and the first translator of Swedenborg's De Commercio Anima et Corporis' 

William Cookworthy was an eminent member of the Society of Friends 
at Plymouth, and is publicly known as the discoverer of the Cornish 
Porcelain clay, and originator of the English china manufacture. 

These two worthies visited Swedenborg at his lodgings in Gerkenwell, 
shortly before his death in 1772. Cookworthy died in 1780^ Hartley in 
1784. ''When Hartley had heard the termination of his old fellow-laborer's 
mortal career, he rose from the seat, where he had been listening, step- 
ped to my ftither who had been giving him the details, and in silent tears 
embraced and kissed the son-in-law of William Cookworthy." — See 
" Memoir of William Cookworthy," by his grandson, George Harrison. 

The following is copied from the original letter of Hartley to Clowes, 
referring to the translation of the Treatise De Ccslo et Inferno : — 

'' Mr William Cookworthy, of Plymouth, began and carr/d on a con- 
siderable part of that Translation, and I finished the remainder . . . 
and formed his part into a similarity of language with my own. To which 
I added the Preiiace and Notes. Mr Cookworthy was at the whole ex« 
pense of the publicatton," 
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THE REV. JOHN CLAYTON, M.A. 

{Seepage 2,) ' 

The name of this good man ought not to be overlooked in connection 
with that of his pupiL The following is the inscription on his monument, 
erected in 1776, in the Collegiate Church, Manchester, now the Cathedral : 

Sacred to the Memory of the Rev. John Clayton, M.A., 

Successively Chaplain and Fellow of this Church ; 

Who died September 25, 1773, aged 64 years : 

This monument is erected by his Scholars, 

A grateful token of their affectionate Esteem. 

He had endeared himself to them 

By his manly Cheerfulness, strict Integrity, » 

Diflftisive Charity, heroic Forgiveness, 

And serenity of Temper under Disappointments ; 

His judicious Fidelity to guard against 

The Dangers of Vice and Follies of Ignorance, 

By forming the Man, the Scholar, the Christisuii 

In every Mind submitted to his Cultivation ; 

His ardent zeal for true Religion, 

Warm attachment to the Church of England, 

And unwearied discharge of all the labours 

Of a conscientious Parish Priest ; 

By the uncommon Lustre of his declining Years, 

Wherein he bore the sharpest Agonies 

Of a painful and humiliating Disease, 

With the Fortitude of Faith, the Resignation of Hope, 

And the strong Consolations of a wdl-spent Life ! 

His scholars formed a club called the Cyprianites, who held an anni- 
versary for many years. In 1782 the Rev. John Clowes and Mr. Richard 
Hall were stewards ; and the following year Sif Ashton Lever and Mr. 
Joseph Tipping. Both John Clowes and his elder brother Richard were 
among the scholars of Mr Clayton, and " as a sort of continuity of the 
Byrom-Clayton-Clowes connection," Mr Clayton preached the Conse- 
cration Sermon at St John% in 1769. — Mr John Evans, in the Man-- 
Chester City News^ and his *' Memorials of a Manchester Parish Church.'' 



THE REV. JACOB DUCHE. 
(Seepage 29.^ 

Mr Duch^ was an intelligent receiver of the testimony of Swedenborg. 
He published in 1771 his Letters of "Tamor Caspipina.'' In 1779 ^e 
issued in London two volumes of eloquent Sermons, to which is prefixed 
a list of subscribers, including the Archbishop of Canterbury and an 
astonishing number of bishops, deans, nobility and gentry of the day. 
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He afterwards settled in America, where his daughter married the Rev. 
W. Hill, the author of " Devout Prayers,** etc. (See page 179.) 

On the breaking out of the War of Independence, when the first Con- 
gress met at Philadelphia, the 5th September, 1774, the Rev. Jacob Duch^ 
was nominated to offer prayer for the nation. On the 7th he read the 
35th Psalm, and then prayed with such fervency that the effect upon his 
hearers was extraordinary. John Adams, writing to his wife, says, '* You 
must remember this was the morning after we heard of the cannonade of 
Boston. I never saw a greater effect upon an audience. It seemed as if 
Heaven had ordained that Psalm to be read on that morning. After this 
Mr Duch^ unexpectedly struck out into an extempore prayer, which filled 
the bosom of every man present. Episcopalian as he is, Dr Cooper him- 
self never prayed with such earnestness, and in language so eloquent and 
sublime. It has had an excellent effect i^pon everybody here.** 



GROWTH OF THE NEW CHURCH. 

(See pages 37, 41, 44, 129.) 

Mr. Clowes*s fsiith in the power of Truth to force its way gradually in 
the different religious commimities, receives some justification firom later 
experience in America. The following is firom the report of the Ameri- 
can New Church Tract and Publication Society, 1880 : — 

" Since the close of the first year of this work of supplying clergymen 
with the writing^ of our Church, those actively engaged in it have met 
with no discouraging incidents. The state of preparation was far better 
than they had supposed ; and reception has been readier and more com- 
plete than they had expected to find it From reliable sources of infor- 
mation they have learned that whole congregations are being gradually 
led into a reception of New Church doctrines by clergymen who have 
themselves but recently received these doctrines, and who are encourag- 
ing their more intelligent and influential members to read the writings of 
Swedenborg. Some of these clergymen are strong representative men, 
and of such large influence that Presbytery, Synod or Conference, as the 
case may be, hesitates about calling their course in question. The pro- 
cess of New Church indoctrination is, we are satisfied, more general, and 
going on far more rapidly than has been supposed. The operation of 
influences like those which have been at work during the last six or seven 
years, could hardly fail to produce this very result Fifty thousand vol- 
umes of New' Church books in the hands of Protestant ministers, firom 
hundreds of whom we have letters saying that the disclosures made by 
Swedenborg, and the doctdnes Uught in his writings have been fully ac- 
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cepted, and that they are teaching these doctiines to their people, openly 
or guardedly, as in their judgment seems wisest and best, give a cause, 
die effect of which can be in one direction only, and that is in the direc- 
tion of extending and establishing the Lord's Kingdom upon eaxtii.''

While this book has been printing, a very interesting work has appeared 
— ^** Memories of Old Friends," by Caroline Fox, from which the follow- 
ing is quoted : — 

" Of Thomas Ersldne, whom they both love, Mrs Carlyle said, * He 
always soothes me, for he looks so serene, as if he had found peace. He 
and the Calvinistic views are quite unsuited to each other.' Carlyle

QUEEN CHARLOTTE. . .

The eminently virtuous queen of George III. did not escape the usual 
fate of persons exposed to the fickle judgment of public opinion. Though 
the purity of her life and the rectitude of her intentions were never called 
in question, she was often unpopular for acts of supposed parsimony 
in her private expenditure, and harshness in maintaining the purity erf 
her Court. It is easy to understand how readily reproaches on these 
points would circulate among persons whose interests and feelings were 
affected. The queen was carefid, possibly to excess, in her personal ex<^ 
penses ; but she was nevertheless generous in her gifts, wherever she 
thought they could be wisely bestowed. She was particularly kind and 
liberal in helping the widows and daughters of officers and others, who 
had suffered in the service of the country. Her private gifts in this and 
other acts of charity exceeded j^S,ooo a-year. Her daughters were 
brought up as Christian women, and were well acquainted with the char- 
acter and writings of the Rev. John Clowes. 

The widow lady who so long enjoyed the fiiendship of the Royal Family, 
as well as that oi Mr Clowes, has long since followed them to a higher 
sphere ; but some of her family survive, and at their request the name is 
withheld.
